We  give  (on  p.  864)  the  latest  information  as  to  the  steps  that 
are  being  taken  to  oppose  the  passing  of  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill.  The  advocates  of  licensed  trade  in  poisons 
have  not  been  idle,  but  there  are  indications  that  the  Bill 
will  be  much  modified  before  it  passes  the  Commons. 

The  most  interesting  features  in  the  markets  include  a 
decline  in  codeine  and  salts,  and  strychnine,  and  an  advance 
in  citrates.  Castor  and  wintergreen  oils  are  higher.  Chamo- 
miles and  guinea  grains  are  firmer.  Tamarinds,  foreign 
citric  acid,  soda  nitrate,  ammonia  sulphate,  cocoa-butter,  and 
turpentine  are  obtainable  at  more  or  less  reduced  prices 
(p.  857). 

Mr.  J.  Rymer  Young  was  on  Wednesday  re-elected  Presi- 
dent of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington 
and  Mr.  Walter  Hills  were  re-elected  Vice-President  and 
Treasurer  respectively.  In  re-appointing  Mr.  J.  R.  Hill  to 
be  Assistant  Secretary  in  Scotland,  the  President  paid  him  a 
very  high  compliment  for  his  past  work  on  behalf  of  the 
Society  (p.  856).  It  is  probable  that  a  paid  Parliamentary 
Agent  will  be  appointed  at  the  next  Council-meeting.

This  section  first  appeared  in  The  Chemist  and  Deuggist  of 
May  15,  1868,  when  it  was  "  decided  to  offer  every  month  a 
standard  Scientific  Book,  or  something  equally  appropriate, 
as  a  Prize  to  be  competed  for  by  assiduous  students." 
For  many  years  two  book  prizes  (value  10s.  bd.  and  5s.) 
have  been  awarded  every  month,  besides  three  prizes  (value 
two  guineas,  one  guinea,  and  half  a  guinea),  with  parchment 
certificates,  to  those  who  have  secured  most  marks  in  the  six 
competitions  comprising  the  Winter  Tournament.  All 
students  of  chemistry  and  pharmacy  are  eligible  to  compete, 
and  may  enter  for  the  monthly  prizes  at  any  time. 

The  exercises  are  usually  in  the  qualitative  analysis  of  a 
mixture  of  two  or  three  salts,  samples  of  which  are  sent  to 
students  who  apply  for  them  on  a  date  generally  published  in 
the  third  issue  of  the  month.

Brevities. 

The  members  of  the  Drug  Club  held  their  half-yearly 
meeting  in  the  Cannon  Street  Hotel  on  Tuesday  afternoon, 
June  2,  the  proceedings  being  private. 

Messrs.  Battle,  Son  &  Maltby,  chemists  and  druggists, 
294  High  Street,  have  been  elected  members  of  the 
Council  of  the  Lincoln  Chamber  of  Commerce  for  three 
years. 

Chemists  and  druggists  are  included  in  a  Shop  Hours 
Act  Closing  Order  made  by  Neath  Town  Council,  except 
for  the  sale  of  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  ap- 
pliances. 

The  members  of  the  Royal  Warrant  Holders'  Association 
dined  together  at  the  Whitehall  Rooms,  Hotel  Metropole, 
London,  on  June  3,  in  honour  of  the  birthday  of  the  Prince 
of  Wales. 

The  shop  of  Mr.  J.  C.  Thompson,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Marton  Road,  Middlesbrough,  was  on  June  1  visited  by  a 
•cow.  No  damage  was  done,  although  the  space  in  which 
the  animal  turned  is  very  limited. 

Mr.  Henry  Kitchen,  described  as  a  chemist,  of  Ashton- 
on-Mersey,  was  in  a  motor-car  smash  at  Buxton  on  Sunday, 
May  31.  He  was  injured  about  the  head,  and  lost  one 
finger,  which  was  completely  torn  off. 

Mr.  John  Joseph  Hart,  a  manufacturing  chemist,  12

Fielden,  chemist  and 
druggist,  313  Oldham  Road,  Rochdale,  was  fined  5s.  and 
costs  for  having  in  his  possession  a  4-lb.  weight  which  was 
a  drachm  light  and  a  2-lb.  weight  which  was  five  drachms. 
He  explained  that  the  smaller  weight  had  not  been  used 
tor  years,  and  the  larger  was  for  rough  work.

Drug-trade  Appeal  Fund. 
The  annual  meeting  was  held  in  St.  Bride  Institute  on 
Friday,  May  29.     There  were  present  Messrs.  Charles 
TImney  (Chairman),  Walter  Hills  (Treasurer),  Michael  Car- 
teighe (Trustee),  J.  G.  Atkinson,  P.  C.  Baker,  A.  Pellew, 
G.  P.  Pond,  T.  Whales,  R.  Willson,  and  W.  Johnston 
(Secretary).   The  minutes  of  the  1907  meeting  were  read  and 
confirmed,  after  which  the  annual  report,  as  printed  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  May  16  (p.  757),  was  adopted,  on 
the  motion  of  Mr.  Pond,  seconded  by  Mr.  Whales.  The 
Chairman  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  no  need  for  action 
had  arisen  during  the  year.    They  would  notice  that  their 
investment  in  Consols,  bought  at  91£,  had  improved,  the 
price  at  this  time  last  year  being  84  against  87^  that  day. 
He  would  have  liked,  if  it  had  been  possible,  to  have  parted 
with  some  of  the  money  in  helping  the  chemists  and  drug- 
gists to  fight  their  battle  in  the  House  of  Commons,  but 
the  trustees  had  no  power  without  obtaining  the  signatures, 
of  every  contributor,  and  this  was,  of  course,  impossible. 
The  Secretary  pointed  out  that  the  trustees  would  appre- 
ciate an  expression  of  opinion  from  subscribers  as  to  whether 
a  policy  of  "push"  should  be  undertaken  in  the  way  of 
manufacturing  test-cases,  but  this  did  not  appear  to  meet 
with  the  approval  of  the  meeting,  the  present  policy  being 
judged  best.    Mr.  Hills  pointed  out  that  the  money  was 
really  for  the  purpose  of  having  questions  of  law  fought 
out  as  they  arise,  and  Mr.  Carteighe  considered  that  the 
fact  that  the  drug-trade  had  a  fund  behind  it  for  defending 
actions  would  probably  deter  the  authorities  from  taking' 
action  in  any  doubtful  cases.    On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Atkin- 
son, seconded  by  Mr.  Willson,  the  present  trustees  were  re- 
elected en  bloc.  They  are  Messrs.  Michael  Carteighe,  W.  H. 
Fassett,   W.   Hills,  G.   T.   W.   Newsholme,   T.  Tyrer, 
C.  Umney,  and  A.  C.  Wootton.   Votes  of  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  officers  of  the  fund  concluded  the  meeting. 
Pharmaceutical  Union. 
A  meeting  of  the  Inaugural  Committee  of  the  proposed 
Chemists'  Guild  was  held  at  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
House  on  June  3.    Mr.  W.  F.  Mawer,  chemist  and  druggist, 
was  elected  Hon.  Secretary,  and  Messrs.  Goldthorpe,  Bar- 
rett, and  Mawer  were  appointed  delegates  to  meet  a  sub- 
committee of  the  Pharmaceutical  Defence  Union.  This 
meeting  took  place  later  in  the  day,  and  the  fusion  of  the 
two  bodies  will  in  all  probability  result.    The  details  of 
the  propaganda  have  not  yet  been  settled.    We  understand 
that  all  the  shares  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Defence  Union 
have  been  taken  up. 

Analysts'  Affairs. 

Greenwich  Borough  Council  have  appointed  Mr.  R.  H. 
Harland,  F.I.C.,  37  Lombard  Street,  E.C,  as  public  analyst 
at  a  fee  of  10s.  per  sample. 

(Vt  Dartford  last  year  samples  of  cream  of  tartar,  ground 
ginger,  seidlitz  powder,  tartaric  acid,  and  citric  "acid  were 
taken  and  found  to  be  genuine. 

The  quarterly  report  of  the  Middlesex  County  Analyst 
shows  that  the  following  samples  were  genuine  :  Arrow- 
root, 4;  syrup  of  buckthorn,  1;  beeswax,  1;  cream  of 
tartar,  2  ;  Epsom  salts,  2  ;  glycerin,  1 ;  tincture  of  iodine,  1 ; 
liquorice,  1;  sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  1;  camphorated  oil,  1; 
castor  oil,  1;  mercury  ointment,  1;  ammoniated  tincture  of 
quinine,  1 ;  quinine  wine,  1.  Two  samples  of  effervescent 
phosphate  of  soda  taken  were  both  adulterated,  and  one  of 
six  samples  of  compound  liquorice  examined  proved  to  be' 
inferior. 

The  Guildford  Town  Council  received  seventeen  applica- 
tions for  the  position  of  Public  Analyst  for  the  Borough. 
It  was  decided  at  the  last  Council  meeting  to  refer  the  fol- 
lowing to  the  General  Purposes  Committee  for  considera-

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Square,  W.C.),  Edwin  Tony  (London),  Wm.  R.  Smith

H.  P.  Stevens  (London  Bridge),  Edward  Hinks  (London, 
S.E.),  Arthur  Angel  (.South.arnp.tcn),  W.  R.  Simpson 
Ladell  (London). 

_  The  Kensington  Borough  Council  has  decided  that  par- 
ticulars of  samples  of  orange  wine,  raisin  wine,  and  ginger 
wine,  which  contained  respectively  0.568,  1.75,  and  0.218 
grains  of  salicylic  acid  per  pint,  are  to  be  forwarded  to 
the  Local  Government  Board,  and  the  attention  of  the 
Board  is  to  be  called  to  the  increasing  practice  of  adultera- 
tion by  the  use  of  preservatives,  and  to  the  urgent  necessity 
for  the  introduction  of  amending  legislation  dealing  with 
the  subject.  The  vendors  of  the  foregoing  three  samples 
of  wine  are  to  be  cautioned  in  respect  of  the  sale  of  such. 
The  total  samples  of  these  wines  taken  numbered  seven — 
i.e.,  two  of  orange  wine,  two  of  raisin  wine,  and  three  of 
ginger  wine — so  that  the  percentage  of  adulteration  is  high. 

British.  Optical  Association. 
In  consequence  of  the  number  of  candidates  entering  for 
the  forthcoming  examinations  of  the  British  Optical  Asso- 
ciation in  London  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  aid  an 
extra  day.  The  theoretical  portions  of  the  examination 
will  be  held  on  June  10,  and  the  practical  portions  of  the 
sight-testing,  lenses,  frames,  and  viva  voce  examination 
will  be  held  on  June  11  and  12  at  the  Polytechnic,  Regent 
Street,  W.  The  dates  of  the  examinations  in  Glasgow  have 
been  altered  to  June  25  and  25.

Mr.  Kirkby  is  already  F.C.S.  and 
F.L.S.,  as  well  as  Ph.C,  and  was  at  one  time  lecturer 
on  pharmacognosy  in  the  University.  He  was  associated 
with  the  late  Professor  D.  J.  Leech  in  the  revision  of  the 
present  1898  B.P.,  and  in  the  production  of  the  Indian 
and  Colonial  Addendum,  when  he  acted  as  referee  to  the 
Committee  on  the  subject  of  pharmacognosy,  and  his  ser- 
vices are  acknowledged  in  the  preface  to  that  work. 

Mr.  Boot  to  Establish  Almshouses. 
Mr.  Jesse  Boot  has  decided  to  build  and  furnish  a  block 
of  almshouses  at  Wilford,  near  Nottingham,  for  veterans 
of  the  Crimea  and  Indian  Mutiny  campaigns,  at  a  cost  of 
between  4,000/.  and  5,000/.  There  will  be  eleven  tene- 
ments, which  are  to  have  a  frontal  design  of  a  quaint  Eliza- 
bethan character.  As  the  veterans  die,  the  apartments 
which  become  vacant  will  be  set  apart  for  the  use  of  old 
and  retired  servants  of  the  Boots'  companies.    It  is  stated 


that  Mr.  Boot  has  given  11,000/.  to  philanthropic  objects 
in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks.

Eventually  a  resolu- 
tion in  rather  strong  terms  was  adopted  regarding  the  delay. 
The  trouble  appears  to  be  about  the  delivery  of  the  medicines 
from  the  railway  station  to  a  dispensary. 

Poisoning  Mystery. 

Margaret  Cleary,  who  is  charged  with  having  poisoned  her 
husband,  was  committed  to  the  Assizes  at  the  Claremorris 
Sessions  on  May  29.  (See  C.  &  D.,  May  2,  p.  659.)  Mr.  R.  J. 
Moss,  Dublin,  gave  evidence  as  to  the  result  of  his  analysis 
of  the  internal  organs.  Traces  of  phosphorous  acid  were 
found,  but  no  free  phosphorus,  arsenic,  or  metallic  poisons. 
The  doctor  who  attended  the  deceased  man  said  death  was 
due  to  phosphorus  poisoning. 

Petroleum  Storage. 
The  Under  Secretary  for  Ireland,  in  a  letter  to  the  Dublin 
Corporation,  intimates  that  the  Lord  Lieutenant  has  dis- 
missed an  appeal  brought  by  Messrs.  Hugh  Moore  &  Alex- 
anders, Ltd.,  from  the  decision  of  the  Corporation  refusing 
to  grant  the  firm  a  licence  to  store  petroleum  in  their  pre- 
mises on  the  East  Read,  Dublin.  (See  C.  &  D.,  April  4, 
p.  508.) 

Working  for  Nothing. 

Sir  Charles  Cameron,  City  Chemist,  Dublin,  has  repre- 
sented to  the  Guardians  of  the  North  City  Union  that  for 
many  years  past  he  has  analysed  gratuitously  drugs  and 
other  articles  sent  to  him  by  the  Guardians,  and  this  he 
had  always  done  willingly.  Some  years  ago  the  Local 
Covernment  Board  gave  him  251.  a  year  for  acting  as  drug- 
exanuner,  but  as  the  analytical  work,  apart  from  drug- 
testing,  has  increased— the  number  of  samples  examined 
being  over  1,600  in  one  year— he  thinks  he  should  be  allowed 
some  moderate  remuneration.

Judgment  was  given  on  Friday,  May  29,  in  the  Court 
of  Session  action  brought  by  Mr.  Robert  Lindsay,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Peebles,  who  asked  declarator  that  he  was 
entitled  to  discharge  the  duties  of  treasurer  and  ehamber- 
iain  of  the  burgh  of  Peebles,  a  salaried  office  to  which  he 
was  originally  appointed  on  December  13,  1880 ;  and  from 
which  he  was  dismissed  when  the  office  was  amalgamated 
with  others.  The  defence  was  that  the  pursuer  had  been 
lawfully  dismissed,  and  this  view  the  Court  upheld.

Cutting  Pharmacy  is,  of  course,  as  conspicuous  in 
Toulouse,  "the  capital  of  the  South,"  as  in  all  large 
centres.  During  a  visit  I  made  there  recently  I  noticed 
one  pharmajy,  at  the  corner  of  the  rue  Matabiau,  placards 
price-list  posters  all  over  the  town.  This  is  a  somewhat 
unusuil  thing  in  France,  though  probably  the  stamp-tax 
levied  on  posters  does  far  more  to  check  the  practice  than 
any  high  code  of  pharmaceutical  ethics.  The  poster  offers, 
inter  alia,  cod-liver  oil  and  quinine-wine  at  If.  50c.  per  litre, 
boric  acid  at  80c.  per  kilo,  and  sulphate  of  soda  at  20c. 
Only  three  proprietaries  are  given — Pink  Pills  at  2f.  40c, 
Tisane  de  Shakers  at  3f.  20c,  and  Pepto-Fer  Jaillet  at 
3f.  5c 

New  Books. — M.  Astruc,  Assistant  Professor  at  the 
Montpellier  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy,  has  published  a 
volume  on  "  Pharmaceutical  Processes,"  for  the  use  of 
pharmacists  and  pharmaceutical  students,  which  "de- 
serves to  be"  (says  Professor  Jadin  in  a  preface)  "the 
constant  companion  of  the  apprentice,  while  the  pharmacist 
may  read  it  with  advantage." — M.  Jean  Ambrosini  has 
written  an  interesting  biography  of  Toussaint  Le  Canu,  a 
pharmacist  who  lived  through  the  stormy  days  of  the 
Revolution,  and  whose  son  was  Professor  at  the  Paris 
Superior  School  of  Pharmacy.  Reproductions  of  several 
curious  documents  referring  to  pharmacy  during  the 
revolutionary  epoch  add  to  the  interest  of  the  work. — 
Dr.  Dorveaiix,  the  librarian  of  the  Paris  Superior  School 
of  Pharmacy,  has  compiled  a  Dictionary  of  the  Inscrip- 
tions on  Ancient  Pharmacy  Pots,  preceded  by  a  short 
notice  on  ancient  pharmaceutical  earthenware,  and  enriched 
by  a  number  of  illustrations  ;  this  little  volume  of  ninety- 
one  pages  is  both  novel  and  suggestive  to  all  interested  in 
the  subject. — M.  Etienne  Michelon,  pharmacist  of  the 
Gatien  Asylum,  near  Tours,  has  compiled  a  pharmaeo- 
technical  and  pharmacological  history  of  mercury  from 
500  B.C.  to  1850,  in  which  the  antiquity  of  certain  current 
mercurial  preparations  is  also  dealt  with. — Foureroy's 
"Chemical  Philosophy"  has  been  reprinted  and  reissued 
by  M.  Michalon.  a  publisher  in  the  rue  Monsieur  le 
Prince,  Paris. — M.  Georges  Lesage,  pharmacist  at 
Argenc'es,  has  published  his  "Historical  and  Biographical 
Researches  on  Pharmacy  in  the  Calvados."  The  fact  that 
this  Norman  department  was  the  birthplace  of  Vauquelin, 
Rouelle,  Boullay.  and  Thierry  indicates  that  the  publica- 
tion is  of  norj  than  local  interest. 


PARTS  SOCIETY  OF  PHARMACY. 

The  report  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Society  during-  1907  by 
M.  Bougault,  annual  secretary,  states  that  the  Society  main- 
tains its  ancient  traditions  and  reputation  for  steady  useful 
work.  The  salient  feature  in  the  past  year's  proceedings  is 
the  ever-increasing  importance  of  the  chemical  element. 
Pharmacy  was  the  cradle,  and  its  still  the  nursery  of  chemists. 
The  mere  names  of  those  who  have  died  during  1907— Berthe- 
lot  and  Moissan— sufficiently  prove  the  assertion.  The  Society 
has  also  to  deplore  the  loss  of  Assistant  Professor  Chastaing 
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and  two  corresponding  members,  Professors  Schlagdenhauffen 
and  Causse.  The  only  new  recruit,  Dr.  H.  Martin,  is  a  dis- 
tinguished and  popular  Parisian  pharmacist. 

To  summarise  the  scientific  work,  M.  Bourquelot  has  con- 
tinued his  researches  of  the  glucosides,  and  M.M.  Bourdier 
and  Herissey  have  followed  in  his  footsteps ;  important  pro- 
gress has  thus  been  made  in  our  chemical  knowledge  of  the 
hydrocyanic  group  of  glucosides,  so  interesting  to  pharmacists. 
In  the  same  laboratory  various  experiments  have  been  made, 
in  which  hydrating  and  oxidising  ferments  occupy  the  leading 
position.  M.  Leger  has  completed  the  chemical  study  of  his 
recent  discovery,  hordenine,  and  has  proved  that  the  sub- 
stances known  as  "  ugandaloine,"  "  capaloin,"  "  jafaloin," 
etc.,  are  identical  with  barbaloin.  M.  Moureu,  aided  by  M. 
Valeur,  has  continued  the  study  of  sparteine,  and  M.  Cousin 
has  hydrated  cephaline  and  examined  the  bodies  thus  pro- 
duced. M.  Patein,  now  an  authority  on  pathological  liquids, 
has  proved  that  serum  globulin  is  a  special  compound  of  blood 
serum,  is  neither  a  casein  nor  a  nucleoproteid,  and  is  entirely 
different  from  fibrin-globulin.  M.  Fourneau  has  rectified  the 
formula  for  the  composition  of  atoxyl. 

Turning  to  analysis,  M.M.  Moureu  and  A.  Gautier  have 
chemically  examined  and  defined  the  artesian  water  of  Ostend 
Park  ;  and  the  former  also  read  several  papers  on  the  pre- 
sence of  the  rarer  gases  in  mineral  springs.  M.  Francois  has 
separated  ammonia  from  the  simplest  amines  (methylamine, 
etc.).  M.M.  Brcteau  and  Leroux  have  devised  an  apparatus 
for  the  more  speedy  estimation  of  carbon  and  hydrogen  in 
organic  bodies,  even  of  the  least  combustible  in  their  char- 
acter without  the  sacrifice  of  accuracy,  and  M.  Bougault  has 
indicated  a  method  of  estimating  arrlienal  and  atoxyl. 

The  papers  on  pharmacy,  if  less  numerous,  were  very  in- 
teresting. M.  Goris  contributed  the  results  of  his  experiments 
on  the  preservation  of  kola  nuts;  M.  Barille  explained  a 
method  of  filling  hypodermic  ampoules;  M.  Thibault  pointed 
out  how  poppy  petals  are  adulterated  by  the  addition  of 
foreign  matter,  and  a  long  discussion  took  place  on  the 
mercurial  ointment  formula. 

Among  the  contributions  treating  of  more  general  subjects, 
M.  Grimbert's  notes  on  the  consumption  of  medicaments  in 
the  Parisian  hospitals  may  be  cited  as  of  special  interest. 

Reference  is  also  made  in  the  report  to  donations  to  the 
library  and  to  the  members  of  the  Society  who  have  received 
recognition  during  the  year.

Cape  Colony 

More  Taxes. — There  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  the 
new  Customs  tariff  will  shown  an  increase  in  duties  all 
round. 

Messrs.  Lennox,  Ltd.,  have  been  appointed  sole  dis- 
tributing agents  of  the  Foster  McClellan  Co.,  proprietors 
of  Doan's  proprietary  lines. 

Mr.  M.  D.  Mitchell,  of  Jagersfontein.  O.R.C,  was  in 
the  Cape  Peninsula  when  the  mail  left  (May  13)  and  was 
spending  his  vacation  on  the  shores  of  False  Bay. 

Scarlet  Fever  continues  to  make  its  presence  felt  in 
South  Africa.  Very  little  is  heard  of  the  plague  these  days, 
but  the  Cape  Government  has  not  relaxed  its  efforts  and 
supervision,  though  a  clean  bill  of  health  is  recorded. 

Home  ox  Holiday.— Mr.  Geo.  R.  Thwaites,  of  Beaufort 
West,  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Neecham,  of  Bulawayo  (both  with 
Lennon,  Ltd.).  are  coming  to  England  on  holiday  and  may 
be  addressed  c/o  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  42  Cannon 
Street,  London,  E.C. 
<(  Foreign  Medical  Practitioners. — An  editorial  in  the 
''South  African  News  "  calls  attention  to  the  illegality  of  the 
Cape  Medical  Council  in  restricting  to  men  with  qualifica 
tions  recognised  in  the  United  Kingdom  the  right  to  practise 
in  Cape  Colony.  In  May  1907  the  Medical  Council  adopted 
a  regulation  releasing  South  Africans  from  the  disability  of 
holding  British  diplomas;  this  was  ruled  ultra  vires  bv'th 


Government  Law  Adviser,  no  doubt  because  the  original 
regulation  was  ultra  vires.  The  Council  have  now  sent  a 
resolution  to  the  Government  asking  for  an  extension  of  its 
powers  to  sanction  diplomas  from  sources  other  than  British 
in  the  case  of  South  Africans  or  the  children  of  British 
parents  if  domiciled  there.  The  article  goes  on  to  say  that 
the  Medical  Council  has  power  to  exclude  men  not  properly 
qualified,  and  no  one  wishes  it  to  relax  its  vigilance  even 
for  South  Africans ;  but  apparently  what  it  does  wish  is  to 
exclude  the  foreigner,  however  well  qualified,  and  this  is 
illegal. 

Future  of  Cape  Town. — From  a  trading  point  of  view 
Cape  Town  is  geographically  out  of  it.  At  inland  centres 
nearly  everybody  says  so,  but  naturally  Cape  Town  will 
not  admit  it,  though  Customs  returns  seem  to  indicate  that 
there  is  a  lot  in  what  the  up-country  man  thinks  about  it 
all.  During  the  past  few  days  a  ray  of  light  has  appeared 
on  the  horizon.  When  South  Africa  is  federated  or  united, 
the  mother  city  of  South  Africa,  Kaapstad,  to  give  it  its 
Cape-Dutch  name,  stands  a  good  chance  of  becoming  the 
federal  capital.  Rhodes  left  his  beautiful  estates  on  the 
slopes  of  Devil's  Peak  and  Table  Mountain,  together  with 
a  house  that  is  said  to  be  the  finest  specimen  of  old  Dutch 
architecture  in  South  Africa,  to  be  used  by  the  first  Premier 
of  Federated  South  Africa.  Can  the  first  Premier  resist 
this  apart  from  other  claims  set  forth  by  Cape  Town  ?  That 
the  making  of  Cap©  Town  the  federal  capital  would  have 
a  good  effect  on  trade  goes  without  saying,  and  many 
chemists  who  own  property  that  has  shrunk  to  half  its 
value  during  the  past  few  years,  and  many  that  own  nothing 
but  a  business,  look  hopefully  towards  any  suggested  de- 
parture that  will  put  trade  and  property  up  to  a  point  near 
what  it  was.  Just  now  business  generally  is  in  a  bad  way 
in  the  Cape  peninsula.  The  chemist  feels  the  slump 
keenly,  since  the  people  have  no  money  except  for  bare 
necessities,  which  means  that  holiday  goods  and  toilet  re- 
quisites remain  on  the  shelves.  And  so  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope  hopes — again  hopes  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant 
when  proclamations  will  be  signed  :  "  Op  last  van  Zijne 
Excellence  den  Gouverneur-General  in  Rade,"  or  in  English, 
"By  Command  of  his  Excellency  the  Governor-General  in 
Council." 

Orange  River  Cole  ny. 

O.R.C.  Trade. — The  imports  for  March  amounted  to 
305.690/.,  as  compared  with  254,874/.  in  March  1907,  and 
exports  283,235/.,  as  against  319,770/.,  the  drop  being 
accounted  for  by  95.000/.  less  in  diamonds,  so  that,  on  the 
whole,  there  is  a  decided  increase  in  general  trade. 

A  New  Form  of  Commercial  Piracy  was  seen  in  Bloem- 
fontein  last  month;  a  firm  of  chemists  issued  a  striking 
advertisement  in  the  local  press  which  a  competing  house 
cut  out  of  the  paper  and  pasted  on  their  own  window  with 
the  advertisers'  name  cut  off.  For  the  credit  of  the  pro- 
prietor of  the  business  it  may  be  said  that  it  was  soon 
removed. 

Medicine  axd  Pharmacy. — The  monthly  meeting  of  the 
O.R.C.  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council  was  held  on  May  8, 
when  the  Botany  Syllabus  as  originally  recommended  by  the 
Board  of  Examiners  was  unanimously  adopted,  Dr.  Daniels 
withdrawing  his  objection  to  the  inclusion  of  the  N.O. 
Graminece.  Dr.  Swift  applied  for  leave  of  absence  for  six 
months,  which  was  granted,  and  Dr.  Targett-Adams, 
Government  analyst,  was  appointed  as  his  locum  tenens  on 
the  Council.  An  application  was  considered  from  a  candi- 
date for  examination  who  wished  to  be  exempted  from  the 
Preliminary  examination,  but  he  could  not  be  as  he  was  not 
in  the  O.R.C.  when  the  Ordinance  came  into  force  on  July  1, 
1904. 

Mr.  Francis  Carter  has  been  appointed  by  his  Excel- 
lency the  Governor  as  a.  member  of  the  Medical  and  Phar- 
macy Council  during  the  absence  on  leave  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Dm- 
woodie.  Mr.  Carter  is  well  known,  especially  among  the 
retailers,  as  holding  strong  independent  opinions  on  phar- 
maceutical politics,  and  his  inclusion  in  the  Council  should 
strengthen  the  chemists'  representation  considerably.  Be 
has  been  for  many  years  in  business  on  his  own  account 
in  England  and  South  Africa,  and  only  recently  took  up  tne 
management  of  Messrs.  Heyries,  Mathew  &  Co.'s  West-end 
pharmacy  in  Bloemfontein.  He  is  one  of  the  founders  ana 
the  President  of  the  O.R.C.  Pharmaceutical  Society.

Commonwealth. 

The  Tariff. — The  Commonwealth  Senate  finally  passed 
the  tariff  without  any  substantial  alteration  on  May  29. 

Customs  Analyst. — The  Public  Service  Commissioner 
has  been  receiving  applications  for  the  position  of  Customs 
analyst  to  the  Commonwealth  Government.  The  post  is 
worth  7001.  a  year,  and  applicants  were  required  to  possess  : 
(1)  A  general  knowledge  of  organic  and  inorganic  chemistry, 
theoretical  and  practical,  and  of  industrial  and  technical 
chemistry;  and  (2)  practical  experience  in  qualitative  and 
quantitative  analysis  of  metals,  agricultural  and  animal 
products,  foods,  infants'  and  invalids'  foods,  oils,  raw  pro- 
ducts used  in  technical  manufactures,  manufactured  goods, 
spirits,  textiles,  perfumery,  artificial  manures,  and  identifi- 
cation and  analysis  of  chemicals  and  drugs.  Mr.  W.  P. 
Wilkinson,  who  has  been  acting  analyst  for  some  time,  is 
considered  to  be  well  in  the  running  for  the  new  position. 
New  South  Wales. 

Discouraging  Progress. — At  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
New  South  Wales  branch  of  the  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion, the  retiring  President  (Mr.  B.  J.  Newmarch, 
M.R.C.S.),  in  his  address,  devoted  some  time  to  consider- 
ing the  factors  that  have  contributed  to  making  the  medical 
profession  less  prosperous.  The  "  advertising  of  drugs  and 
the  education  of  the  public  in  their  common  uses  "  has  been 
the  most  potent  evil;  but,  Mr.  Newmarch  added,  "  not  so 
much  for  the  profession  as  tor  the  public."  Medical  men, 
iie  said,  should  use  every  endeavour  to  prevent  the  "  evil." 

New  Zealand. 

New  Zealand  Drug  Co. — The  twenty-ninth  annual  meet- 
ing of  this  company  was  held  on  March  20.  The  report  and 
balance-sheet  show  that  the  net  profit  during  1907-8  was 
17,473?.,  against  17,295/.  in  the  previous  year.  It  was 
resolved  to  pay  a  dividend  of  7  per  cent.,  to  write  off  1,600/. 
from  buildings  account,  to  add  3,000/.  to  general  reserve, 
and  to  carry  forward  8,132/.  The  retiring  directors  and 
auditors  were  re-elected. 

Victoria. 

Vinegar-standards. — The  regulation  of  October  1906, 
made  under  the  Pure  Food  Act,  regarding  vinegar,  has  been 
repealed  and  the  following  substituted  : 

Definitions:  Fruit  vinegar,  wine  vinegar,  and  malt 
vinegar  are  vinegars  made  by  the  process  of  acetous  fer- 
mentation from  any  wholesome  fruit  juice  or  wine  or  beer 
or  porter,  or  from  an  infusion  of  malted  grains  and  sugar. 
Distilled  vinegar  is  vinegar  made  by  the  distillation  of  fruit 
vinegar,  wine  vinegar,  or  malt  vinegar.  Acetic  acid  vinegar 
as  vinegar  prepared  by  the  admixture  of  .water  and  acetic 
acid.  Standard :  Fruit  vinegar,  wine  vinegar,  malt 
vinegar,  distilled  vinegar,  and  acetic  acid  vinegar  shall 
contain  not  less  than  4  per  cent,  by  weight  of  absolute  acetic 
acid,  and  shall  not  contain  arsenic  or  lead  or  zinc  or  copper 
or  any  added. sulphuric  acid  or  other  mineral  acid.  Fruit 
vinegar  or  wine  vinegar  or  malt  vinegar  or  distilled  vinegar 
may  contain  not  more  than  2  grains  per  gal.  of  sulphurous 
acid  calculated  as  sul-phide  dioxide  (S02).  Acetic  acid 
vinegar  shall  not  contain  caramel  or  burnt  sugar  or  other 
foreign  colouring  substance. 
The  regulation  has  first  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Health,  and  will  then  come  into  force  on  a  date  to  be  fixed. 

The  Exports  of  chemicals  from  the  United  Kingdom  to 
?^la  d"rlng  1907  amounted  to  485  tons,  against  647  tons  in 
1906  and  762  tons  in  1905.

a  SUYKiv-wcoomo  Celebration. 

ON  the  occasion  of  the  silver  wedding  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
William  Paterson  Evans  the  staff  of  Messrs.  Evans 
Sons  Lescher  &  Webb.  Ltd.,  at  Liverpool,  presented  them 
with  a  portrait  of  their  daughter,  Muriel,  painted  by  Mrs.

T\  ESPITE  the  heat,  and  the  fact  that  it  was  Derby 
^  Day,  all  the  councillors  except  Mr.  Storrar  were 
piesent  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  new  Council.  Mr.  Cuff, 
the  new  councillor,  was  formally  welcomed.  The  Presi- 
dent, Vice-President,  and  Treasurer  were  re-elected  for 
another  year,  and  in  re-appointing  the  paid  officials  the 
President  made  a  special  acknowledgment  of  the  services 
of  Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill,  the  assistant  secretary  in  Scot- 
land. The  sum  of  64t.  was  voted  from  the  Benevolent 
Fund.  The  prize  awards  of  the  minor  course  in  the  School 
of  Pharmacy  were  announced,  the  Martindale  silver  medal 
falling  to  Mr.  Sydney  Smith.  The  various  committees 
were  reconstituted,  some  alteration  being  made  in  the  time 
of  fcfee  meetings.  The  President  brought  forward  a  motion 
tegarding  the  appointment  of  a  paid  Parliamentary  agent, 
which  the  Parliamentary  and  General  Purposes  Committee 
are  to  report  on  to  the  next  meeting.

Mr.  Yocjnc  took  the  chair,  and  mentioned  that  the 
Registrar  was  away  owing  to  an  attack  of  sciatica.  Mr. 
A.  J.  Chater,  assisted  by  Mr.  Frew,  performed  the  duties 
ot  Secretary. 

Welcoming  Mr.  Cuff. 
The  minutes  of  the  May  Council  and  special  meetings 
having  been  read,  the  Chairman  formally  welcomed  Mr. 
J.  H.  Cuff,  remarking  that  from  what  lie  had  already  seen 
and  knew,  Mr.  Cuff  would  be  a  useful  member  of  the 
Council. 

Mr.  Cuff,  in  replying,  said  he  would  try  to  do  his  best 
for  the  craft. 

Election  of  President. 

The  Chairman  announced  that  the  next  business  was  to 
elect  a  President.  Voting  papers  were  taken  round  by 
Mr.  Frew,  and  then  Mr.  Chater  followed  with  the  historic 
ballot-box,  into  the  narrow  slit  of  which  the  councillors 
squeezed  their  papers.  The  box  was  then  opened  and  the 
names  called  out.  There  were  two  blank  papers,  the  other 
votes  being  for  Mr.  Young,  who  accordingly  declared  him- 
Belf  President. 

The  President  then  explained  that,  although  he  had 
accepted  office  last  year  on  the  understanding  that  it  was 
only  for  a  year,  it  had  been  represented  to  him  that  any 
change  in  the  officers  would  at  the  present  time  be  in- 
opportune, if  not  disastrous.

Parliamentary  Agent. 
The  President  said  the  conviction  had  been  forced  on 
liim  within  the  last  few  weeks  that  the  time  has  arrived 
to  appoint  a  paid  Parliamentary  agent  to  carry  out  the 
wishes  of  the  Council.

That  the  Parliamentary  and  General  Purposes  Com- 
mittee take  into  consideration  the  advisability  of  imme- 
diately appointing  a  paid  Parliamentary  agent  to  take 
charge  of  the  Parliamentary  work  of  the  Society  in  con- 
junction with  the  President  and  the  permanent  officers  of 
the  Council. 

Mr.  Wootton  asked  if  this  was  to  be  a  permanent  appoint- 
ment. 

The  President  replied  that  that  would  be  for  the  Com- 
mittee to  consider. 

The  resolution  was  carried  unanimously. 

The  remit  from  the  annual  general  meeting  regarding 
the  establishment  of  a  Parliamentary  Fund  was  considered 
in  committee. 

Letters. 

Mr.  Chater  reported  that  resolutions  approving  of  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  had  been  received  from  the  Bradford 
Chemists'  Association  and  the  Lincoln  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion. 

The  Under-Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  sent  a 
copy  of  the  Deleterious  Drug  Ord  inance,  which  has  become 
law  in  Pahang. 

Mr.  Bernard  Coventry  wrote  from  an  Agricultural  Col- 
lege in  India  that  it  had  been  decided  to  investigate  the 
alkaloids  of  opium,  and  asked  the  Council  to  indicate 
the  lines  upon  which  the  researches  should  be  carried  out. 

Dr.  Ma^Alister,  President  of  the  General  Medical 
Council,  thanked  the  Council  for  nominating  Messrs.  Lunan 
■■du  A'  Hil1  as  mernbers  of  the  Committee  of  Reference 
in  Pharmacy  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 

Six  cases  were  considered  in  which  applicants  for  registra- 
tion as  apprentices  or  students  submitted  certificates  not 
on  the  Registrar's  list.  Five  of  the  cases  were  from  Scot- 
land, in  which  the  subjects  had  been  passed  in  more  than 


two  examinations.  These  were  accepted  by  the  Council. 
The  other  applicant  sent  a  certificate  from  the  Central 
Welsh  Board,  but  the  ground  covered  by  the  examination 
was  held  to  be  insufficient. 

Conference  Delegates. 

The  President,  Vice-President,  and  Messrs.  Cross, 
Currie,  Gifford,  Harrison,  Hobbs,  Rowsell,  and  Symes 
were  appointed  delegates  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  at  Aberdeen  in  September.  The  Secretary  was 
also  authorised  to  go  to  the  meeting. 

It  was  left  to  the  President  to  select  a  person  to  deliver 
the  inaugural  sessional  address. 

Mr.  John  Brown  was  appointed  Divisional  Secretary  for 
the  Berwick-on-Tweed  division  of  Northumberland,  Mr. 
Chater  adding  that  this  was  a  direct  result  of  the  Sunder- 
land organisation  meeting. 

Shop  Hours. 

Dr.  Symes  called  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  two 
Bills  dealing  with  shop  hours  now  before  Parliament.  He 
suggested  that  the  Parliamentary  and  General  Purposes 
Committee  should  consider  the  effect  on  chemists  of  the 
proposals  in  these  Bills. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Committee.

surgical  instrument  department,  who  organised  the  picnic. 
Each  one  of  the  happy  party  found  a  copy  of  this  in  the 
allocated  seat  of  the  saloon,  and  on  opening  it  this  speaking 
likeness  of  Mr.  Woolley  appeared  as  a  frontispiece,  then 
iollowed  a  short  description  of  the  scenery  and  the  places 
to  be  visited  en  route,  with  maps  and  repertoire  of  the 
music  supplied  by  Mr.  Bateson's  orchestra  (specially  en- 
gaged for  the  day)  and  the  "  Boval"  Glee  Singers  (the 
latter  being  members  of  the  staff).

E.  J.  Woolley  with  the  vote.  Mr.  Wm.  Lane  briefly 
seconded,  and  the  musical  honours  and  enthusiastic  cheers 
showed  Mr.  Woolley,  if  demonstration  had  been  needed, 
how  successful  the  day  had  been.  He,  in  replying,  and  in 
recalling  the  presentation  of  his  portrait,  said  it  was  worth 
while  working  fifty  years  to  receive  such  a  manifestation  of 
good  will  on  the  part  of  all  the  employes,  and  he  hoped  that 
the  present  good  feeling  would  long  continue.  He  attributed 
the  success  of  the  picnic  largely  to  Mr.  W.  H.  Howard, 
and  in  concluding  said  as  long  as  he  lived  he  would  cherish 
the  memory  of  that  day's  proceedings.

Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

Recovering  Penalties. 
At  the  Clerkenwell  County  Court,  on  June  2,  Byron  Beck, 
of  Alexander  Pavement,  Middle  Lane,  Hornsey,  appeared 
on  a  judgment  summons  issued  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society. 

Plaintiff's  solicitor  said  the  judgment  summons  arose 
out  of  proceedings  brought  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
against  defendant  in  January,  when  the  Judge  imposed  a 
penalty  of  5^.  and  costs  upon  defendant  for  selling  poisons, 
he  not  being  a  properly  qualified  chemist.  Defendant  was 
connected  with  the  Meurosal  Co.,  Ltd.,  registered  in  1907. 

Defendant  said  he  was  a  chemist's  assistant.  He  was 
not  in  the  employ  of  the  Meurosal  Co.  There  were  two 
shops. 

The  Deputy  Judge  :  With  regard  to  the  shop  in  respect 
of  which  this  penalty  arose,  were  you  or  are  you  interested 
in  the  business  ? — I  was  asked  to  become  a  shareholder 
for  11. 

Did  you  pay  the  11.  ? — I  did  not. 

What  were  your  duties  ? — I  was  a  chemist's  assistant. 

Plaintiff's  solicitor  :  These  small  companies  are  regis- 
tered expressly  for  the  evasion  of  the  Pharmacy  Act.  They 
are  not  qualified  by  law  to  sell  poisons. 

The  solicitor  added  that  one  of  the  difficulties  of  the 
case  is  that  an  assistant  selling  at  one  shop  is  found  at 
another  shop  of  the  company  the  next  week. 

Defendant  said  his  salary  was  10s.  per  week,  and  his 
employer  was  Mr.  S.  Johnson,  who  carries  on  business 
at  4  Alexander  Pavement,  Middle  Lane.  He  said  he  was 
willing  to  give  an  undertaking  not  to  sell  poisons. 

His  Honour  said  he  should  make  an  order  for  payment 
of  6s.  per  month,  or  in  default  twenty-eight  days'. 


Medicine-stamp  Acts. 

"  Williams's  Golden  Marvel." 
At  the  Pontypool  Police  Court  on  May  30,  Robert  Williams, 
herbalist,  was  summoned  for  exposing  for  sale  a  medicine 
known  as  "  Williams's  Golden  Marvel,"  which  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Inland  Revenue  said  was  liable  to  stamp-duty, 
without  having  a  licence,  also  for  selling  the  medicine  un- 
stamped. Defendant  had  sold  a  dozen  bottles  of  the  medi- 
cine, which  is  an  oil,  to  a  shopkeeper  at  Garndiffaith,  from 
whom  an  Inland  Revenue  officer  made  a  purchase.  The 
bottle  was  wrapped  up  in  a  circular  issued  by  the  defendant. 
Defendant  considered  he  was  not  liable  because  there  was 
no  advertisement  on  the  bottles  ;  but  the  Bench  thought^he 
was,  and  imposed  a  fine  of  20s.,  and  costs.  Defendant 
declared,  amid  laughter,  that  he  would  pay  the  money  as 
soon  as  apples  grew  on  a  white  poplar  tree. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Camphorated  Oil. 
At  Pontypool  on  May  30,  Caroline  Cleaves,  grocer, 
Abersychan,  was  fined  17.  for  selling  camphorated  oil  de- 
ficient in  camphor  to  the  extent  of  11.2  per  cent.  Mr. 
T.  P.  H.  Watkins.  solicitor,  watched  the  proceedings  on 
;hehalf  of  Messrs.  Nation  &  Co.,  the  makers  of  the  oil. 
[Mr.  Bythway,  who  defended,  said  that  defendant  had 
received  a  warranty  from  the  manufacturers  that  the  oil 
[was  of  proper  quality,  and  it  was  sold  in  the  same  condi- 
tion as  purchased.  Mr.  Watkins  said  possibly  the  deficiency 
was  caused  by  evaporation. 

Boric  Acid  in  Cream. 
The  case  of  Cullin  v.  McWaid  {C.  &  D.  1907,  II.  783) 
came  before  the  Lord  Chief  Just  ice,  Mr.  Justice  Darling, 
"id  Mr.  Justice  Sutton  sitting  in  the  King's  Bench  Division 
p  the  High  Court  on  June  1.  This  was  a  case  in  which 
'ream  containing  22  grams  of  boric  acid  per  lb.  was  sold, 
md  the  seller  was  convicted  under  Section  3  of  the  1875 
«t,  on  the  ground  that  the  cream,  though  harmless  to 
lealthy  adults,  is  injurious  to  the  health  of  infants  and 
nvalids.  The  conviction  was  sustained  by  the  County  of 
jondon  Sessions,  and  the  present  was  an  appeal  from  the 
'essions'  decision.    The  Court  dismissed  the  appeal,  hold- 


ing that  the  article  was  sold  as  cream,  and  not  as  preserved 
cream,  the  small  label  on  the  jar  intimating  that  it  con- 
tained boracic  acid  not  sufficing  to  counteract  the  fact  that 
the  article  was  sold  as  "  rich  cream."  Mr.  Justice  Darling 
indicated  that  there  is  no  reason  why  such  a  mixture  should 
not  be  sold  as  "  preserved  cream." 

Demerara  Sugar. 
At  the  Brentford  Petty  Sessions  on  May  28,  Mrs.  Alice 
Baker,  grocer,  Brentford,  was  summoned  for  selling  as 
"Demerara  sugar"  white  sugar-crystals  coloured  with  a 
yellow  dye.  Inspector  Tyler  prosecuted  for  the  Middlesex 
County  Council  and  proved  the  purchase  of  ^  lb.  of 
"Demerara  sugar."  A  previous  sample  had  been  pur- 
chased from  the  defendant.  When  told  that  the  sugar 
would  be  analysed  the  defendant  said,  "I  don't  suppose  it 
is  Demerara  sugar;  I  bought  it  as  yellow  crystals." — Mr. 
F.  I.  Scard,  F.I.C.,  who  gave  evidence  for  the  prosecution, 
stated  that  he  has  had  twenty-five  years'  experience  in  the 
West  Indies  and  elsewhere  in  the  manufacture  and  analysis 
of  sugar.  The  Demerara  process  of  manufacture  is,  he 
said,  distinct  from  the  process  of  making  "yellow  crystals," 
which  are  generally  coloured  with  an  aniline  dye.  Mer- 
chants and  brokers  never  sell  dyed  crystals  as  "  Demerara." 
In  Demerara  sugar  the  yellow  colour  is  retained  to  suit 
the  public  taste,  and  the  sugar  also  has  a  distinct  flavour 
and  aroma. — After  Mr.  Scard  had  left  the  court,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Bench  asked  what  is  the  saccharine 
strength  of  the  two  kinds  of  sugar,  and  Mr.  R.  A.  Robin- 
son, jun.,  Ph.C,  chief  of  the  weights  and  measures  staff 
of  the  county  of  Middlesex,  stated  that  it  was  not  alleged 
that  there  is  any  difference  in  the  saccharine  strength  of 
the  two  articles.  The  question  was  one  affecting  the 
pockets  of  the  consumers  rather  than  a  matter  of  public 
health.  The  retail  price  of  Demerara  sugar  is  usually  %d. 
a  pound  more  than  that  of  dyed  crystals. — The  defendant 
stated  that  she  did  not  understand  the  purchaser  to  ask 
for  Demerara  sugar,  and  the  Justices  imposed  a  nominal 
fine  of  Is.,  and  20-s.  costs. 

Paregoric  Substitute. 
At  the  Smethwick  County  Borough  Police  Court  on 
May  28,  Jane  Charlotte  Palethorpe,  carrying  on  business  as 
a  druggist  at  Soho  Street,  Smethwick,  was  summoned 
under  Section  6  of  the  1875  Act  for  selling  paregoric  which 
was  free  from  tincture  of  opium  and  not  in  accordance 
with  the  standard  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  Mr.  J.  S. 
Sharpe  prosecuted  on  behalf  of  the  Smethwick  Corpora- 
tion, ind  Mr.  Frank  Chapman  defended.  Mr.  Sharpe  ex- 
plained that  the  defendant  was  not  a  qualified  chemist,  but 
kept  a  drug-store  in  a  working-class  neighbourhood.  She 
could  not  sell  poisons,  and  this  was  a  very  important  feature 
in  the  case,  paref^ric  containing  opium  being  a  poisonous 
drug  which  can  only  be  sold  by  a  chemist.  It  appeared 
that  the  defendant  knew  the  position  of  affairs,  and  she 
sold  to  a  woman  who  asked  for  3d.  worth  of  paregoric  what 
was  known  as  "paregoric  substitute,"  which  contained  no 
tincture  of  opium,  which  was  the  main  ingredient  of  pare- 
goric. When  told  that  the  stuff  had  been  sold  for  the  pur- 
pose of  analysis.  Mrs.  Cabbam,  who  was  serving  in  the 
shop,  said  that  a  mistake  had  been  made.  Mr.  Sharpe  added 
that  paregoric  is  a  well-known  specific  for  certain  com- 
plaints, and  among  the  working  classes  is  largely  used  for 
children's  ailments,  and  if  people  bought  this  substitute 
and  found  that  it  was  not  efficacious  they  often  doubled  the 
dose ;  then  when  they  came  to  get  the  proper  thing  from  a 
chemist,  containing  tincture  of  opium,  they  would  continue 
to  give  the  same  large  doses,  and  the  consequences  might 
be  very  serious. 

Evidence  was  given  by  Charlotte  Davis,  the  purchaser, 
and  Mr.  John  Fyles  with  regard  to  the  purchase.  About 
1  oz.  was  supplied  in  a  bottle,  but  no  label  was  attached. 
The  inspector  was  submitted  to  a  lengthy  cross-examination 
with  a  view  to  showing  that  tincture  of  opium  is  not  one 
of  the  curative  elements  of  paregoric,  and  that  the  purchaser 
had  not  been  prejudiced  to  the  extent  of  one-tenth  of  a 
penny  through  the  substitute  being  sold. 

Mr.  Chapman,  in  the  course  of  his  remarks  for  the 
defence,  said  this  was  the  first  time  that  either  a  chemist 
or  a  drug-store  keeper  had  been  summoned  in  the  locality 
for  selling  that  substitute.  He  had  to  admit  that  his  client, 
neglected  to  take  those  precautions  which  would  have  ren- 
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dered  the  transaction  entirely  within  the  law  ;  it  was  merely 
a  technical  offence.  This  substitute  had  been  sold  by  his 
client  for  fifteen  years  without  the  slightest  complaint,  and 
he  contended  that  its  sale  met  a  public  need.  It  was 
acknowledged  by  the  medical  profession  that  the  use  of 
opium  is  decidedly  dangerous. 

The  Clerk  pointed  out  that  this  was  not  the  point  at 
issue.    It  was  :  Does  the  purchaser  get  what  he  asks  for  ? 

Mr.  Chapman  wished  to  show  that  his  client  acted  with 
perfect  bona  fides  in  this  matter.  Mr.  Sharpe,  he  said,  had 
sought  to  do  what  the  legislature  had  declined  to  do  since 
1876 — to  get  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  incor- 
porated under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  He  ob- 
jected to  the  case  being  placed  higher  than  it  could  stand. 
The  business  in  this  instance  had  been  established  for  fifty 
years,  and  since  the  death  of  Mr.  Palethorpe,  who  was  a 
qualified  chemist,  it  had  been  carried  on  as  a  drug-store 
by  Mrs.  Palethorpe,  who  was  assisted  by  Mrs.  Cabbam, 
who  was  in  the  shop  when  the  purchase  was  made.  The 
substitute  was  manufactured  by  the  largest  firm  of  chemists 
in  the  country,  who  supplied  special  labels,  but  Mrs.  Pale- 
thorpe had  had  special  ones  printed  which  read  :  "Paregoric 
substitute,  prepared  without  opium.  Not  the  paregoric  of 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia."  One  of  these  labels  was 
actually  got  out  of  the  drawer  and  placed  on  the  "  damper," 
but  the  bottle  was  wrapped  up  without  its  being  affixed. 

Mrs.  Cabbam  having  given  evidence,  and  long  legal  argu- 
ments having  been  heard  on  both  sides,  the  Bench  decided 
to  convict,  and  imposed  a  fine  of  10s.,  and  costs  (2?.  2s.). 


County  Court  Case. 

A  Hair-restorer  Skeich. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  June  2,  Mr.  E.  R.  Marks, 
artist,  89  Chiswell  Street,  sued  James  Elliott  &  Co. 
(London),  Ltd.,  Temple  Bar  House,  Fleet  Street,  for  the 
cost  of  an  enlargement  for  a  poster  advertisement  for 
"  Koko  "  hair-restorer.  It  appeared  that  it  was  an  adver- 
tisement for  "Koko"  hair-restorer,  consisting  of  two 
women's  hair  with  a  bottle  of  "Koko"  in  the  middle. 
Defendants'  manager  said  that  the  plaintiff  had  to  get  hair 
effect  in  the  poster,  as  the  advertisement  was  to  be  a  trans- 
parency. There  was  a  hard  line  round  the  work.  They 
refused  to  let  plaintiff  have  the  sketch  back  because  it  was 
their  copyright.  Judge  Rentoul  found  in  favour  of  the 
plaintiff  for  15-?.,  the  sum  sued  for.

TWELVE  fatalities  with  poisons  occurred  during  the 
week,  of  which  four  were  misadventures. — John  Moore, 
Kildare,  died  from  strychnine  poisoning.  The  jury 
added  to  their  verdict  the  rider:  "We  consider  that 
greater  care  should  be  exercised  in  supplying  poisonous 
drugs  to  the  public." — James  Coleman  (fifty-five).  Islington, 
died  as  the  result  of  drinking  camphor-and-belladonna  lini- 
ment by  mistake. — James  Kerr,  M.B.  (thirty-two),  died  at. 
the  London  Hospital  as  the  result  of  an  overdose  of 
laudanum. — Thomas  W.  Harris  (forty-nine),  assistant  to 
Mr.  Charles  W.  Plowman,  chemist  and  druggist,  Middles- 
brough and  North  Ormesby.  died  from  prussic-acid  poison- 
ing. He  had  been  in  the  habit  of  taking  the  acid  for  indi- 
gestion and  biliousness,  and  is  thought  to  have  taken  an- 
■overdose.  A  verdict  of  "Death  from  misadventure''  was 
returned. — Frederick  Nicholson  Stoker  (fifty-three),  Don- 
caster,  committed  suicide  by  taking  nitric  acid. — Arthur 
James  Crookes,  Yarmouth,  died  as  the  result  of  taking 
oxalic  acid. — William  Henry  Percival  (sixty-nine),  Cater- - 
ham,  committed  suicide  with  oxalic  acid. — Emma  Grim 
(seventy-nine),  Bethnal  Green,  took  carbolic  acid  after 
visiting  her  daughter's  grave. — An  aged  couple,  George- 
Henry  Gore  (seventy-five)  and  his  wife,  Portsmouth,  drank 
carbolic  acid  as  result  of  financial  worries,  and  the  man  died  ; 
the  woman  will  probably  recover. — Jane  Rooney  (forty- 
three),  Liverpool,  died  shortly  after  admittance  to  the  hos- 
pital and  confessed  to  having  taken  carbolic  acid. — A  clerk 
named  George  Montague  Bradley  (twenty-three),  Hornsey 
Rise,  took  prussic  acid  just  before  entering  his  employer's 
office,  and  died  in  a  few  minutes.  Deceased  prepared  the 
acid  from  potassium  cyanide  supplied  him  for  the  purpose 
of  killing  butterflies. — Edward  Carter,  Colne.  committed 
suicide  whilst  under  the  influence  of  drink.  He  obtained 
8  oz.  of  laudanum  for  veterinary  purposes  from  the  assistant, 
of  Mr.  A.  Duckworth,  chemist  and  druggist,  Colne.  At 
the  inquest,  the  coroner  said  that  he  had  never  seen  that 
quantity  produced  before,  and  that  he  did  not  think  the 
assistant  (Mr.  Ed.  F.  Wilkinson)  was  justified  nt  all  in 
letting  him  take  a  bottle  like  that  without  an  order  from 
a  veterinary  surgeon.

LONDON  SECTION. 

A MEETING  of  this  Section  was  held  at  Burlington 
House,  Piccadilly,  on  June  1,  Dr.  J.  Lewkowitsch  in 
the  chair. 

The  late  Sir  John  Evans. — After  the  tuinutes  of  the 
previous  meeting  had  been  read,  the  Chairman  referred  to 
the  death  of  Sir  John  Evans  which  occurred  on  the  previous 
■day.  Sir  John  was  President  of  the  Society  in  1892-3, 
•and  has  always  taken  an  active  interest  in  the  doings  of  the 
•Society.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Publication  Committee, 
and  proof  sheets  were  received  from  him  at  the  last  meeting 
•  of  that  committee.  The  Chairman  referred  to  the  ability 
with  which  Sir  John  Evans  grasped  the  points  of  a  discus- 
sion, giving  as  an  instance  a  meeting  some  years  ago  in 
regard  to  reform  of  the  patent  laws.  A  vote  of  condolence 
with  the  family  was  passed,  all  upstanding. 

The  Atjtolysator. — Dr.  C.  A.  Keane  explained  the  prin- 
ciples and  working  of  an  apparatus,  which  was  exhibited, 
for  automatically  recording  the  proportion  of  carbon 
dioxide  in  mixed  gases.  There  are  two  types  of  such 
apparatus,  one  which  acts  by  recording  the  sp.  gr.  of  the 
gases,  and  the  other  in  which  the  carbon  dioxide  is  removed 
by  absorption.  The  first  type  can  only  give  an  approximate 
ddea  of  the  composition  of  gases  owing  to  the  presence  of 
water-vapour.  The  second  kind  is  more  used,  there  being- 
several  varieties  in  use.  The  autolysator  works  on  a  system 
devised  by  Strache,  Johoda.  and  Genzke.n.  The  gases  are 
drawn  in  by  suction,  the  carbon  dioxide  is  absorbed  by  soda 
lime,  and  the  difference  in  the  pressure  of  the  gas  measured 
by  a  manometer.  The  manometer  actuates  a  float  which 
carries  a  pen  and  makes  a  continuous  record  of  the  per- 
centages of  carbon  dioxide  on  a  revolving  drum.  The 
apparatus  costs  251.,  and  is  employed  for  controlling  fuel 

•  combustion.  The  chief  criticism  of  the  instrument  was 
directed  to  the  absorbent  employed  for  the  gases,  it  was 

•  thought  that  caustic  potash  or  soda  would  be  better  and 
•would  last  longer. 

•Sttlthuric-acid  Chambers. — Mr.  0.  Guttmann  next  read 
a  paper  entitled  "  Some  Modern  Chemical  Plant,"  in  which 
.'.he  gave  particulars  of  improvements  that  have  been  made 
recently  in  manufacturing  plant.  One  point  was  that  sul- 
phuric-acid chambers  are  better  if  made  higher,  a  saving  in 
-capacity  being  the  result.  Mr.  Guttmann  believes  that  with 
■careful  working  the  chamber  process  can  hold  its  own  over 
Ihs  contact  method  of  making  sulphuric  acid.  He  inci- 
-dentally  mentioned  that  iron  containing  1  per  cent,  of  nickel 
as  acid-proof.  In  the  discussion  that  took  place  Mr.  B.  E.  R. 
New-lands  caused  some  amusement  by  relating  his  experi- 
•ences  in  regard  to  the  size  of  acid  chambers.  No  matter 
what  size  chamber  is  employed  the  end  result  is  always 
about  the  same — viz.  296  per  cent,  yield,  against  306  re- 
quired by  theory.  Mr.  Guttmann,  in  his  reply,  said  the 
point  of  his  remarks  was  in  regard  to  the  life  of  the 
chambers,  there  was  a  saving  in  the  cost  of  erecting  the 
plant. 

Explosive  Factories. — Mr.  Guttmann  next  gave,  an  in- 
teresting  paper  on  "Buildings  used  for  Explosive  Fac- 
tories."  A  large  number  of  pictures  of  buildings  wrecked 
by  explosives  were  shown  on  the  screen  to  bear  out  the 
1  •'  t  irer's  theory  that  the  damage  is  not  due  to  a  suction 
effei  t  of  the  explosive  but  due  to  shock  transmitted  through 
t  h '  earth.  He  advocated  the  use  offerro-concrete  buildings 
with  double  roofs  of  the  same  material  filled  with  sand. 
In  case  of  an  explosion  the  roof  and  walls  fall  to  dust  and 
cans?  little  damage  in  the  neighbourhood.  A  good  deal  of 
discussion  took  place  in  regard  to  Mr.  Guttmann's  theory 
and_  suggestions,  Dr.  Divers  wandering  off  into  the  kindred 
subject  of  earthquakes. 

;  Owing  to  the  late  hour,  another  paper,,  on  "  The  Estima- 
tion of  Orcinol  in  Orchella-weed,"  was  taken  as  read,  but 
from  a  note  furnished  us  by  the  Secretary  we  find  that  it  is 
proposed  to  take  advantage  of  the  reaction  between  orcinol 
and  sodium  hypochlorite  in  the  estimation  process.

Zbc  tfrancoBntisfo  EylMlntion. 


SINCE  we  referred  in  the  C.  «£■  D.  of  May  23  to  the 
Franco-British  Exhibition  at  Shepherd's  Bush,  London, 
W.,  considerable  progress  has  been  made  towards  comple- 
tion.   Chemists  who  may  be  tempted  by  the  fine  weather  at 
Whitsuntide  to  visit  the  Exhibition  will  find  many  interest- 
ing technical  exhibits.    The  British  science  exhibits,  which 
are  housed  in  a  big  hall  on  the  left  of  the  Wood  Lane 
entrance,  are  now  complete,  and  include  a  fine  show  of  rare 
chemical  salts  by  Messrs.  Johnson,  Mat  they  &  Co.  The 
British  Chemical  Industry  Section  is  nearly  complete ;  but, 
as  catalogues  are  not  yet  available,  it  is  not  possible  to  tell 
whether  the  one  or  two  empty  spaces  are  intentional  or 
accidental.    We  have  given  a  list  of  the  exhibitors  in  this 
section  in  a  previous  issue  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist. 
Chemists  will  find  the  French  Perfumery  Section  very  in- 
teresting, some  really  beautiful  decorations  in  boxes  and 
labels  being  shown.   The  Australian  Pavilion  in  the  grounds 
is  completed,  and  is  arranged  so  as  to  give  the  visitor  a 
good  idea  of  the  chief  products  of  the  Commonwealth — ■ 
some  of  these  are  of  pharmaceutical  interest.      In  the 
grounds  will  also  be  noticed  a  reproduction  of  the  Fountain 
Pharmacy  at  Bristol,  where  Jacob  Schweppe  in  1787  first 
manufactured   aerated   waters.     This   and  Martindale's 
pharmacy  in  the  British  Chemical  Industry  Section  put  the 
chemist's  business  in  quite  an  attractive  light.  Separate 
pavilions  are  occupied  by  Bovril  and  Lemco.   The  Canadian 
Pavilion  is  far  from  complete.    The  Educational  Section 
contains  a  few  items  of  technical  interest,  and  in  the  huge 
Machinery  Hall  one  comes  across  exhibits  which  concern 
chemists.    The  London  Hospital  has  an  exhibit  in  the 
Palace  of  Women's  Work.    We  have  not  referred  to  the 
many  side-shows,  as  these  are  not  within  the  scope  of  our 
note's,  but  we  mention  them  as  a  hint  that  if  the  supply  of 
technical  exhibits  runs  short  chemists  who  visit  the  Exhibi- 
tion may  patronise  some  of  these  and  find  from  experience 
where  it  is  that  many  of  their  customers  contract  headaches. 

Still  Useful. — "  I  am  still  preserving  your  1869  almanack 
as  a  useful  book,  although  times  have  moved  on,"  writes 
Mr.  G.  Speedily,  of  Bishop's  Stortford. 

QrjlETOL. — According  to  M.  E.  Fourneau  ■  ("  Bullet.  Com- 
mere,"  May  1908,  p.  235),  the  hydrobromide  of  the  propylic 
ester  of  vaieryldimethylamino-oxyisobutyric  acid,  or  more 
simplv  valeryloxybutyreine  (registered  under  the  name  ot 
"  Quietol  "),  acts  as  a  neurosthenic,  and  does  not  depress  the 
central  nervous  system  like  chloral  hydrate  and  the  bromides. 
It  is  a  crystalline  substance,  readily  soluble  in  water  and 
alcohol,  with  a  faint  but  disagreeable  odour,  and  a  bitter, 
burning  taste.  It  melts  at  119°  C.  The  dose  is  1  to  2  grams 
a  day  in  cachets  containing  50  cgms.

Pharmacopoeia  Profits, 

Dr.  MacAlister  tells  us,  are  not  large, 
and  such  as  they  are  they  do  not  contribute  to  the  ordinary 
expenses  of  the  General  Medical  Council.  Some  of  us  have 
been  under  an  erroneous  impression  in  this  respect,  and  it 
is  due  to  the  Medical- Council  that  this  should  be  corrected. 
As  a  matter  of  curiosity  I  would  like  to  see  a  profit-and- 
loss  statement  of  the  last  edition  of  the  British  Pharmaco- 
poeia, and  as  the  work  is  produced  by  statutory  authority, 
and  is  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Privy  Council,  to 
whom  is  relegated  the  duty  of  fixing  the  selling-price,  these 
details  are  probably  available  somewhere,  but  for  the 
moment  I  do  not  know  where  to  look  for  them.  Some  indica- 
tions of  the  business  may,  however,  bo  gathered  from  the 
G.M.C.  reports,  and  these  suggest  what  people  moving  in  a 
humbler  sphere  than  that  of  Dr.  MacAlister  might  regard  as 
considerable  profits.  When  the  1898  edition  was  ready  for 
publication,  and  something  was  said  about  the  price  to  be 
charged  for  it,  the  estimate  for  its  production  was  6s.  per 
copy.  This  price  presumably  did  not  include  the  editorial 
or  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee's  expenditure.  On  the 
other  hand  it  probably  did  include  the  composition  of  the 
matter,  the  corrections,  and  the  preparation  of  the  pages, 
none  of  which  costs  would  recur  for  reprints.  In  November 
1899  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee  reported  that  27,613 
copies  had  been  sold,  and  Dr.  Leech,  then  Chairman  of  the 
Committee,  added  that  "  expenses  had  been  more  than  met." 
More  than  ten  thousand  additional  copies  have  been  sold 
since,  and  the  profit  on  these  cannot  have  been  less  than 
5s.  each,  and  to  this  2,500?.  something  has  to  be  added  from 
the  sales  of  the  Indian  and  Colonial  Addendum.  Whether 
this  sum  is  called  large  or  small  it  is  evidently  an  amount 
out  of  which  all  whose  work  is  utilised  can  be  and  ought 
to  be  fairly  remunerated. 

The  Copyright  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia, 

such  as  it  is, 

undoubtedly  belongs  to  the  General  Medical  Council,  and 
they  cannot  be  blamed  for  maintaining  their  rights.  But 
the  definition  of  the  limit3  of  their  literary  property  would 
be  a  rather  delicate  problem  for  lawyers  to  unravel.  The 
preface  is  theirs  without  challenge;  the  tables  of  weights 
and  measures,  thermometric  equivalents,  and  the  like,  is  as 
unquestionably  not  theirs.  The  rest  of  the  matter  has  been 
"  appropriated  "  from  so  many  sources,  from  Galen  down  to 
the  G.  <£■  D.,  that  historical  arguments  might  be  raised  on 
almost  any  particular  item  relied  upon.  The  paragraphs  on 
characters  and  tests  so  far  as  they  are  original  or  specially 
written  for  the  B.P.  could  be  protected;  the  formulas, 
even  if  expressly  devised  for  the  work,  bought  and  paid 
for,  are  more  doubtful  property.  They  would  probably 
come  within  the  rule  that  an  idea  cannot  be  copyrighted. 
The  product  can  be  patented,  and  perhaps  a  wholesale  lifting 
•of  a  whole  batch  of  formulas  on  the  compilation  of  which 
labour  has  been  spent  would  furnish  ground  for  an  injunc- 
tion. 

An  Idealist 

was  the  character  which  Dr.  Martindale  attributed 
to  Mr.  C.  T.  Allen  after  hearing  the  essay  of  the  latter  on 
"  Co-operation  between  Physicians  and  Pharmacists." 
Probably  the  charge  did  not  sting;  many  people  are  proud 
of  being  idealists,  and  it  may  be  admitted  that  a  sprinkling 
of  such  persons  among  us  is  useful.  Their  new  notions  tend 
to  freshen  our  stale  atmosphere,  and  their  indications  of  new 
directions  for  our  energies  keep  us  from  sticking  in  ruts. 


Mr.  Allen's  ideal,  at  least  in  the  matter  of  prescriptions . 
does  not.  however,  suggest  brighter  lands  beyond,  but  points 
us  to  the  past.  He  is  gently  indignant  with  the  emissary 
from  the  great  factories  of  ready-made  physic,  and  sorrow- 
fully commiserate  with  the  too  compliant  physician  who  lends 
a  ready  ear  to  the  exposition  of  the  merits  of  a  new  chemical 
or  pharmaceutical  compound.  An  eight-ounce  bottle,  of 
mag.  sulph.  and  aqua  puxa,  with  a  little  colouring  tincture, 
for  eighteenpence  or  two  shillings  was  the  outward  and 
visible  sign  of  prescribing  and  dispensing  co-operation  which 
ought  to  be  revived  to  the  benefit  of  at  least  two  of  the 
parties  concerned.  Possibly  in  the  interest  of  the  patients 
also.  Nor  must  the  mystery  of  prescriptions  be  sacrificed. 
If  it  is  toe  much  to  ask  that  the  alchemical  signs  of  medi- 
cines shall  be  used  to  represent  them,  prescribers  are  im- 
plored to  at  least  puzzle  their  patients  by  employing  modern 
symbols,  CHClj+ELO  for  chloroform-water,  for  example. 

Mr.  Allen's  Views 

are  probably  to  a  large  extent  just.  These 
paragraphs  are  not  written  for  the  purpose  of  disputing 
them.  Xo  one  knows  better  than  the  doctors ■  themselves 
how  worthless  is  the  bull:  of  ihe  specious  literature,  how 
valueless  is  the  glib  exposition  of  new  remedies  by  irre- 
pressible visitors,  with  which  and  by  whom  they  are  assailed. 
Why  then  do  so  many  of  the  most  intelligent  members  of 
the  medical  profession  give  courteous  attention  and  audience 
to  these  invaders  of  their  peace?  Perhaps  it  is  simply 
because  they  are  intelligent.  They  have  met  with  some  good 
things  in  the  past  in  this  way,  and  a  great  many  of  them  are 
interested  in  progress.  From  what  quarter  has  phaanna- 
ceutical  progress  come  these  past  twenty  years  ?  It  is  not 
possible  that  any  considerable  proportion  of  the  advance 
has  come  in  the  old  orthodox  method  by  way  of  communi- 
cations made  at  pharmaceutical  meetings.  For  better  or 
worse,  improvements  have  been  developed  by  firms  with 
ample  resources  behind  them,  and  commercial  enterprise  has 
set  itself  to  meet  medical  requirements  on  a  scale  formerly 
unthought  of.  Pharmacists  may  occasionally  render  good 
service  by  exposing  baseless  or  extravagant  pretensions, 
but  the  medical  profession  appraises  at  its  exact  value 
interested  attacks  on  what  is  deprecatingly  designated 
ready-made  physic. 

The  Late  Mr.  Julius  Caesar 

was  a  general  favourite  in  the 
circles  where  he  was  known,  and  this  can  readily  be  sup- 
posed from  the  portrait  of  him  which  was  published  last 
week.  Most  of  us,  however,  knew  him  only  by  name, 
and  naturally  his  name  aroused  some  interest  and! 
curiosity.  Given  the  family  name  of  Caesar,  the  Christian  1 
name  of  Julius  was  to  be  expected — -was,  in  fact,  almost 
inevitable.  But  how  came  the  Caesars  into  this  country  ? 
Some  twenty  years  ago  a  medical  man,  Mr.  H.  B.  Guppy, 
M.B.,  made  a  laborious  inquiry  into  the  distribution  oi 
family  names  in  Great  Britain,  and  published  the  result 
in  a  book  called  "Homes  of  Family  Names."  His  plan, 
was  to  take  only  the  names  of  landowners  and  farmers,  as 
being  the  most  permanent  residents,  and  locate  these  in 
counties  according  to  their  proportion.  The  Caesars,  he 
places  in  Surrey  only,  and  there  he  gives  them  in  the 
proportion  of  two  per  thousand.  But  he  believed  it  prob- 
able that  these  Surrey  Caesars  were  originally  connected 
with  ' '  the  distinguished  knightly  family  of  that  name 
who  lived  at  Benington,  Herts,  in  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  centuries."  They  were  originally  Adelmars, 
and  descended  from  the  Counts  of  Genoa  of  that  name  in 
the  ninth  century,  but  they  subsequently  adopted  tht 
name  of  the  mother  of  their  Italian  ancestor,  whe  wa* 
a  daughter  of  the  Duke  of  Ca?sarini.

EMtorial  Comments* 


Parliamentary  Notes. 

The  two  weeks'  adjournment  which  the  House  of  Lords 
has  taken  is  not  unwelcome  to  those  who  have  to  face  the 
possibility  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  passing 
through  Parliament  this  Session.  A  great  deal  has  to  be 
done,  not  of  trumpet -blowing  or  drum-beating,  but  of  the 
most  delicate  and  diplomatic  negotiation.  Nevertheless, 
while  treaties  are  in  the  making  it  is  well  within  the  rule  of 
the  game  to  be  prepared  for  war.  We  mentioned  last  week 
that  the  representatives  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland  had  secured  the  interest  of  Mr.  Walter  Long,  the 
member  for  South  Dublin,  and  as  to  this  the  "  Times  "  has 
printed  the  following  paragraph  : 

When  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  is  considered  on 
report  an  amendment  will  be  moved  by  a  member  of  the 
Irish  Unionist  party  to  delete  the  clause  which  was  inserted 
by  the  Joint  Committee  to  include  Ireland  in  the  Bill. 
This  was  determined  at  the  weekly  meeting  presided  over 
by  Mr.  Long  on  May  28.    The  "  Scotsman  "  also  states  : 

In  the  event  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  now  in  the 
House  of  Lords,  being  sent  to  the  Commons  in  its  present 
form,  Sir  John  Batty  Tuke  proposes  to  move  its  rejection 
on  the  ground  that  it  would  in  effect  repeal  the  Pharmacy 
Acts,  and  so  constitute  a  serious  danger  to  the  put"10; 
Under  the  Bill  it  will  be  possible  for  a  man  who  has  failed 
to  pass  the  qualifying  pharmaceutical  examinations  to  form 
what  is  ostensibly  a  public  company,  which  may  describe 
itself  as  "chemists  and  druggists."  and  carry  on  the  sale 
of  poisons  without  any  real  control  for  the  public  safety. 

A  similar  statement  has  also  appeared  in  the  "Times." 
We  quote  these  not  as  pieces  of  startling  information,  but 
as  indications  of  growing  interest.  There  is  ample  evidence 
that  the  Bill  as  it  emerged  from  the  Joint  Committee  is  not 
acceptable  to  many  members  of  Parliament,  and  that  sup- 
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port  can  be  obtained  in  the  House  of  Commons  to  authori- 
tative amendments  of  the  Bill.  There  is  also  a  better  dis- 
position to  work  together.  Thus  Mi".  Smith  and  Mr.  Wells, 
representing  the  Irish  Society,  have  been  in  negotiation  this 
week  with  representatives  of  the  British  Society,  and  they 
attended  the  committee-meeting  held  at  Bloomsbury  Square 
on  Tuesday  evening.  A  business  visit  to  London  of  Mr.  S. 
Gibson,  President  of  the  Chemists  and  Druggists'  Society 
of  Ireland,  also  gave  an  opportunity  of  conference  in  regard 
to  the  position  of  Ireland.  We  gather  that  there  is  fair 
agreement  as  to  those  parts  of  the  Bill  which  require 
amendment,  and  it  may  be  said  that  as  a  result  of 
these  friendly  overtures  a  more  united  effort  effectively  to 
amend  the  Bill  is  probable.  It  will  be  observed 
from  the  report  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council- 
meeting  held  on  Wednesday  that  the  President  brought 
forward  a  motion  to  appoint  a  paid  officer  for  Par- 
liamentary work.  It  is  no  secret  that  during  the  past 
few  weeks  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones  has  been  actively  working 
at  Westminster  on  behalf  of  the  Society  as  a  member  of 
the  Council's  Advisory  Committee,  and  it  would  be  advan- 
tageous, both  now  and  afterwards,  to  have  him  in  a  more 
official  position  than  that  of  a  free-lance. 

It  is  well  that  it  should  be  generally  understood  that 
attention  is  concentrated  on  the  Government  Bill,  and  that 
chemists  have  to  reckon  with  the  supporters  of  that 
measure.  Thus  during  the  past  week  a  letter  has  been 
issued  by  Mr.  G.  H.  Richards,  the  manufacturer  of  a  well- 
known  horticultural  poison,  which  indicates  what  is  being 
done.  In  this  letter  Mr.  Richards  says  re  "  Compounds 
(poisonous)  for  horticultural  and  agricultural  purposes  "  : 

The  trades  should  now  bestir  themselves  and  approach 

their  members  of  Parliament  and  obtain  support  to  Clause  2 
of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  when  it  reaches  the  House 
of  Commons. 

The  final  issue  between  the  Traders  in  Poisons  Society 
and  the  chemists'  monopoly  is  fast  approaching,  and  every 
effort  should  be  made  to  secure  a  victory  for  fair  trade. 

The  Bill  has  this  Session  passed  its  second  reading  in  the 
House  of  Lords  and  Clause  2  (which  will  make  it  lawful  for 
ironmongers,  nurserymen,  florists  and  agricultural  agents 
to  stock  and  retail  insecticides,  weed-killers,  sheep-dips, 
etc.)  has  been  recommended  by  a  joint  committee  to  go 
forward. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  Bill  will  reach  the  House  of 
Commons,  from  the  House  of  Lords,  within  the  next  few 
weeks,  and  it  is  most  important  that  support  for  the  Bill 
should  be  obtained  at  once  by  the  [interested]  trades  by 
writing  to  their  members  of  Parliament  claiming  support 
of  Clause  2,  as  the  chemists  are  opposing  most  strenuously 
•    and  canvassing  members  of  Parliament. 

All  information  as  to  the  way  to  go  to  work  can  be  obtained 
from  Mr.  T.  G.  Dobbs,  solicitor,  Worcester  (secretary  to  the 
Traders  in  Poisons  Society). 

In  the  interest  of  horticulture  and  for  the  convenience  of 
the  gardening  public,  I  trust,  etc. 

These  opinions  are  not  without  support  from  the  lay  Press. 
For  instance,  the  "  Bradford  Telegraph  "  printed  last  week 
an  article  (apparently  communicated)  entitled  "  The 
Chemists  and  the  Farmers  "  which  supported  generally  the 
instigators  of  Clause  2.  It  was  full  of  absurd  statements, 
the  following  being  the  essential  points  of  the  article  : 

Some  years  ago  there  was  an  Act  passed  which  made  it 
illegal  for  anyone  excepting  a  chemist  to  sell  any  of  the 
irritant  and  dangerous  poisons,  such  as  strychnine,  prussic 
-acid,  arsenic,  etc. 

The  monopoly  which  this  Act  gave  to  the  chemist,  whieh 
Jie  was  not  slow  to  see  the  advantage  of  possessing,  did  not 
-cause  any  inconvenience  to  anyone  but  those  who  wished  to 
make  a  questionable  use  of  the  drugs  named.  Since  then 
however,  the  chemist  has  realised  more  and  more  the  value 
ot  this  monopoly  to  himself,  and  in  the  course  of  time  he 
contrived  to  get  it  considerably  extended  to  necessary 
things.,  such  as  sheep-dip,  weed-killer,  etc. 

By  monopolising  the  sale  of  these  two  preparations  the 
.greatest  loss  and  inconvenience  has  been  inflicted  on  the 
users.    Inis  has  been  proved  during  the  proceedings  which 


the  chemists  have  taken  in  prosecuting  other  tradesmen  for 
selling  the  sheep-dip  and  weed-killer,  particularly  in  Scot- 
land and  Ireland. 

The  farmer  (has)  in  many  cases  the  greatest  difficulty  in 
obtaining  the  "dip"  legally — that  is — from  a  chemist,  it 
being  proved  in  evidence  that  in  many  cases  the  nearest 
chemist's  shop  is  miles  away  from  the  farm  ;  whereas  the 
country  stores  are  willing  to  stock  it — in  fact  they  do  so, 
and  render  themselves  liable  to  prosecution  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  for  so  doing. 

Of  course,  the  chemists  disclaim  any  selfish  motives  in 
their  wish.  They  say:  "We  wish  to  protect  the  public." 
[Fatalities  from  poisons  are  quoted  and  contrasted,  showing 
that  fatalities  from  sheep-dip  during  the  last  five  years  only 
number  six  deaths,  three  of  which  were  cases  of  suicide, 
and  the  deaths  from  weed-killer  numbered  only  eight,  two 
of  which  were  suicides.] 

These  facts  should  show  the  public  the  real  raison  d'etre 
for  the  chemists'  assumed  unselfishness  in  trying  to  keep  up 
their  monopoly — and  their  extravagant  prices. 

This  "very  unjust  attack  on  qualified  chemkts."  as  Mr. 
Robert  Stephenson,  a  local  chemist,  phrased  it,  is  merely 
a  repetition  of  what  has  been  said  to  the  Government  De- 
partments who  have  framed  the  Bill ;  but  there  are  indica- 
tions that  this  game  is  played  out,  for  although  there  is 
a  determination  to  have  some  legislation  on  the  subject, 
it  will  not  be  what  is  contained  in  the  Bill  if  chemists  get 
their  members  of  Parliament  to  vote  against  the  Bill.  The 
time  is  not  yet  ripe  for  action  as  negotiations  are  now  pro- 
ceeding which  may  relieve  chemists  from  the  necessity  for 
doing  anything  but  support  an  amended  Bill. 


American  Honey. 

Thebe  has  just  been  published  by  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  a  bulletin 
(No.  110)  giving  the  results  of  investigations  upon  the  com- 
position of  American  honeys.  Although  various  analyses  of 
honey  have  been  published,  this  bulletin  is  the  most  com- 
plete work  on  the  subject  of  honey  chemistry.  The  authori- 
ties differ  as  to  the  definition  of  the  term  "honey,"  but 
chemically  it  is  "a  concentrated  solution  of  invert  sugar 
(i.e.,  of  the  sugars  dextrose  and  levulose  in  equal  propor- 
tions), with  traces  of  ash,  formic  acid,  nitrogenous  bodies, 
dextrin,  and  other  organic  substances  not  sugar."  This 
ideal  type  is  the  exception,  as  the  impurities  introduced  by 
the  bees  from  plant  juices,  honeydew,  and  other  sources, 
affect  the  composition  of  honey  to  a  marked  degree.  In 
fixing  a  standard,  it  was  necessary  to  set  a  limit  on  such 
impurities,  and  considerable  research  was  required  before 
anything  definite  could  be  said  on  this  point.  The  nectar 
which  the  bees  gather  varies  in  composition  with  the  flowers 
visited,  but  clover  nectar  is,  according  to  Bonnier,  com- 
posed of  :  W'ater,  76  per  cent. ;  reducing  sugar,  9  per  cent.  ; 
sucrose,  12  per  cent.  ;  dextrin,  ash,  etc.,  3  per  cent.  The 
nectar  is  modified  by  the  bees  in  several  particulars.  The 
water  content  is  reduced  to  20  per  cent.— the  bees  effect  this 
by  fanning  it  with  the  wings  and  by  a  process  of  regurgita- 
tion— much  of  the  sucrose  is  inverted  by  means  of  an  enzyme 
secreted  by  the  bee,  and  a  trace  of  formic  acid  is  intro- 
duced into  the  honey  just  before  the  cell  is  capped.  Honey- 
dew,  a  secretion  of  the  leaves  of  several  trees  and  plants,  is 
also  gathered  by  bees.  Honeydew  varies  according  to  the 
source  and  season,  but,  according  to  Wiley,  that  from  the 
pine-tree  has  the  following  composition  :  Water,  54.41  per 
cent.  ;  sucrose,  8.16  per  cent.  ;  invert  sugar,  17.44  per  cent.  ; 
dextrin,  19.99  per  cent.  Honeydew,  like  nectar,  is  modified 
by  the  bees,  as  although  dextrorotatory,  when  gathered 
from  the  leaves,  the  resulting  honey  is  levorotatory.  A 
hundred  samples  of  honey  were  gathered  from  various  parts 
of  the  United  States,  and  these  were  systematically  exam- 
ined at  the  Government  laboratory.    The  bulletin  gives  a 
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good  many  particulars  of  the  analytical  processes  employed, 
but  we  can  only  indicate  some  of  the  results.  In  regard  to 
the  physical  characteristics  the  colour  varies  according  to 
the  source  of  the  honey  :  it  is  pure  white  when  collected 
from  closer  and  other  leguminosw,  but  very  dark  from  buck- 
wheat. Liquid  honey  is  not  necessarily  purer  than  granular 
honey,  although  some  people  apparently  think  it  is. 
Granulation  is  largely  influenced  by  temperature,  whilst  a 
very  fluid  honey  may  be  due  to  excess  of  water,  which 
condition  favours  fermentation  changes.  The  odour,  often 
very  pronounced,  varies  according  to  the  source  of  the 
honey,  and  it  is  stated  that  much  honeydew  gives  a 
molasses-like  odour  and  flavour  to  the  honey.  An  interest- 
ing fact  in  connection  with  the  polarisation  of  honeys  is 
that  nearly  every  honey,  under  certain  conditions,  chiefly 
that  of  temperature,  is  optically  inactive.  The  following 
are  some  of  the  important  data  disclosed  by  the  analyses  :

The  second  part  of  the  research  extended  to  the  methods 
of  detecting  adulterations,  and  the  results  are  given  gener- 
ally as  follows  : — Twenty  per  cent,  of  the  samples  analysed 
contained  commercial  glucose  up  to  as  much  as  80  per  cent. 
It  is  suggested  that  when  occurring  in  small  quantities 
glucose  is  added  to  prevent  granulation.  Twelve  per  cent, 
of  the  samples  exceeded  8  per  cent,  of  sucrose,  and  8  per 
cent,  gave  reactions  for  artificial  inveit  sugar  with  both  am- 
moniacal-silver  solution  and  aniline  acetate.  The  labelling 
of  honey,  according  to  floral  designation,  was  found  to  be 
carelessly  done,  microscopic  examination  of  some  of  the 
honeys  often  showing  complete  absence  of  the  pollen  from 
the  flower  named.  The  question  of  the  microscopical  study 
of  honey-pollen  occupies  the  last  part  of  the  bulletin,  and 
is  illustrated  with  plates  of  various  pollen-grains.  A  biblio- 
graphy of  the  chemical  literature  of  honey  from  1892  to  1907 
is  given  at  the  end. 

An  interesting  sequel  to  the  foregoing  is  contained  in  two 
bulletins  which  we  have  received  from  the  Laboratory  of 
the  Canadian  Inland  Eevenue  Department.  Mr.  McGill, 
the  chief  analyst,  examined  253  samples  of  strained  honey 
(purchased  in  April  and  May)  with  the  following  results  : 
Genuine,  normal,  188  ;  genuine,  but  high-water  content,  31 ; 
doubtful,  4;  apparently  adulterated,  16;  sold  as  com- 
pound, 14.  In  these  cases  the  standard  taken  has  been  that 
legalised  in  the  United  States— water  not  more  than 
25  per  cent.,  ash  not  more  than  0.25  per  cent.— but  sucrose 
was  taken  as  not  more  than  16  per  cent.,  against  8  per  cent., 
the  United  States  standard.  Bulletin  No.  148,  which  is  sup- 
plementary to  the  above,  gives  the  results  of  the  analyses  of 
141  samples  of  honey  purchased  in  the  winter  months,  as 
it  had  been  suggested  that  adulteration  was  more  likely  to 
be  practised  in  the  autumn  or  early  winter.  The  samples 
taken  numbered  141,  and  of  these  135  were  found  to  be 
genuine,  three  doubtful,  two  adulterated,  and  one  sold  as 
compound.    It  should  be  mentioned  that  in  the  Canadian 


samples  the  analysts  depended  upon  the  saccharimeter- 
reading  and  percentage  of  water  to  determine  whether  the 
honeys  were  genuine  or  not. 

Expensive  Justice. 

The  General  Medical  Council  has  never  had  so  bitter  an 
experience  in  its  efforts  to  maintain  the  purity  of  the  pro- 
fessional spirit  among  medical  practitioners  as  in  the 
now  famous  Catford  case.  In  this  matter  a  medical  practi- 
tioner was  accused  of  having  canvassed  the  patients  of 
another  and  disparaged  the  qualifications  and  skill  of  that 
other.  The  matter  came  before  the  Council  last  autumn, 
the  complainants  being  the  London  and  Counties  Medical 
Protection  Society,  and  the  accused  practitioner's  solicitor 
made  it  very  warm  then  for  the  General  Medical  Council, 
and  made  an  application  to  the  High  Court  for  a  mandamus. 
When  the  matter  again  came  before  the  Council  last  week 
and  this,  several  points  in  the  proceedings  were  pertina- 
ciously fought  by  the  accused's  solicitor.  The  case  has 
occupied  the  Council  six  days,  and  the  cost  involved  (as 
each  member  of  the  Council  gets  a  fee  of  51.  5s.  per  day) 
must  be  well  over  1,000/.  The  Council  for  the  first  time  is 
in  a  position  to  appreciate  that  its  judicial  functions  may 
be  dearly  paid  for.  If  every  case  of  alleged  infamous  con- 
duct that  is  brought  before  it  were  as  vigorously  defended 
as  the  Catford  one  has  been,  the  very  existence  of  the 
Council  would  be  threatened.  The  lesson  is  not  without 
value,  as  during  the  present  session  a  number  of  charges 
have  been  investigated  by  the  Council  which,  judging  by 
the  results,  were  not  worthy  of  publicity.

THE  spring  session  of  the  Council  has  extended  into  this 
week.  Our  report  of  the  meeting  left  off  while  the 
Council  was  sitting  at  299  Oxford  Street,  London,  W.,  on 
Thursday,  May  28. 

Penal  Cases 

still  occupying  attention.  The  case  of  Mr.  John  P.  Rafter, 
L.A.H.,  etc.,  338  Stanley  Road,  Bootle,  had  been  carried 
over  from  last  November.  He  had  been  accused  by  the 
Medical  Defence  Union  of  unprofessional  conduct  by  the 
distribution  of  cards  to  attract  patients.  Mr.  Rafter 
appeared  before  the  Council  and  declared  with  some  in- 
dignation that  he  has  endeavoured,  at  considerable  sacri- 
fice to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Council.  The 
complaint  raised  has  cost  him  at  least  200/.  and  no  end  of 
worry;  he  had  been  branded  as  "infamous"  in  the  local 
Press,  and  his  old  patients  would  not  look  at  him  at  first 
till  it  was  explained  to  them.  He  put  in  a  number  of  letters 
from  his  professional  brethren  in  the  neighbourhood, 
testifying  to  the  esteem  in  which  he  is  held  both  personally 
and  professionally.  After  only  a  short  deliberation  the 
President  announced  that  the  Council  did  not  judge  Mr. 
Rafter  guilty  of  infamous  conduct. 

The  Medical  Defence  Union  were  again  the  complainants 
in  the  case  of  Mr.  F.  A.  Monks,  L.S.A.,  etc.,  Wood  Cliff e, 
Burgess  Hill,  Harnpstead,  N.W.,  who  was  accused  of  in- 
famous conduct  in  a  professional  respect  by  abusing  his 
position  as  a  professional  man  by  having  sexual  intercourse 
with  a  patient.  Mr.  C.  F.  Gill,  K.C.,  appeared  for  Mr. 
Monks,  and  after  a  long  hearing  the  President  intimated 
to  Mr.  Monks  that  the  facts  alleged  had  not  been  proved  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Council. 

A  similar  verdict  was  given  in  regard  to  the  Union's  com- 
plaint against  Mr.  Stanley  Southam,  L.S.A.,  who  was 
accused  of  covering  Mr.  Sydney  Smith,  unregistered  dentist, 
163  Conran  Street.  Harpurhey,  Manchester.  The  charge 
substantially  was  that  Mr.  Smith  sent  to  Mr.  Southam 
patients  who  required  dental  operations  to  be  done  under 
anaesthetics,  and  he  performed  them  in  his  own  surgery. 
The  allegation  thus  made  could  not  be  sustained,  and  Mr. 
Southam  pointed  out  to  the  Council  that  twenty  to  thirty 
cases  of  this  kind  came  to  him  every  week  from  chemists 
and  dentists,  the  patients  paying  him.  He  had  no  arrange- 
ment with  Mr.  Smith.  The  Council  did  not  take  long  to 
decide  that  the  facts  had  not  been  proved  against  Mr. 
Southam. 

Mr.  Arthur  Ward,  dentist.  61  Bull  Street,  Birmingham, 
was  the  next  one  charged  with  unprofessional  conduct.  He 
was  alleged  to  have  issued  and  circulated  a  pamphlet 
containing  statements  of  an  objectionable  character — viz., 
laudatory  statements  as  to  his  own  skill  and  methods,  and 
depreciatory  statements  as  to  the  work  of  other  practi- 
tioners, and  claims  of  superiority  over  other  practitioners. 
It  appeared,  however,  that  after  receiving  the  notice,  Mr. 
Ward  withdrew  the  pamphlet  objected  to  and  issued  another 
freed  from  depreciatory  statements  as  to  the  work  of  other 
practitioners,  but  containing  laudatory  statements  as  to  his 
own  skill  and  methods — which  was  the  gravamen  of  the 
British  Dental  Association's  charge.  Mr.  Ward's  counsel 
expressed  his  regret  and  his  willingness  to  withdraw  the 
pamphlet.  The  Council  decided  to  adjourn  the  case  till 
next  session,  when  Mr.  Ward  will  be  required  to  satisfy 
them  that  he  has  carried  out  this  undertaking. 

Mr.  William  John  Watson,  dentist,  8  New  Street,  Birming- 
ham, was  similarly  charged.  In  1891  he  was  deprived  of  the 
diploma  of  L.D.S.  Edinburgh  for  advertising  contrary  to 
the  declaration  made  by  him  when  he  received  the  diploma. 
Ten  years  later  he  issued  a  pamphlet,  but  in  1903  or  1906  he 
caused  the  stock  of  this  to  be  destroyed.  It  is  now  ex- 
plained that  some  of  these  were  inadvertently  issued.  After 
consideration  in  camera  the  President  announced  the  judg- 
ment of  the  case  as  follows  : 

Mr.  Watson,  the  Council  have  given  careful  consideration 
to  the  report  of  the  Dental  Committee  and  have  deferred  its 
further  consideration  to  November,  when  you  will  be  re- 
quired to  be  present  and  present  satisfactory  evidence  as  to 
I:  your  conduct  in  the  interval,  with  particular  reference  to 
your  undertaking-  to  discontinue  the  issue  of  all  advertise- 
ments. 


This  concluded  Thursday's  business,  and  Friday  the  Council 
commenced  re-consideration  of 

Professional  Amenities  at  Catford. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  last  session  John  Papa  Nicolas, 
M.R.C.S.E.,  L.R.C.P.L.,  87  Dowanhill  Road,  Catford, 
S.E.,  was  before  the  Council  charged  with  systematically 
canvassing  in  Catford  for  patients,  by  personal  visits  to 
patients  of  Mr.  Thomas  William  Atkinson  and  to  others, 
both  while  he  was  in  the  employment  of  Mr.  Atkinson  and 


Dr.  Pata  Nicolas.  Dr.  Atkinson. 


subsequently,  and  of  disparaging  the  qualifications  and 
skill  of  Mr.  Atkinson,  who  is  M.B.,  B.S.,  R.U.I.  It 
was  announced,  however,  by  Mr.  Hemming,  the  de- 
fendant's solicitor,  on  the  second  day  of  the  hearing,  that 
writs  of  prohibition  and  of  mandamus  had  been  issued 
against  the  Council  and  Mr.  Atkinson,  and  the  case  was, 
accordingly  adjourned.  The  parties  all  put  in  an  appear- 
ance when  the  case  was  resumed  on  Friday,  the  complain- 
ants (the  Medical  Protection  Society)  being  represented  by 
Mr.  Nielson  (counsel)  and  the  Secretary  (Dr.  Hugh  Woods). 
Mr.  Hemming  appeared,  again  bristling  with  objections, 
which  were  brushed  away  by  the  Legal  Assessor.  The  case 
for  the  complainants  having  got  as  far  as  the  cross-examina- 
tion of  Mr.  Atkinson  last  session,  a  number  of  witnesses  on 
his  behalf  were  put  in  and  subjected  by  Mr.  Hemming  to  a 
severe  cross-examination.  The  Legal  Assessor  had  more 
than  once  to  call  Mr.  Hemming  to  order  as  to  the  matter 
and  manner  of  his  questionings.  Mr.  Hemming's  method 
was  such  that  two  of  his  victims  (most  of  whom  were  women) 
were  on  the  verge  of  tears,  and  one  was  reduced  to  a  parrot- 
like reiteration  of  "I  can't  remember."  He  caught  a 
Tartar,  however,  in  one  young  woman,  who  was  not  in  the 
least  dismayed  and  answered  back  very  freely.  Her  replies 
created  much  amusement,  especially  when  at  the  outset, 
instead  of  being  quenched  by  an  interpolation  calculated  to 
disconcert  her,  she  exclaimed  impatiently,  "I  wish  you 
wouldn't  interrupt !  "  Having  called  thirteen  witnesses  out 
of  the  thirty-swven  present,  counsel  for  the  complainants 
proposed  that  to  save  the  time  of  the  Council  in  going  over 
the  same  ground,  he  would  close  his  case.  Mr.  Hemming 
thereupon  entered  further  protests  as  to  the  Council's  pro- 
cedure, and  alleged  discrepancies  between  the  charge  and 
the  notice  of  inquiry,  till  the  Legal  Assessor  was  driven 
to  exclaim,  "Don't  talk  rubbish;  leave  that  alone — go 
on  !  "  For  the  defence  Mr.  Belman,  chemist's  assistant, 
was  called.  He  denied  that  Dr.  Nicolas  had  ever  suggested 
that  he  should  send  patients  on  to  him  for  a  commission. 
He  should  have  regarded  it  as  a  gross  insult.  Mr.  Hemming 
tendered  himself  as  a  witness  and  stated  that  he  sought 
professional  advice  from  Dr.  Nicolas  when  he  was  Dr.  Atkin- 
son's assistant;  the  former  never  canvassed  him  and  the 
two  doctors  spoke  very  handsomely  of  one  another.  Another 
witness  called  also  did  not  add  much.  This  good  lady 
summed  up  the  situation  thus  :  "Some  folks  say  as  Dr. 
Nicolas  canvasses  and  some  say  he  don't.  If  all  of  'em 
spoke  the  truth  there  wouldn't  be  all  this  bother." 

As  the  Council  could  not  entertain  the  idea  of  sitting 
after  four  on  a  Saturday,  especially  when  they  had  already 
given  an  extraordinary  morning  sitting,  Dr.  Saundby  pro- 
posed that  as  the  business  was  far  from  finished  they  should 
meet  at  eleven  on  Monday.   He  only  found  three  supporters, 
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members  feeling  that  the  session  could  not  conclude  on 
Monday  in  any  case.    The  Council  then  adjourned. 

Mr.  Hemming  opened  the  business  on  Monday  by  hand- 
ing in  another  objection.  This  the  President  announced 
was  a  protest  conveyed  in  strong  language  as  to  the  way 
in  which  the  Legal  Assessor  presided  over  the  case.  The 
President  put  this  aside,  and  the  examination  and  re-cross- 
examination  of  witnesses  for  the  defence  were  resumed.  An 
alibi  was  proved  on  one  of  the  days  when  canvassing  was 
alleged  to  have  taken  place,  and  witnesses  came  from 
Catford  to  say  that  they  had  not  been  canvassed.  A  char- 
woman witness,  who  could  not  write  her  own  name,  had  got 
a  petition  in  favour  of  Dr.  Nicolas  signed  by  eighty  persons. 
This  was  sprung  on  the  prosecution  and  was  put  in  for  what 
it  was  worth.  Mr.  Hemming,  who  tendered  himself  as  a 
witness,  was  cross-examined  as  to  how  the  document  came  to 
be  inspired,  and  stated  that,  though  he  prepared  the  draft 
and  the  petition  was  engrossed  at  his  office,  it  was  got  up 
entirely  on  the  witness's  own  initiative.  Dr.  Nicolas  was 
then  tendered  as  a  witness  and  examined  by  Mr.  Hemming 
for  an  hour  or  more  till  the  time  came  for  the  adjournment 
of  the  Council.  Dr.  Nicolas,  who  speaks  with  a  foreign 
accent,  is  a  refined  good-looking  young  fellow  whose  appear- 
ance is  in  his  favour,  and  the  medical  authorities  at  the 
London  Hospital  have  given  high  testimonials  as  to  his 
professional  ability. 

The  Council  had  another  extraordinary  morning 
sitting  on  Tuesday,  when  the  examination  of  Dr. 
Nicolas  was  continued,  lasting  three  and  a  half  more 
hours,  and  the  cross-examination  took  another  three  hours. 
The  defence  was  that  a  partnership  had  been  arranged,  and 
an  absolute  denial  was  given  at  first  of  everything  that  wit- 
nesses for  the  complainant  had  declared.  Questioned  cate- 
gorically on  their  statements,  he  as  categorically  denied 
them,  and  could  offer  no  explanation,  affirming  in  most  in- 
stances that  he  did  not  even  know  the  names  of  the  witnesses. 
The  proceedings  were  resumed  on  Wednesday  morning  at 
half-past  ten.  Possibly  someof  theCouncil  had  already  made 
up  their  minds,  the  case  having  been  before  them  four  days. 
They  listened,  however,  with  exemplary  patience,  the  ther- 
mometer at  about  80°,  while  Mr.  Hemming  continued  his 
defence.  After  the  tea  adjournment,  counsel  for  the  com- 
plaint summed  up  in  a  speech  of  an  hour.  Before 
going  into  camera  the  Legal  Assessor  stated  that  every  step 
before  the  notice  of  inquiry  was  issued,  and  before  the 
hearing  of  the  case,  was  taken  with  the  advice  of  the  legal 
adviser  and  in  strict  accordance  with  the  Standing  Orders 
of  the  Council.  If  there  had  been  any  slip  in  procedure  which 
caused  substantial  injustice  to  any  accused  person  there  is 
a  remedy  in  an  appeal  to  a  higher  authority.  After  an  hour 
■in  camera  the  President  announced  that  John  Papa  Nicolas 
had  been  found  guilty  of  infamous  conduct  in  a  professional 
respect  and  that  his  name  would  be  erased  from  the  Eegister. 
Mr.  Hemming  requested  that  the  Registrar  be  directed  not 
to  erase  the  name  till  a  month  has  elapsed,  so  that  he  might 
apply  for  a  writ  of  certiorari.  The  President  said  that  he 
might  apply  at  the  office  in  the  usual  way.  So  ended  a  penal 
case  unparalleled  for  its  length  in  the  annals  of  the  Council 
for  at  least  the  last  ten  years. 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 
A  motion  by  Sir  John  Batty  Tuke  was  on  the  agenda  re- 
garding this  Bill  now  before  the  House  of  Lords,  '"the  pro- 
visions of  which  would  appear  to  be  open  to  similar  objec- 
tions to  those  of  a  former  Bill."  Sir  John  did  not  proceed 
with  the  motion,  it  being  understood  that  the  Council  is 
to  act  independently  in  the  matter. 

Anesthetic  Administration. 

The  report  of  the  Education  Committee  recommended  that 
the  reply  to  a  communication  from  the  Privy  Council  on 
the  subject  of  the  administration  of  anaesthetics  should 
state  that  the  Council  will  willingly  support  any  measure 
which  has  as  its  object  to  render  illegal  the  practice,  save 
by  duly  qualified  and  registered  medical  practitioners,  of  the 
administration  of  anesthetics.  The  Council  has,  within 
the  last  year,  issued  a  "  Recommendation  "  to  the  Licensing 
Bodies  that  a  course  of  study  in  the  administration  of  anaes- 
thetics should  be  included  in  the  curriculum;  and  they  have 
reason  to  believe  that  it  has  been  already  given  effect  to  by 
many  of  the  bodies.    The  report  was  adopted. 


The  more  specific  work  of  the  Council  was  taken  up  at  odd 
moments  and  conducted  at  lightning  speed.  Thus  the  re- 
ports of  the  Examination,  (Interim)  Education,  and  Phar- 
macopoeia Committees  were  run  in  during  the  ten  minutes 
whilst  they  awaited  the  arrival  of  Dr.  Nicolas  on  Tuesday 
morning.  And  the  reports  of  the  Public  Health,  the 
Finance,  Students'  Registration,  Dental  Education,  and  the 
Unqualified  Practice  Prevention  Committees  were  got 
through  between  12.55  and  1  o'clock. 

Report  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee. 
Dr.  MacAlister,  as  Chairman  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following  report  : 

From  November  18,  1907,  to  Ma-y  18,  1908,  the  number  of 
copies  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  (1898)  sold  by  the 
publishers  was  588.  The  total  number  of  copies  sold  in  the 
year  beginning  May  25,  1907,  was  1,095.  Up  to  the 
present  time  39,769  copies  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  and 
4,470  copies  of  the  Indian  and  Colonial  Addendum  have 
been  sold.  A  further  impression  of  the  Pharmacopoeia 
having  been  ordered,  the  stock  on  hand  now  consists  of 
3,261  copies,  together  with  1,894  copies  of  the  Addendum. 

The  Committee  of  Reference  in  Pharmacy  have  presented 
two  reports,  one  containing  suggestions  for  the  revision  of 
certain  monographs  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  (1898),  the  other 
containing  the  results  of  an  analysis  of  48,000  prescriptions 
actually  dispensed  by  pharmacists  in  England,  Scotland, 
and  Ireland  during  the  last  year  or  so.  Information  has  also 
been  furnished  by  wholesale  druggists  and  manufacturers 
regarding  the  unofficial  drugs  and  preparations  for  which 
there  is  a  large  demand,  and  regarding  the  official  articles 
for  which  the  demand  has  become  very  small.  The  details 
thus  supplied  by  the  Committee  of  Reference,  at  the  cost  of 
much  labour,  will  be  of  material  assistance  to  the  committee 
in  deciding  on  the  inclusion  in  or  omission  from  the  next 
Pharmacopoeia  of  particular  articles. 

In  order  that  they  might  ascertain  the  views  of  the 
medical  authorities  regarding  such  inclusions  or  omissions, 
inquiries  have  been  addressed  by  the  President  to  the 
several  licensing  bodies  in  the  United  Kingdom.  In 
response  to  these  inquiries  the  committee  have  received  a 
large  number  of  careful  reports,  prepared  by  special  com- 
mittees appointed  by  the  bodies,  and  sanctioned  by  their 
authority.  The  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  therein  contained  will  now  be  analysed  and 
tabulated,  and  will  be  considered  by  the  committee  in  due 
course. 

The  thanks  of  the  committee  and  of  the  Council  are  due 
to  all  those  who,  in  this  connection,  have  willingly  assisted 
towards  the  production  of  a  Pharmacopoeia  which  will  reflect 
faithfully  the  present  state  of  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
science  and  practice. 

The  attention  of  the  committee  having  been  called  to  a 
recent  publication  which  appeared  to  them  to  infringe  the 
Council's  statutory  rights  in  tfhe  Pharmacopoeia,  the  opinion 
of  counsel  was  taken  on  the  subject.  The  opinion  confirmed 
the  view  taken  by  the  committee,  and  suggested  the  proper 
steps  to  be  taken  for  the  Council's  protection.  Acting  on  the 
legal  advice  thus  obtained,  representations  were  made  to  the 
publishers,  with  the  result  that  the  present  issue  of  the 
publication  has  been  stopped.  Guarantees  have  also  been 
furnished  that  future  issues  shall  not  be  open  to  the  like 
objection. 

In  view  of  the  legal  sanction  which  the  Pharmacopoeia 
possesses,  not  only  in  the  United  Kingdom  but  in  other  parts 
of  the  Empire,  it  is  important  that  its  official  authority 
should  be  safeguarded,  and  that  the  statutory  propertv  in 
its  text,  which_  the  Legislature  has  vested  in  the  Council, 
should  not  be  impaired  by  the  publication  and  sale  of  un- 
authorised transcripts. 

Unqualified  Practice  of  Medicine. 

A  committee  was  appointed  last  November  to  ascertain 
what  legal  provisions  exist  in  other  countries  for  the  pre- 
vention of  medical  practice  by  other  than  qualified  persons. 
An  interim  report  was  now  submitted  in  which  it  was  stated 
that  most  countries  make  some  attempt  to  regulate  the 
existence  of  medical  practice,  to  check  unlicensed  practi- 
tioners, and  to  confine  the.  exercise  of  the  healing  art  to 
members  of  their  own  nationality,  or  at  any  rate  to  those 
who  have  passed  some  medical  examination  in  the  country. 
Germany  alone  leaves  the  practice  of  the  healing  art  per- 
fectly free  so  long  as  the  practitioner  does  not  assume 
certain  titles  and  does  not  seek  recognition  by  the  muni- 
cipal or  police  authorities.  Particulars  were  given  in  regard 
to  other  countries  and  Colonies,  and  the  committee  propose 
to  continue  their  investigations. 
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association  Hffairs. 


Western  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Committee  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on 
June  3  at  10  New  Cavendish  Street,  London,  W.,  when 
the  following  officers  were  elected  :  President,  Mr.  W.  L. 
Whigham ;  Vice-President,  Mr.  J.  T.  Barrett ;  Hon.  Trea- 
surer, Mr.  W.  F.  Gulliver ;  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  H.  R. 
Procter.  Twelve  new  members  were  elected,  and  the  fol- 
lowing were  elected  delegates  to  the  B.P.  Conference  :  Dr. 
Martindale,  Mr.  Edmund  White,  and  Mr.  H.  R.  Procter. 


Blackpool  and  Fylde  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Palatine  Hotel,  Blackpool,  on 
Friday,  May  29,  Mr.  W.  Leslie  Mayson  in  the  chair.  It 
was  resolved  that  no  kind  of  liquid  should  be  put  into 
mineral-water  or  beer  bottles  by  members  of  the  Association. 
The  Hon.  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  the  Federation  of 
Local  Associations  on  the  subject  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Defence  Union.  A  resolution  was  carried  that  the  Associa- 
tion would  support  the  Federation  in  helping  the  formation 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Defence  Union. 

Cheltenham  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  5  Promenade  on  Thursday,  May  28, 
Mr.  J.  A.  Thomas  (Vice-President)  in  the  chair.  There 
were  also  present  Messrs.  W;  Barrow,  W.  Minchin,  W.  H. 
Hampton,  T.  T.  Dolman,  H.  B.  Clark,  C.  H.  James,  S.  J. 
Coley,  A.  Hill,  A.  E.  Lane,  and  W.  H.  Hill  (Hon.  Secre- 
tary). A  copy  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  and  a  letter  thereon 
from  Mr.  Bremridge  created  a  discussion,  and  it  was  de- 
cided that  the  Association  approve  and  support  the  Bill. 
A  suggestion  for  an  annual  picnic  was  left  to  be  considered 
by  the  committee. 


Tunbridge  Wells  Chemists  Association.

Lincoln  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  on  May  29,  Mr.  J.  S.  Battle,  J.P., 
(President),  in  the  chair.  A  discussion  took  place  upon 
the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  and  it  was  unanimously 
resolved  that  :  "  The  members  assure  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  their  appreciation  of  the  efforts 
they  are  making  to  prevent  corporate  bodies  using  titles 
which  an  individual  can  only  obtam  by  examination,  and 
promise  the  Society  their  active  interest  and  support." 
The  Parliamentary  Committee  were  requested  to  watch  the 
interests  of  the  Association  in  the  matter. 


Hull  Chemists'  Trade  Association. 

At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Grosvenor  Hotel,  Hull,  on  the 
evening  of  May  28,  Mr.  C.  B.  Bell  in  the  chair,  Mr.  J. 
McPhail,  M.R.C.V.S.,  chief  food  inspector  of  the  Hull  Cor- 
poration, lectured  to  a  large  audience  on  "Bacteria." 
Among  those  present  were  Mr.  W.  Robson,  Mr.  W.  Kenny, 
Mr.  Staning  (Hon.  Secretary),  Mr.  A.  Richardson,  and  Mr. 
Stoakes,  and  among  the  guests  were  Drs.  Holder,  Croke, 
Hardy,  Briggs,  Raines  (deputy  medical  officer  of  health), 
and  Mr.  W.  S.  Adamson  (Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.).  The 
lecture  was  historical  and  general  in  character  and  was 
illustrated  by  a  series  of  slides  prepared  by  Mr.  W.  S. 
Rowson.  It  dealt  not  only  with  the  microbic  diseases  of 
animals  and  man,  but  with  yeasts  and  the  beneficent  micro- 
organisms such  as  the  nitrifying  bacillus,  and  was  instruc- 
tive and  interesting.  At  the  close  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks 
was  accorded  to  the  lecturer  on  the  motion  of  the  Chairman, 
seconded  by  Dr.  Holder,  and  supported  by  Mr.  Stoakes. 
This  was  the  last  meeting  of  the  season. 


Keighley  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  the  Devonshire  Hotel, 
Keighley,  on  Thursday,  May  28,  Mr.  A.  S.  Dean  (Presi- 
dent) in  the  chair.  Mr.  Butterfield  (Hon.  Treasurer  and 
Secretary)  presented  the  report  and  balance-sheet,  which 
was  a  record  of  satisfactory  work  done  during  the  year, 
and  showed  a  credit  balance  of  3/.

Eckroyd,  seconded  by  Mr.  Harrison,  that  the  Association 
should  be  affiliated  with  the  West  Riding  Federation. 
Votes  of  thanks  to  the  retiring  officers  terminated  the 
meeting. 


Society  of  Chemist-Opticians. 

A  Meeting  of  the  Council  of  this  Society  was  held  at  the- 
St.  Bride  Institute,  Ludgate  Circus,  London,  E.G.,  on 
May  29.  There  were  present  Mr.  J.  Gibson  ( Hexham > 
(President),  Mr.  Rex  Blanehford,  Mr.  A.  Higgs,  J. P.,  Mr. 
F.  S.  Horsey,  Mr.  S.  W.  Woolley,  and  Mr.  J.  Harcombe 
Cuff  (Hon.  Secretary). 

The  Late  Mr.  Cesar. — On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Horsey, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Blanehford,  a  vote  of  condolence  was 
passed,  upstanding,  to  the  widow  and  family  of  the  late  Mr. 
Julius  Caesar,  a  vice-president  of  the  Society. 

Congratulations.— Mr.  J.  Gibson,  the  newly  elected 
President,  was  welcomed  by  Mr.  Higgs,  who  expressed  the 
hope  that  Mr.  Gibson  would  be  able  to  attend  some  of  the 
meetings  of  the  Society,  notwithstanding  that  he  lives  at 
Hexham.  The  President  thanked  the  Council  for  the 
honour  that  had  been  paid  him  in  electing  him  to  the  presi- 
dency. Mr.  Cuff  was  congratulated  on  his  election  as  a 
member  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain. 

Elections. — Mr.  H.  Flanders  (Cambridge),  Mr.  G. 
Smith  (Rushden),  Mr.  W.  Watts  (Crieff),  and  Mr.  A.  B. 
Stocks  (Hyde)  were  elected  members  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Blanehford  was  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Library 
Committee,  and  Mr.  Horsey  to  the  same  position  on  the 
Law  Committee. 


British  Homoeopathic  Association. 

At  the  annual  meeting  held  at  Chalmers  House,  Russel) 
Square,  on  May  29,  Sir  George  Wyatt  Truscott  presided  in 
place  of  Lord  Cawdor  (President),  who  was  unable  to  be  pre- 
sent. Mr.  Charles  Stewart  (Hon.  Secretary)  read  the  report, 
which  stated  that  the  committee  had  won  their  case  in 
regard  to  the  Honyman  Gillespie  bequest.  This  sub- 
stantial sum  (it  will  be  ultimately  30,000/.)  had  been  left 
by  a  lady  who  was  in  sympathy  with  homoeopathy,  and  the 
bequest  had  been  made  with  the  object  of  founding  a  medi- 
cal school  where  homoeopathy  might  be  taught.  The  direc- 
tions in  the  scheme  as  to  the  teaching  of  homoeopathy  are 
now  mandatory  instead  of  permissive.  The  Association  and 
the  Homoeopathic  Hospital  having  joined  forces  in  taking 
common  action,  it  is  to  be  hoped  they  would  continue 
to  work  together.  The  necessary  accommodation  for  a 
medical  school  is  now  provided  by  the  Association  at 
Chalmers  House.  The  accounts  showed  a  deficiency  of  544/.  ; 
this  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Association  have 
refrained  from  making  any  appeal  while  efforts  to  raise 
the  Hospital  Building  Fund  were  in  progress.  It  is- 
intended  to  establish  a  British  College  of  homoeopathy. 
The  report  was  adopted,  and  a  resolution  empower- 
ing the  committee  to  borrow  not  more  than  1.500/.  up 
to°the  time  of  the  next  annual  meeting  for  the  discharge  of 
debts  already  incurred  and  likely  to  be  incurred  during  the 
ensuing  twelve  months.  Lord  Cawdor  was  re-elected  Presi- 
dent of  the  Association. 


Aberdeen  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  the  chemists  in  Aberdeen  and  district  was 
held  under  the  auspices  of  this  Association  on  May  27 
in  Robert  Gordon's  College. 

Poisons  Bill  Opposition.— Mr.  Jas.  Spence  occupied 
the  chair,  introducing  Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill,  Edinburgh, 
who  explained  the  steps  that  are  being  taken  to  oppose 
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the  Government  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill.  He  said 
there  is  little  to  hope  for  from  the  report,  and  it  is  with 
the  greatest  difficulty  that  evidence  could  be  put  in  at  all, 
the  members  of  Committee  evidently  having  made  up  their 
minds  for  the  repeal  of  the  1868  Pharmacy  Act  and  the  con- 
fiscation of  the  title  '•'chemist  and  druggist." 

Mr.  Hill  sketched  out  a  plan  of  action  to  be  adopted 
when  the  Bill  came  before  the  House  of  Commons,  and 
at  his  suggestion  a  Vigilance  Committee  consisting  of 
Messrs.  Craig,  Hay,  Reith,  and  Paterson  was  appointed, 
and  a  motion  proposed  by  Mr.  Hay,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  C. 
(Simpson,  was  unanimously  adopted  as  follows  : 

That  this  meeting  of  registered  chemists  in  Aberdeen 
and  surrounding  counties',  held  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Aberdeen  Pharmaceutical  Association,  views  with  regret 
•  the  retrograde  steps  which  the  Parliamentary  Commission 
on  the  Government's  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  have  seen 
fit  to  recommend.  They  are  confident  that  any  legislation 
on  these  lines  is  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the  Pharmacy  Act 
of  1868,  dangerous  to  the  public  safety,  and  unfair  to  the 
registered  chemist,  and  while  congratulating  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  on  its  able  representation  before  the  Com- 
mission, would  urge  the  Society  to  use  every  judicious 
means  to  prevent  such  legislation  being  enacted,  at  the 
same  time  assuring  them  of  our  earnest  support. 


London  Chemists'  Association. 

The  second  musical  and  social  evening  was  held  at  "  The 
Horns,"  Kennington  Park,  S.E.,  on  Thursday,  May  28, 
Mr.  W.  F.  Mawer  in  the  chair.  The  moderate  attendance 
was  probably  accounted  for  by  the  warm  weather  that 
prevailed,  since  the  entertainment  provided  by  Mr.  Welles- 
ley  Douglas  was  excellent.  The  visitor  of  the  evening  was 
Mr.  Walter  Hills,  Treasurer  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
who,  in  a  short  speech,  said  that  his  presence  that  evening 
was  a  token  of  his  sympathy  with  the  objects  of  the  London 
Chemists'  Association.  A  great  deal  was  heard  nowadays  of 
collectivism,  socialism,  and  co-ordination,  but  Hazlitt  had 
shown  the  evils  of  great  corporations,  if  they  are  overdone, 
whilst  the  t-endency  of  associations  is  perhaps  to  become 
selfish ;  but  since  political  advances  are  largely  made  by 
combined  social  efforts  and  Parliamentary  leaders  consider 
carefully  what  the  various  societies  and  guilds  have  to  say, 
chemists  cannot  afford  to  be  behind.  Mr.  Hills  mentioned 
his  long  _  connection  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
(twenty-eight  years),  and  that  associations  like  the  London 
Chemists'  Association,  of  which  the  membership  is  not  so 
restricted,  do  good  work  in  the  promotion  of  common  aims, 
and  by  social  amenities  round  off  angularities  of  character, 
in  that  way  creating  among  the  members  respect  and  affec- 
tion for  one  another.  At  the  present  critical  time  this  is  more 
essential  than  ever,  since,  according  to  report,  chemists' 
interests  are  seriously  jeopardised  in  Parliament.  His  con- 
nection with  the  Poisons  Committee  was  known  to  the 
chemists  present,  and  if  evidence  of  sufficiently  strong 
character  could  he  brought  to  show  that  here  or  there 
facilities  for  obtaining  agricultural  and  horticultural  poisons 
are  not  sufficient  he  would  be  willing  to  grant 
special  facilities ;  but  he  had  yet  to  learn  of  such  places, 
and  chemists  ought  to  oppose  the  proposals  of  the 
Privy  Council.  Considering  the  nature  of  the  evening, 
he  would  say  no  more  lest  those  present  should  assume 
that  he  (Mr.  Hills)  was  an  uninteresting  person  with  an 
uninteresting  subject.  The  entertainment  commenced  with 
a  pianoforte  solo  by  Mr.  Talintyre.  Two  monologues  given 
by  Miss  Constance  Walton  were  greatly  appreciated  ;  one 
entitled  "  A  Pennyworth  of  Love,"  by  Miss  Clara  Shirley, 
was  particularly  inteiesting  since  the  authoress  was  pre- 
sent. Two  dramatic  recitations  by  Mr.  Leonard  Howard 
were  very  good.  Mr.  Wellesley  Douglas  contributed 
several  violin  selections,  and  Mrs.  Wellesley  Douglas  gave 
"  John's  Wife  "  and  "  Angus  Macdonald  "  with  spirit  and 
effect.  The  duets.  "Venetian  Song  "  and  ,:  Carmena,"  by 
Misses  Dolly  and  Violet  Edge,  caused  much  applause,  and 
Mr.  Harold  Craxton  gave  two  lively  pianoforte  solos. 


Birkenhead  and  Wirral  Chemists'  Association. 

The  second  annual  supper  of  this  Association  was  given 
by  the  members  at  the  Hotel  Victoria,  New  Brighton, 
on  Thursday  evening,  May  28.  Mr.  A.  E  Breeze  (Presi- 
dent) was  in  the  chair,  and  he  was  supported  by  Mr  J 


Rvmer  Young,  F.C.S.,  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  Dr.  Symes,  Mr.  Last,  and  Mr.  E.  C.  Cowley 
(Liverpool)  ;  Messrs.  C.  H.  Sturt  and  W.  A.  Wynne  (Vice- 
Presidents)  ;  Mr.  A.  H.  Ellithorne  (Hon.  Treasurer)  ;  Mr. 
F  C  Corling  (Hon.  Secretary),  and  about  fifty  other 
members  and  friends.  After  an  excellent  supper  and  the 
loyal  toasts,  the  Chairman  proposed  "Prosperity  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,"  and  Mr.  Rvmer  Young,  in  re- 
plying, devoted  his  speech  chiefly  to  pharmacy  legislation 
and  the  absolutely  damaging 

Onslaught  on  Chemists'  Rights  and  Privileges 
made  by  the  Government  in  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bill  Me  spoke  of  the  attitude  of  the  Joint  Committee 
and  their  refusal  to  consider  the  Society's  own  Pharmacy 
Bill,  the  contents  of  which  he  briefly  referred  to.  Pro- 
ceedino-  to  discuss  the  Government  Bill,  he  said  that  the 
Agricultural  and  Horticultural  Poisons  Clause  is  merely 
the  thin  end  of  the  wedge,  and  in  his  opinion  the  case 
for  the  Bill  has  utterly  failed  to  show  why  such  an  altera- 
tion should  be  made,  but  he  explained  that  the  fact  is 
some  interested  persons  and  firms  carrying  on  the  manu- 
facture of  these  poisons  are  particularly  anxious  that  the 
Pharmacy  Act  should  be  broken  down,  so  that  their  stuff 
may  be  sold  broadcast.  Mr.  Young  recalled  what  he  had 
said  on  this  point  before  the  Joint  Committee,  especially 
in  regard  to  the  efforts  made  by  Parliament  to  restrict  the 
sale  of  poisons  from  the  time  of  the  Arsenic  Act,  which 
was  practically  kindred  in  nature  to  the  present  proposal, 
but  owing  to  its  lack  of  a  body  of  registered  and  quali- 
fied sellers  it  had  been  necessary  to  make  better  provisions 
in  the  Act  of  1868.  The  result  of  the  latter  Act  was  an 
enormous  decrease  in  the  number  of  poisonings,  and  he 
mentioned  60  per  cent..  70  per  cent.,  and  even  80  per  cent, 
as  the  proportionate  decrease.  Continuing,  Mr.  Young 
said  : 

That  is  the  position.    We  have  to  try  and  persuade  the 
Select  Committee  that  it  is  important  that  the  sale  of  these 
things  should  be  restricted  to  chemists.    I  am  not  too  san- 
guine that  we  have  impressed  them  in  that  direction.  We 
are  dealing  with  men,  I  am  afraid,  who,  to  a  large  extent, 
had  made  up  their  minds  before  the  Select  Committee  com- 
menced.   1  say  that  quite  deliberately.    There  was  a.n  air  of 
impatience  to  listen  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  affairs, 
and  a  general  feeling  that  after  all  we  were  nothing  more 
than  a  lot  of  people   struggling   to   maintain    a  trade 
monopoly.      Pressed   to   distinguish  between   a  limited 
liability  company  selling  poisons  and  myself,  I  am  generally 
credited  with  having  scored  a  point  when  I  rounded  on  Mr. 
Atherley  Jones,  the  well-known  barrister,  and  said  :  "  If 
your  contention,  sir,  is  true,  that  a  limited  liability  company, 
not  having  a.  single  qualified  man  in  its  employ,  has  a  right 
to  use  the  title  chemist  because  it  has  a  qualified  assistant, 
will  some  company  be  entitled  to  describe  themselves  as  cash 
barristers  if  they  employ  a  barrister?  "    The  logic  is  all  on 
our  side  in  this  matter  and  the  committee  regarded  it  as  a' 
r.ound  argument. 
Mr.  Young    then   outlined    what   he   conceived    to  be 
the  course  which  the  Bill  will  take,  and  asked  those 
present  to   approach  at    once    their  members  of  Par- 
liament and  use  all  the  pressure  they  could  to  get  them 
to   resist   the   Government   Bill,    especially   to  prevent 
the  transference  to  the   Privy  Council  of  the  powers 
at  present  in  the  hands  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
for  modifying  the  Poisons  Schedule.    He  also  spoke  of  the 
company  proposals,  and  said  that  if  the  Government  did  not 
make  some  concessions  in  that  matter  it  would  be  necessary 
to  oppose  the  Bill  top  and  bottom  from  first  to  last.  During 
the  evening  songs  and  sketches  were  contributed  by  Mr. 
Tom  Morgan.  Mr.  George  Rowlands,  and  Mr.  Fred  Price, 
Mr.  George  Fruman  being  the  accompanist. 

Up  West. — An  interesting  sidelight  on  life  in  the  newly* 
opened  territories  of  Western  Canada  is  supplied  in  a  letter 
from  a  subscriber  in  Saskatchewan.

— At  Yelvertoft,  near  Rugby,  on  May  21,  at  an 
advanced  age,  Mr.  W.  H.  Cotterell,  who  for  many  years 
carried  on  business  at  Snargate  Street,  Dover,  as  a  chemist 
and  druggist.  Mr.  Cotterell  established  the  business,  which 
is  now  the  property  of  Mr.  A.  Lewis  Thompson,  chemist  and 
druggist,  sixty-eight  years  ago,  and  carried  it  on  with 
success  until  his  retirement. 

Evans. — At  Britwell,  Berkhamsted,  on  May  31,  after 
an  operation,  Sir  John  Evans,  K.C.B.,  D.C.L.,  F.R.S., 
aged  eighty-four.  Sir  John  Evans  was  President  of  the 
Society  of  Chemical  Industry  in  1892-3,  and  presided  at 
the  annual  meeting  held  in  Liverpool  in  the  latter  year. 
He  was  better  known  as  an  antiquary  and  numismatist  than 
as  a  chemist,  but  it  was  his  connection  with  the  firm  of 
John  Dickinson  &  Co.,  paper-manufacturers,  which  brought 
him  into  touch  with  chemical  industry,  and  a  large  part 
of  his  address  to  the  Society  was  devoted  to  a  half-century's 
advances  in  paper-making.    This  connection  he  retained 


until  1905,  residing  in  the  house  adjoining  Ash  Mills, 
near  Hemel  Hempstead,  where  the  Dickinson  works 
are  situated.  His  long  residence  at  Ash  Mills  gave 
him  opportunities  for  antiquarian  research,  which  has 
made  his  name  famous  throughout  the  scientific  world. 
Among  his  published  works  were  "  Coins  of  the 
Ancient  Britons"  (1864),  and  "The  Ancient  Stone  Im- 
plements, Ornaments,  and  Weapons  of  Great  Britain," 
his  most  important  work,  published  in  1872.  As  early 
as  1854  he  was  Secretary  to  the  Geological  Society,  and 
afterwards  became  its  President.  He  was  also  President 
of  the  Society  of  Antiquaries,  President  of  the  British 
Association,  and  Treasurer  of  the  Royal  Society  for  twenty 
years,  from  1874.  He  expected  to  be  chosen  President  of 
the  Royal  Society  in  succession  to  Lord  Kelvin  in  1895, 
but  the  claims  of  Lord  Lister  were  superior,  and  it  was 
a  great  disappointment  to  Sir  John  that  his  ambition  to 
occupy  the  chair  of  the  premier  Society  could  not  be 
gratified.  In  Hertfordshire  he  was  one  of  the  best-knowD 
men,  and  was  High  Sheriff  of  the  County  in  1891  and 
was  Chairman  of  the  Herts  Quarter  Sessions.  He  was  a 
gifted  linguist,  and  on  occasions  when  it  was  least  ex- 
pected of  him  he  delivered  speeches  in  French  and  German 
which  were  remarkable  not  only  as  scientific  expositions 
but  as  masterpieces  in  the  languages  in  which  they  were 
uttered.  He  was  created  a  K.C.B.  in  1892,  and  is  survived 
by  Lady  Evans  (his  third  wife)  and  two  sons  and  two 
daughters.  His  elder  son,  Dr.  Arthur  J.  Evans,  F.R.S., 
has  been  curator  of  the  Ashmolean  Museum  since  1884, 
and  is  a  noted  archaeologist. 

Galbraith. — Suddenly,  at  49  Sunny  Bank,  Sheffield,  on 
May  30,  after  an  operation,  William  Galbraith,  aged  fifty- 
five,  analytical  and  consulting  chemist. 

Goldsworthy. — At  the  residence  of  his  son,  in  Hing- 
hani,  Norfolk,  Mr.  W.  L.  Goldsworthy,  of  44  Fortis  Green, 
East  Finchley,  London,  N.,  and  formerly  on  the  represen- 
tative staff  of  Messrs.  Barron,  Harveys  &  Co.,  Giltspur 
Street,  E.C.,  aged  fifty-nine.  Mr.  Goldsworthy  was  one  of 
the  best-known  travellers 
in  the  English  drug-trade, 
having  for  thirty  years 
or  more  represented  the 
Giltspur  Street  house  in 
the  West  of  England.  He 
was  a  Cornishman  by 
descent  and  birth,  and 
after  a  sound  educa- 
tion was  apprenticed  to 
the  late  Mr.  Samuel 
Dunn,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, St.  Austell.  As  soon 
as  he  had  served  his  time 
he  entered  the  wholesale, 
first  as  a  junior  with 
Messrs.  Sumner  &  Co., 
of  Liverpool,  then  with 
Messrs.  Maw,  of  Alders- 
gate  Street.  From  the 
latter  he  went  early  in 

the  'seventies  to  Giltspur  Street,  at  a  time  when 
Mr.  Arthur  Simpson  was  still  a  partner  in  the  firm.  He  held 
several  positions  in  the  warehouse,  and  became  thoroughly 
conversant  with  the  nature  of  the  business  before  the  firm 
selected  him  to  take  the  West  of  England  journey  on  the 
retirement  of  Mr.  Simpson.  Natural  aptitude,  Cornish 
birth,  and  expert  business  knowledge  combined  to  make  his 
venture  on  the  road  more  than  usually  successful.  It  is 
never  easy  to  follow  a  partner;  but  if  Mr.  Goldsworthy 
ever  felt  any  difficulty  he  did  not  show  it,  and  he  soon  came 
to  be  regarded  as  the  friend  of  master  and  man  in  West 
of  England  pharmacy.  His  trade  connection  grew  with 
the  years,  and  with  it  his  influence  as  guide,  philosopher, 
and  friend  to  all  with  whom  he  had  business  relations.  Mr. 
Goldsworthy  had  for  some  years  suffered  from  cardiac 
trouble,  which  first  manifested  itself  shortly  after  the  death 
of  his  wife  five  years  ago.  It  compelled  him  to  give  up  his 
journey  a  year  ago,  and  Messrs.  Barron,  Harveys  &  Co. 
appointed  his  younger  son  as  his  successor.  The  funeral 
takes  place  at  East  Finchley  on  Friday,  June  5. 

Holroyd. — At  Leeds,  on  May  21,  Mr.  John  Jackson  Hol- 
royd,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged  sixty-five. 
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HrGHES. — At  Swansea  on  May  31,  from  pneumonia, 
Mr.  James  Hughes,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  aged  fifty- 
eight.  Mr.  Hughes,  who  «vill  be  remembered  by  many 
throughout  the  country  as  a  fairly  regular  visitor,  along 
with  the  late  Mr.  Grose,  to  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference towns,  was  a  native  of  the  Swansea  district,  and 
served  his  apprenticeship  with  Mr.  Glover,  Castle  Street, 
Swansea.  He  afterwards  studied  at  the  School  of  Phar- 
macy, Bloomsbury  Square,  where  he  took  the  silver  medal 
in  practical  chemistry  (1871  session).  Amongst  his  contem- 
poraries were  Mr.  Horace  Davenport  and  Mr.  Fredk.  J. 
Hanbury,  of  London,  Mr.  Henry  Churchill,  of  Brighton, 
•and  Mr.  Walter  B.  Cole,  of  Weymouth.  Mr.  Hughes  passed 
the  Minor  examination  in  June  1871,  and  the  Major  in 
November  of  the  same  year.  A  few  years  later  he  returned 
to  Swansea  and  started  business  on  his  own  account  in  Castle 
Street,  but  in  1890  he  removed  to  14  Wind  Street,  where 
lie  had  a  large  dispensing,  retail,  and  shipping  business. 
Socially  Mr.  Hughes  was  highly  esteemed  in  Swansea.  He 
was  gifted  with  an  excellent  musical  voice  and  considerable 
histrionic  talent.  He  appeared  in  several  operatic  produc- 
tions under  the  aegis  of  the  old  St.  David's  Dramatic  Society. 
He  was  one  of  the  oldest  Freemasons  in  the  town,  and  had 
passed  through  all  the  chairs  of  the  order.  He  was  a  Church- 
man and  a  Conservative.  The  funeral  took  place  on  Thurs- 
day at  Danygraig  Cemetery,  Swansea. 

McCulloch. — At  13  Clarence  Drive,  Glasgow,  on  May  29, 
Mr.  James  McCulloch,  manager  of  the  St.  Bollox  Chemical- 
works,  Glasgow,  aged  sixty-eight.  Mr.  McCulloch  had 
been  a  member  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  since 
1884. 

Osborne. — At  The  Hollies,  Castle  Cary,  Somerset,  on 
May  23,  Mr.  George  Cooch  Osborne,  chemist  and  druggist, 
formerly  in  business  at  Bruton.  Mr.  Osborne  was  found  dead 
in  bed.

Florida-water  Labels. 


AT  the  Supreme  Court  at  Hong-Kong  on  April  23,  before 
the  Chief  Justice  (Sir  F.  Piggott),  a  Chinese  firm  of 
merchants, known- as  the  Kwong  Sang.  Des  Vceux  Road 
Central,  were  charged,  at  the  instance  of  Messrs.  Lanman  & 
Kemp,  of  New  York,  with  infringing  their  Florida  water 
trade-marks.  The  case,  which  lasted  three  full  days,  occa- 
sioned., considerable,  comment  in  commercial  circles,  and 
•eventually  ended  in.  a;verdict  of  "not  guilty."  Mr.  W. 
Slade  conducted  the  prosecution,  and  Sir  Henry  Berkeley, 
K.C.,  appeared  for  the  defendants.  Mr.  Slade.  in  opening, 
said  that  the  fraud  alleged  was  first  of  all  in  selling  bottles 


•of  Florida  water  bearing  a  trade-mark  which  so  closely 
resembled  the  trade-mark  of  the  prosecutors  that  it  was  cal- 
culated to  deceive  unwary  purchasers  into  believing  that 
they  were  buying  the  genuine  Florida  water.  The  second 
charge  was  known  technically  as  a  false  trade-description 
,as  defined  by  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act.  The  similarity 
.between  the  two  labels  was  dealt  with,  while  the  get-up  of 
the  bottle,  it  was  alleged,  was  calculated  to  deceive.  Prose- 
cutors asked  the  defendants  in  December  last  to  desist  from 
using  the  trade-mark  in  question,  but  they  declined,  and 
the  prosecutors,  who  had  tried  from  1901  to  pet  their 
trade-mark  registered,  only  succeeded  in  doing  so  this  year, 


after  which  they  instituted  proceedings  and  a  seizure  was 
made  of  1,632  bottles  in  possession  of  defendants.  Sir 
Henry  Berkeley,  for  the  defence,  ridiculed  the  idea  that 
there  was  a  similarity  between  the  labels,  and  described  the 
prosecution  as  an  act  of  intimidation.  He  argued  that  the 
defendants  could  not  be  convicted  if  it  was  proved  that  they 
had  no  "  intention  "  to  defraud,  even  if  there  was  some  simi- 
larity in  the  trade-marks.  How  was  it  possible,  Sir  Henry 
asked,  to  deceive  the  man  in  the  street  into  purchasing 


the  "Two  Girls"  brand  of  Florida  water  for  that  of  the 
"Fountain"  brand  belonging  to  Lanman  &  Kemp?  An 
injunction  was  the  step  that  should  have  been  taken  so 
that  the  defendants  could  take  the  matter  to  the  Privy 
Council.  "But  no,"  he  remarked  loudly,  "they  know  if 
we  are  convicted  here  we  have  no  remedy."  The  prosecu- 
tion had  not  brought  one  man  to  show  that  he  had  been 
defrauded  by  being  handed  the  defendants'  Florida  water 
when  he  asked  for  that  of  Lanman  &  Kemp.  At  the  con- 
clusion of  the  address,  witnesses  for  the  defence  were 
examined,  including  Tung  Tuk  Tim,  managing  partner  of 
the  Kwong  Sang  firm,  who  spoke  to  the  ''Two  Girls" 
trade-mark  being  his  property.  Cross-examined,  witness 
said — 

that  the  trade-mark  he  used  for  olive  oil  had  the  "Two 
Girls  "  on  the  label,  but  was  void  of  all  scroll  work.  Only 
his  Florida-water  and  hair-oil  labels  had  the  fringing  and 
scroll  work.  He  knew  that  Lanman  &  Kemp  were  the 
original  manufacturers  of  Florida  water.  On  the  Chinese 
label  at  the  back  of  his  bottle  there  appeared  a  statement 
that  his  Florida  water  was  the  best  made  by  himself  for  a. 
number  of  years.  That  did  not  convey  to  his  mind  that  his 
Florida  water  was  made  from  Lanman  &  Kemp's  recipe. 

Mr.  Slade  :  Your  firm  has  only  been  started  for  two  years. 
And  what  do  you  mean  when  you  say  that  the  Florida  water 
had  been  put  to  a  severe  test  for  many  years?  Does  that 
not  suggest  to  you  that  you  had  Lanman  &  Kemp  a 
rocipe  ? 

Witness:  No.  We  have  only  started  business  two  years, 
but  we  meant  to  convey  by  the  label  that  we  have  been  doing 
business  many  years,  and  henceforth. 

How  many'bottles  of  Florida  water  does  your  firm  sell  a 
year  ? — I  cannot  say  straight  off. 

Well,  within  a  thousand.— 10,000  dozen  per  year. 

What  was  your  sale  the  first  year?— 400  to  500  dozen 
bottles. 

If  you  had  used  another  kind  of  label  for  your  Florida 
water  do  you  expect  you  would  have  had  such  sales  ? — I 
think  so. 

Why  did  you  follow  this  label  ?— I  did  not  follow  it. 
When  printing  our  label  we  gave  the  artist  to  understand 
that  two  girls  and  two  flags  must  appear  on  the  label.  We 
left  the  bordering  to  him.  ,  • 

The  Chief  Justice  :  When  you  gave  the  "  two  girls  to 
the  artist  to  design  why  did  you  want  a  border?— All 
Florida-water  bottles  have  borders.    I  think  it  is  necessary. 

Why  do  you  think  it  is  necessary  ?— Because  it  is  "  flower 
Wcitcr. ' 

Is  it  because  all  Florida-water  bottles  have  floral 
designs  ^  "Y*ss. 

Did  you  specially  give  instructions  to  have  the  label  bor- 
dered ? — No,  I  gave  instructions  for  a  fancy  label.  _ 

Mr.  W.  G.  Humphreys  said  he  had  been  doing  business  in 
the  Colonv  for  twenty-seven  vears.  There  were  many 
kinds  of  Florida  water  sold.  He  imported  several  brands 
of  Florida  water— American,  German,  and  trench— 
but  not  that  of  Lanman  &  Kemp,  and  there  had  been  no 
question.  The  "get  up"  of  those  was  the  same  as  ban- 
man's.  He  never  imported  Florida  water  in  other  than  the 
familiar  bottles. 
The  Chief  Justice  having  summed  up,  the  jury  returned  a 
verdict  of  not  guilty  by  a  majority  of  six  to  one,  but  no 
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costs  were  allowed,  the  Chief  Justice  finally  remarking,  "  I 
think  it  is  the  biggest  fraud  I  ever  came  across  in  this 
Colony,"  a  remark  which  has  been  made  the  subject  of  much 
editorial  comment  in  the  Hong-Kong  Press.

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 
The  House  of  Lords  adjourned  on  Monday  until  Tues- 
day, June  16.  No  announcement  was  made  by  the  Earl' 
of  Crewe  in  regard  to  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  but 
it  is  understood  that  the  Bill  is  to  be  put  down  for  the 
Committee  stage  on  June  22. 

The  report  from  the  Sele?t  Committee  of  the  House  of 
Lords  and  the  House  of  Commons  on  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill   which   was  ordered   to  be  printed  on 
March  24  was  issued  Lin  June  4.    The  evidence  heard  before 
the  Committee  has  not  yet  been  issued.    The  report  begins 
by  giving  the  Orders  of  Reference,  which  enumerate  the- 
stages  in  the  career  of  the  Bill  in  the  House  of  Lords  from 
the  second  reading  on  March  5  to  the  following  resolution 
passed  at  the  first  sitting  of  the  Committee  on  March  24  : 
That  evidence  taken  before  the  Joint  Committee  from, 
time  to  time  be  printed,  but  no  copies  to  be  delivered  except 
to  members  of  the  Committee  and  to  such  other  persons  as 
the  Committee  shall  think  fit  until  further  orders. 

The  official  report  only  gives  a  bare  outline  of  what  took 
place  before  the  Committee,  but  in  some  cases  supplements 
the  full  reports  which  have  appeared  in  The  Chemist  and* 
Druggist.  As  an  example  we  may  quote  from  the  pro- 
ceedings of  March  31.  This  was  the  first  meeting  at  which 
witnesses  were  examined,  and  the  first  witness  was  Mr. 
T.  H.  Middleton.  This  gentleman  had  not  completed  his 
evidence  when  Lord  Lawrence  moved  : 

That  this  Committee,  having  heard  the  evidence  of  Mr. 
Middleton  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  are  of  opinion  tha*i 
it  is  not  desirable  to  examine  further  witnesses  on  the  desire- 
of  the  farming  community  for  greater  facilities  to  buy 
poisons  used  in  agriculture. 
Eight  of  the  Committee  voted  for  this  resolution,  the  two 
"  non-contents  "  being  Mr.  Idris  and  Sir  John  Batty  Tuke. 
Mr.  Middleton  was  further  examined,  and  other  witnesses 
were  called,  but  the  above  resolution  explains  in  some 
measure  the  subsequent  attitude  of  the  Committee  on  the- 
question  of  the  sale  of  agricultural  poisons.  The  names 
of  the  witnesses  examined  each  day  are  given  in  the  report. 
At  the  meeting  on  May  19  it  is  stated  that  -Mr.  W.  S. 
Glyn-Jones  was  recalled.  The  Bill  was  gone  through 
clause  by  clause,  as  explained  in  the  C.  <£  D.,  May  23,  p.  791. 
When  Clause  2  had  been  read  Sir  John  Batty  Tuke  pro- 
posed to  leave  out  the  reference  to  arsenic  as  one  of  the 
agricultural  poisons,  but  this  was  "  disagreed  with."  Mr. 
Idris  proposed  to  leave  out  the  words  "connection  with" 
in  the  sentence  "  for  use  exclusively  in  connection  with 
agriculture  or  horticulture,"  but  this  was  negatived,  as 
also  was  the  proposal  of  Sir  John  Batty  Tuke  to  insert, 
after  the  word  "horticulture"  "as  sheep-dips  or  insecti- 
cides." Sir  John  also  proposed  to  substitute  the  words 
"  the  licensing  justices  "  for  the  words  "  a  local  authority." 
Lord  Monk  Bretton  also  proposed  to  insert  the  words  "  any 
local  authority  authorised  to  appoint  an  analyst  for  the- 
purposes  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  "  for  the 
words  "  a  local  authority."  When  this  was  put  to  the  vote 
there  were  four  "contents"  and  four  "  non-contents,"" 
which  resulted  in  the  proposal  being  negatived.  Mr.  Idris 
then  moved  to  insert  the  words  "  or  any  other  Act  "  after 
the  words  "but  nothing  shall  exempt  any  person  so 
licensed  from  the  requirements  of  any  other  provision  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  or  of  the  Arsenic  Act,  1851,"  but 
this  was  disagreed  with,  as  also  was  Mr.  Idris's  proposal  to 
leave  out  sub-section  (4)  of  Clause  2,  which  provides  that 
an  order  in  Council  made  under  the  section  shall  be  laid 
before  both  Houses  of  Parliament  as  soon  as  may  be  after 
it  is  made.  The  whole  of  Clause  2  was  then  agreed  to. 
Sir  John  Batty  Tuke  next  proposed  to  insert  the  following 
new  clause  : 

A  company,  registered  under  the  Companies  Acts,  may 
sell  or  keep  open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisons,  or  may  take, 
use,  or  exhibit  the  name  or  title  of  "  chemist  and  druggist," 
or  *'  chemist,"  or  "  druggist,"  if,  and  so  long  as,  all  trans- 
actions relating  to  the  storage,  retailing,  dispensing,  anc? 
compounding  of  poisons  are  carried  on  under  the  direction 
of  one  or  more  directors,  being  registered  chemists  and 
druggists,  and  if,  and  so  long  as,  the  names  of  the  director 
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or  directors,  so  acting,  are  entered  in  a  register  to  be  kept 
for  that  purpose  by  the  Registrar  under  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1852;  subject,  as  aforesaid,  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy 
Acts  shall  apply  to  a  body  corporate  in  like  manner  as  they 
apply  to  an  individual. 

Any  offence  committed  by  a  company,  registered  under 
the  Companies  Acts,  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  Section  26 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  be  deemed  to  be  an  offence  com- 
mitted by  the  director  or  directors  of  such  company  for  the 
time  being  registered  under  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing 
section. 

The  amendment  was  negatived,  but  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  Mr.  Vincent  Kennedy  voted  with  Mr.  ldris  and  Sir 
John  Batty  Tuke  for  the  clause,  those  against  it  being 
Lord  Haversham,  Lord  Lawrence,  Lord  Monk  Bretton, 
Lord  Saltoun,  and  Lord  Stanley  of  Alderley.  [Mr.  Godfrey 
Baring  did  not  vote,  and  Mr.  Atherley-Jones  was  not  pre- 
sent.] Clause  3  was  then  read,  and  Mr.  ldris  succeeded 
in  getting  the  words  "and  certificate  of  qualification" 
inserted  after  the  word  "name"  dealing  with  the  exhibi- 
tion of  the  name  of  the  person  conducting  the  business. 
Lord  Haversham  proposed  the  insertion  of  the  new  sub- 
section (3)  : 

1.  A  body  corporate,  or  in  Scotland  a  firm  or  partnership, 
may  carry  on  the  business  of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or 
chemist  and  druggist,  and  may  use  the  description 
of  "chemist  and  druggist"  or  of  "chemist"  or  of 
"  druggist "  if  in  every  premises  where  the  business  is 
carried  on  the  business  is  bona  fide  conducted  by  a  manager 
or  assistant  being  a  duly  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist 
or  chemist  and  druggist,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  if  the  name 
and  certificate  of  qualification  of  the  person  so  qualified  is 
conspicuously  exhibited  in  the  shop  or  other  place  in  which 
he  so  conducts  the  business;  subject  as  aforesaid,  sections  1 
and  15  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  shall  aply  to  a  body  cor- 
porate in  like  manner  as  they  apply  to  an  individual. 

2.  In  Scotland,  anything  which  under  this  section  would 
be  an  offence  if  committed  by  a  body  corporate  shall  be  an 
offence  if  committed  by  a  firm  or  partnership. 

This  was  given  in  the  C.  <b  D.,  May  23,  p.  791,  with  the 
exception  of  the  sub-section  (2).  Clauses  3,  4,  and  5  were 
then  agreed  to.  The  Chairman  proposed  the  omission  of 
the  sub-section  of  Clause  6,  which  was  "  This  Act  shall  not 
extend  to  Ireland,"  and  he  also  obtained  the  insertion  of 
the  new  clause  given  in  the  C.  <£•  D.,  May  23,  p.  791.  The 
Schedule,  Preamble,  and  Title  were  then  read  and  agreed 
to,  and  the  Chairman  was  requested  to  prepare  a  draft 
report.  The  Committee  adjourned  to  the  next  day 
(May  20),  when  the  draft  report  was  agreed  to.  Lord 
Haversham  being  entrusted  with  the  duty  of  reporting  to 
the  House  of  Lords,  and  Mr.  Atherley-Jones  to  the  House 
of  Commons. 

Pharmacy  Bill. 
The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Pharmacy  Bill  was  not 
reached  on  Wednesday,  June  3 ;  the  second  reading  is  put 
down  for  Wednesday.  June  24. 

Penny  Post  to  the  United  States. 
On  Wednesday.  June  3,  Sir  W.  Holland  asked  the  Post- 
master-General whether  he  is  in  a  position  to  make  any 
statement  in  regard  to  the  negotiations  which  he  has  been 
conducting  with  the  United  States  Government  in  refer- 
ence to  the  introduction  of  Anglo-American  penny  postage 
In  his  reply.  Mr.  Buxton  said  :  The  question  of  Anglo- 
American  penny  postage  has  been  under  the  consideration 
of  the  Postmaster-General  of  the  United  States  and  myself  . 
1  am  glad  to  be  able  to  announce  that  I  have  now  received 
a  telegram  from  Mr.  Meyer  stating  that  he  is  prepared  to 
accept  the  proposal  I  made  to  him  for  the  establishment  of 
penny  postage  between  the  two  countries.  Certain  arrange- 
ments have  to  be  made  before  the  change  comes  into  force 
Rut  on  and  after  October  1  next,  the  rate  of  letter  postage 
to  the  United  States  will  be  the  same  as  that  to  the  Colonies 
—viz.,  id.  per  oz.  throughout  the  scale,  instead  of  2M 
as  at  present  1  feel  sure  that  this  announcement  will  give 
satisfaction  to  the  House.  I  may,  perhaps,  be  allowed  to 
express  my  confident  belief  that  this  reduction  in  the  postal 
rates  between  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  United  States 
will,  by  greatly  increasing  the  freedom  of  personal  and 
commercial  intercourse,  not  only  further  the  many  interests 
the  two  nations  have  in  common,  but  also  strengthen  the 
mutual  good  feeling  which  happily  exists  between  them 


Cash-on-Delivery  System. 
In  reply  to  the  question  by  Sir  J.  Randell,  the  Post- 
master-General stated  on  Monday  that  there  is  no  present 
intention  of  dealing  with  the  question  of  introducing  the 
cash-on-delivery  system  in  the  United  Kingdom,  as  this 
proposal  involves  quite  different  considerations  from  those 
involved  in  its  application  to  certain  Colonies  and  Depen- 
dencies, f 

Customs  and  Excise. 
In  connection  with  the  contemplated  changes  in  the 
Excise  service  (C.  <L-  D.,  May  23,  p.  789),  Mr.  Hobhouse,  in 
answer  to  the  question  whether  the  interests  of  the  Excise 
officers  would  be  properly  safeguarded,  replied  that  until 
the  changes  referred  to  had  taken  place  it  is  not  possible  to 
forecast  the  future  needs  of  the  public  service. 

Methylated-spirit  Drinking. 
The  Chief  Secretary  for  Ireland  was  asked  this  week 
by  Mr.  Devlin  whether  his  attention  had  been  called  to 
the  continued  prevalence  of  the  habit  of  drinking  methy- 
lated spirit  as  a  substitute  for  alcohol  in  Ulster,  particu- 
larly in  County  Derry,  and  whether  he  would  consider  the 
possibility  of  taking  some  effective  steps  to  mitigate  this 
evil,  which  was  a  danger  to  the  health  of  the  labouring 
classes  affected.  Mr.  Birrell  replied  :  I  have  obtained 
reports  from  the  police  authorities  which  go  to  show  that 
the  practice  in  question  does  not  now  prevail  in  Ulster  to 
any  considerable  extent.  In  some  parts  of  County  Tyrone 
the  practice  is  stated  to  exist  to  a  small  extent,  and  in  the 
city  of  Londonderry  a  few  cases  have  from  time  to  time 
come  under  the  notice  of  the  police ;  but  the  practice  ap- 
pears to  be  on  the  decrease.  Under  the  Spirits  Act,  1880, 
any  person  who  sells  methylated  spirits  as  a  beverage  incurs 
a  penalty  of  100/. ,  which  is  recoverable  by  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Inland  Revenue.  The  police  have  been  instructed 
to  afford  all  possible  assistance  to  the  Inland  Revenue 
authorities  in  the  prevention  and  detection  of  the  offence  in 
question. 

Sunday  Closing  of  Shops. 
Mr.  Gladstone  has  stated,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Mc Arthur,  that 
the  Government  are  unable,  in  the  existing  state  of  public 
business,  to  afford  any  facilities  to  the  Sunday  Closing  of 
Shops  Bill,  which  has  already  been  introduced  into  the 
Lords. 

International  Cancer  Research. 
The  Prime  Minister  was  asked  on  June  2  by  Captain  Faber 
whether,  with  reference  to  the  meeting  held  in  Berlin  on 
May  23  with  the  object  of  founding  an  international  associa- 
tion for  the  prosecution  of  cancer  research,  he  would  pro- 
mise the  assistance  of  this  country  in  that  direction.  Mr. 
Asquith  replied  :  No,  sir ;  as  at  present  advised  I  am  not 
disposed  to  give  such  a  promise  as  the  hon.  member  sug- 
gests. The  imperial  Cancer  Research  Fund,  which  is  sup- 
ported by  Government,  is  doing  all  it  can  in  the  encourage- 
ment of  individual  intercourse  and  exchange  of  material 
between  investigators  of  different  countries. 

Weights  and  Measures. 
Viscount  Helmsley,  having  asked  Mr.  Churchill  whether 
his  attention  had  been  called  to  the  hardship  which  was 
inflicted  on  small  tradesmen  through  being  compelled  to 
pay  for  the  annual  adjustment  of  their  weights  under  the 
Weights  and  Measures  Act,  and  whether  he  could  alter 
the  regulations  so  that  they  should  only  be  charged  when  the 
weights  were  found  to  be  inaccurate,  Mr.  Churchill  replied  : 
I  think  the  noble  lord  must  be  under  some  misapprehension, 
as  the  regulations  made  under  the  Weight:;  and  Measures 
Acts  do  not  require  the  annual  adjustment  of  weights.  The 
Act  of  1878  expressly  provides  that  a  weight  duly  stamped  is 
a  legal  weight  throughout  the  United  Kingdom,  unless 
found  to  be  false  or  unjust. 

Sum  Pepper. — In  reporting  on  the  trade  of  the  Monthons  of 
Saiburi  and  Puket,  Siam,  the  British  Consul  states  that  pepper 
has  greatly  fallen  in  price,  and  partly  for  this  reason  and 
partly  because  the  older  fields  are  becoming  worked  out 
the  export  is  far  less  than  it  used  to  be.  During  1907  it  was 
probably  about  1,373  tons,  valued  at  46,877/.,  which  is  slightly 
less  than  the  estimate  for  the  year  before.  The  districts  of 
Sungei  Opis  and  Trang  produce  pepper,  though  the  product 
from  both  places  bears  the  trade-name  of  Trang  popper.

A  Smyrna  correspondent,  writing  on  May  23,  states  that 
since  his  last  statement  on  May  16  the  reports  received  from 
most  of  the  producing  centres  lay  stress  on  the  absence  of 
rain,  and  mention  the  decrease  in  the  yield  of  the  crop.  The 
market  closed  very  firm,  with  buyers,  while  sellers  main- 
'tained  a  very  reserved  attitude.  The  Salonica  crop  pro- 
mised well  up  to  May  15,  and  in  spite  of  the  drought,  it  was 
hoped  that  the  yield  would  exceed  1,200  cases,  the  total  at 
which  it  had  been  valued.  Since,  then,  however,  the  situation 
has  changed,  and  on  Mav  22  the  Salonica  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce telegraphed  as  follows:  "The  drought  has  persisted 
ior  thirty  days.  The  sowings  of  poppv-seed  were  destroyed 
after  the  tenth  day." 

Another  Smyrna  correspondent,  writing  on  Mav  29, 
-states  that  throughout  the  week  the  market  has  been  ex- 
cited with  the  daily  news  from  interior  growers,  who  loudly 
complain  of  the  damage  done  to  the  spring-sown  poppv 
by  hot  winds,  and  by  the  total  absence  of  the  usual  spring 
showers  Many  of  the  fields  which  were  in  a  healthy  con- 
dition, from  an  agricultural  point  of  view— the  plants 
promising  a  substantial  yield— have  withered,  forcing 
farmers  to  replant  the  same  fields  by  substituting  other 
products,  such  as  barley,  maize,  etc."  This  naturally  has  1 


created  a  heavy  deficit  in  the  already  small  estimate  of 
the  coming  crop,  and  the  position  of  our  market  has 
strengthened  with  an  advance  of  fully  Is.  6c7.  to  is.  8d.  per 
lb.  all  round,  with  few  sellers.  The  sales  amount  to  only 
seven  cases  of  current  qualities  at  13s.  per  lb.,  but  fully 
20  to  25  cases  would  have  changed  hands  had  our  sellers 
been  more  disposed  to  sell.  Large  interested  dealers  are 
now  confident  that  most,  if  not  all,  their  loss  will  be  re- 
couped, for  they  are  certain  that  consumers  will  have 
to  respond  to  every  advance,  owing  to  exhausted  stocks 
in  London  and  New  York.  Certainly  the  position  is  dif- 
ferent from  what  it  was  last  year,  when  every  manufacturer 
was  more  or  less  well  supplied,  and  stocks  of  Turkey  and 
Persian  were  being  offered  in  London  at  considerably  lower 
prices. 

Otto  of  Rose. — Advices  from  Bulgaria,  dated  May  28, 
state  that  the  rose  harvest  began  a  week  or  almost  ten  days 
in  advance  of  the  usual  time,  this  being  due  to  the  early 
and  warm  spring.  The  crop  at  first  promised  to  be  good, 
as  the  bushes  were  in  the  best  possible  condition,  but  on 
account  of  the  extremely  hot  and  dry  weather  during  the 
last  three  weeks  many  of  the  buds  withered,  and  those  that 
prematurely  blossomed  contained  very  little  otto.  This 
naturally  affected  greatly  the  prospects  of  the  crop,  and 
even  threatened  to  make  it  a  very  small  one.  Several 
days  ago,  however,  matters  improved,  and  before  the  week 
ending  May  30  closed,  matters  sensibly  improved,  owing 
to  beneficial  rains,  and  if  the  present  cool  weather  should 
continue  the  possibility  is  that  the  distillation  may  extend 
to  three  weeks,  instead  of  ten  days,  as  it  looked  at  the 
outset  of  the  harvest.

Good  and  fine  Orange  marks  are  quiet  at  from 
125s.  to  145s.  spot,  A.  C.  Garnet  is  quoted  105s.  spot, 
and  for  May-June  shipment  102s.

G.A.L.  is  quoted  95s.  spot.  Futures  are  dearer,  August 
having  sold  up  to  120s.,  October  to  122s.,  and  January 
123s.  per  cwt. 

4^<7.  per  cwt.  for 
ordinary,  and  10s.  10g(7.  for  refined.  Liverpool  is  un- 
changed at  10s.

Values, 
owing  to  costs  of  raw  materials,  etc.,  and  restriction  of  pro- 
duction where  necessary,  are,  on  the  whole,  well  maintained. 

Barium-products. — Demand  in  this  branch  is  perhaps 
almost  better  maintained  just  at  present  than  in  any  other 
department  of  the  heavy-chemical  market.  This,  together 
with  the  fact  that  the  main  raw  materials  keep  a  firm  tone, 
produces  a  steadiness  which  is  likely  to  be  maintained  for 
some  time  to  come.  The  mineral  carbonate  of  barytes  is  still 
in  short  supply  outside  existing  contracts,  and  values  can 
only  be  given  nominally  as  follows  :  80  to  85  per  cent.,  57s.  bd.  ; 
88  to  90  per  cent.,  67s.  6c?.  :  and  92  to  94  per  cent.,  82s.  6c?.— 
all  per  ton  on  rails  in  bulk.

Sulpha -E  of  Ammonia. — Prices  in  this  market  are  lower, 
but  the  decline  which  has  taken  place  leaves  prices  higher 
than  might  be  expected  from  the  general  weak  tone  of  the 
market.  New  business  is  of  a  very  limited  nature,  both  on 
prompt  and  forward  account.  Most  of  the  buying  which 
is  being  done  just  at  present  is  that  which  is  necessitated 
for  the  covering  of  sales  made  some  time  back.  Present 
nominal  figures  are  :  Beckton,  prompt,  121.

American  Drug-market. 

New  York,  May  26. 

A  rather  more  hopeful  feeling  is  noticeable  in  the 
American  drug-maricec  induced  by  a  fairly  satisfactory 
week's  business.  Speculation  is  still  confined  to  a  few  lines, 
but  jobbing  orders  are  heavier,  and  the  interests  of  con- 
sumers seem  more  widely  distributed.  Opium  is  nominally 
steady,  camphor  is  lower,  while  ipecac,  and  guarana  are  in 
advancing  tendency. 

Aloes. — The  market  for  Curacao  in  boxes  is  not  particu- 
larly firm,  and  possibly  better  than  6^0.  can  be  done  in  some 
quarters.  Gourd  and  Cape  are  unaltered  at  9c.  to  8c.  re- 
spectively. 

Camphor. — Refined  continues  to  decline,  the  latest  cut 
bringing  the  price  down  to  52c.  for  bulk  and  53c.  for 
cubes. 

Cascaba  Saghada. — Excepting  the  news  of  a  firmer  market 
abroad,  little  has  occurred  to  strengthen  the  spot  position. 
Peeiing  of  bark  will  soon  be  in  full  swing  all  over  the  pro- 
ducing area,  but  the  probable  yield  has,  so  far,  not  been 
guessed  at.  Meanwhile  buyers  operate  very  cautiously  in 
the  hope  of  doing  better  than  65C.  later  on. 

Copaiba  is  moving  pretty  freely  at  the  unchanged  and 
steady  prices  of  50c.  to  55c.  for  C.  and  S.  American  pure. 
Parcels  of  Para  arrive  occasionally,  but  this  variety  is  still 
scarce,  and  90c.  to  95c.  is  asked. 

Guarana. — Shipments  for  this  market  have  been  light  for 
some  time,  and  under  the  influences  of  scarcity  at  primary 
sources  and  stock  concentration  on  spot,  values  have  advanced 
50c.  to  $0  for  fine  grade. 

Hydrastis. — Some  business  in  manufacturing  grades  is 
passing,  and  the  market  for  fall-dug  is  fairly  steady,  on  the 
basis  ot  $1.90  to  $1.95  for  jobbing  loti,  despite  the  offerings 
of  spring-dug  at  a  reduction. 

Ipecac. — Cartagena  has  scored  an  advance  of  5c,  and  the 
main  supplies  are  now  held  at  $1  for  moderate  parcels.  The 
market  for  Rio  is  regarded  with  particular  favour,  and  $1.50 
is  asked  by  some  dealers,  although  the  $1.15  quotation  has 
not  been  withdrawn. 

!  li.ECURlALS  are  lower  by  about  5c.  all  round,  prices  now 
current  for  jobbing  lots  being  70c.  for  bichloride,  79c.  for 
calomel,  89c.  for  red  precipitate,  etc.  The  market  has  been 
easy  for  some  time,  but  local  competition  is  said  to  be  the 
cause  of  the  present  drop  in  open  quotations. 

Opium.— The  tenor  of  recent  reports  on  the  prospects 
of  "  Turkey "  diverge  widely.,  and  some  holders  are  not 
anxious  to  sell  at  the  prices  now  current.  Cases  have  changed 
hands  during  the  week  at  approximately  $4.50,  but  since  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  assign  any  definite  tendency  to  the  course; 
of  the  market,  buyers  continue  the  well-worn  plan  of  buying 
only  sufficient  for  their  actual  needs.  The  price  of  morphine 
has  been  revised,  and  shows  a  10c.  reduction. 

Peppermint  Oil  (American).— Nothing  has  occurred  to  alter 
the  position.    The  market  is  easy,  and  former  prices  stand. 

Sassafras  Oil.— Natural  is  lower  at  65c,  owing  to  a  good 
supply  and  competition  with  the  artificial  product. 

Tonka-beans  are,  at  present,  in  poor  demand.  Prices 
recently  obtained  for  small  parcels  were  80c.  for  Angostura 
and  20c.  for  Para. 

Winteegbeen  Oil. — Owing  to  the  ease  with  which  birch  oil 
can  be  adulterated  with  the  synthetic  product,  it  is  rather 
difficult  to  fix  the  value  of  genuine  oil,  and  quotations  range 
from  $1.80  to  $2.25.  True  wintergreen  is,  on  the  other  hand, 
firmer  at  $4.   

The  exports  of  drugs  and  chemicals  from  Osaka,  Japan,  in 
1907  were  valued  at  100,434?.,  being  an  increase  of  93,232?.  over 
1906. 

Submarines  tor  Sponge-fishing.— A  novel  type  of  sub- 
marine, intended  for  the  sponge-fishing  industry  on  the  coast 
of  Tunis,  has  been  built  in  France.  It  is  intended  to  carry 
two  men,  and  is  so  constructed  as  to  enable  it  to  move  along  the 
sea  bottom.

Purity  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals. 
Sir, — If  I  may  be  permitted  to  express  an  opinion,  the 
paper  contributed  by  Mr.  C.  A.  Hill  in  your  issue  of 
May  23  is  perhaps  the  most  important  addition  to  phar- 
maceutical knowledge  since  Mr.  J.  C.  Umney's  "  Standards 
for  Medicines  "  of  November  1902,  and  it  should  prove  of 
the  greatest  service  to  those  engaged  in  the  production  of 
the  new  editio.i  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 

The  dispensing  chemist  of  the  present  day  probably 
relies  more  and  more  upon  his  wholesale  house  for  the 
supply  of  pure  materials,  and  the  ambiguous  expressions 
so  common  in  the  pharmacopoeial  monographs  are  a  fruitful 
source  of  discussion,  if  not  of  difference,  between  the  latter 
and  the  manufacturers  from  whom  supplies  may  be 
obtained.  To  those  who  are  in  the  habit  of  regularly 
examining  chemicals,  Mr.  Hill's  paper  cannot  but  confirm 
their  everyday  work.  Far  from  there  being  any  insuper- 
able difficulty  in  testing  for  traces  of,  say,  lead  and 
arsenic,  the  most  objectionable  impurities  likely  to  be 
present,  experience  shows  that  in  the  hands  of  practical 
men  the  detection  and  determination  can  be  done  with  the 
nicest  accuracy,  and  it  is  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that  in 
future  actual  limits  cf  such  impurities  will  be  imposed. 
As  has  been  pointed  out,  it  is  rare  for  manufacturers  to 
raise  the  purity  of  their  products  except  under  stress  of 
compstition,  and  while  it  would  be  foolish  to  impose  such 
unnecessarily  high  and  unworkable  standards  as  were  sug- 
gested by  Dunstan  and  Robinson,  it  is,  on  the  other  hand, 
equally  unnecessary  to  fix  low  standards  for  chemicals 
that  with  reasonable  care  can  be  turned  out  of  very  hio-h 
purity.  The  instances  of  tartaric  acid  and  cream  of  tartar 
at  once  suggest  themselves,  for  while  some  years  ago  prac- 
tically all  the  makes  contained  appreciable  quantities  of 
lead,  at  the  present  time  there  is  not  only  no  difficulty  in 
purchasing  these  articles  to  comply  with  MacFadden's 
limit  of  20  parts  per  1,000,000,  but  products  of  still  greater 
purity  are  on  the  market. 

I  cannot  but  think  that  with  the  replacement  of  such 
phrases  as  "  yield  no  characteristic  reactions  with  the 
tests  for,"  "giving  only  the  slightest  reaction  for,"  etc., 
by  the  imposition  of  definite  limits  for  impurities,  an 
improvement  all  round  will  take  place  in  the  chemicals 
manufactured  in  and  imported  into  this  country.  In  any 
case  the  publication  of  such  an  extended  series  of  analyses 
is  extremely  valuable,  and  it  is  hoped  may  prove  the  fore- 
runner of  others  of  a  similar  nature  from  there  who  have 
the  figures  at  their  disposal.  In  the  laboratory  of  my 
firm  records  have  been  kept  for  some  years,  and  it 
is  proposed  to  take  an  opportunity  of  making  them  public.

Sir,— The  comprehensive  article  by  Mr.  C.  A.  Hill  on 
pharmaceutical  chemicals,  with  suggested  standards  re- 
specting the  limit  of  arsenical  and  other  impurities, 
deserves  the  careful  consideration  of  pharmacists  and  manu- 
facturers. Most  of  the  figures  given  in  the  proposed 
standards  are  both  fair  and  reasonable ;  in  fact,  the  nro- 


portion  of  arsenic  might,  in  many  instances,  be  safely 
made  lower  without  causing  any  undue  trouble.  Mr.  Hill 
has  very  wisely  confined  his  suggested  standards,  in  the 
majority  of  instances,  to  the  proportion  of  arsenic  and 
lead,  and  as  objectionable  and  preventable  impurities 
their  elimination,  as  far  as  possible,  is  regarded  as  desir- 
able by  both  physician  and  pharmacist. 

There  are  higher  interests  to  be  considered  than  pecuniary 
x  interests,  and  the  status  of  the  pharmacist  is  intimately 
concerned  in  this  matter.  Some  few  years  ago  there  existed 
a  feeling  that  the  pharmacist  was  unduly  handicapped 
in  trading,  inasmuch  as  he  was  expected  to  supply  a 
chemical  or  drug  of  higher  standard  than  his  unqualified 
competitor.  It  is  now  more  generally  recognised  as  a 
privilege  and  duty  with  which  the  reputation  of  the 
pharmacist  is  indissolubly  connected.  At  this  date  no 
one  can  take  exception  to  the  principle  concerned  in 
standards  which  have  for  their  object  uniformity  in 
medicine. 

The  time  has  surely  come  when  we  can  abolish  slip- 
shod expressions  such  as  "not  more  than  the  slightest 
reaction,"  or  "not  give  more  than  the  slightest  traces" 
of  such  impurities  as  arsenic  and  lead,  and  adopt  a  more 
scientific  expression  of  a  limit  to  the  impurities.  Later 
on  we  may  hope  to  see  such  loose  descriptions  as  "  mer- 
chantable quality."  etc.,  replaced  by  more  modern  and 
accurate  definitions. 

The  colorimetric  method  for  the  determination  of  lead, 
and  Messrs.  Hill  and  Collins'  modification  of  the  so-called 
Gutzeit  test  for  arsenic,  are  easily  performed  by  any 
qualified  pharmacist.  The  marked  improvement  that  has 
taken  place  of  recent  years  in  the  reduction  of  lead  in 
citric  and  tartaric  acids  indicates  the  willingness  of 
manufacturers  to  meet  the  demand  for  better  grade 
chemicals  for  pharmacy.  I  am  firmly  convinced,  therefore, 
that  this  extension  of  the  principle  of  limitation  of  im- 
purities in  pharmaceutical  chemicals  should  be  welcomed 
by  wholesale  and  retail  chemists,  and  especially  by  those 
manufacturers  who  have  an  intelligent  appreciation  of  the 
problem.

The  Pharmaceutical  Witches'  Cauldron. 

Sir, — Materia  medica  is  becoming  more  and  more  like  tho 
witches'  cauldron  in  "Macbeth,"  and  the  science  of  thera- 
peutics is  tending  to  revive  the  practices  of  mediaeval 
medicine  when  treatment  chiefly  consisted  in  the  utilisation 
of  animal,  not  to  say  insectivorous,  products  and  dejections. 
We  are  no  longer  called  upon  to  dispense  the  white  portion 
of  canine  faeces  as  of  yore,  but  we  have  hippuric  acid  on 
our  shelves  and  spermine  in  our  cupboards.  Opotherapy, 
which  is  a  euphemism  for  the  administration  of  animal 
extracts  of  the  most  varied  origin,  is  fast  becoming  the 
only  progressive  department  of  the  healing  art  if  we  except 
that  branch  the  followers  whereof  when  there  is  an  offending 
organ  promptly  pluck  it  out  and  put  it  in  a  bottle  with 
a  preservative,  just  as  the  Fenimore  Cooper  Indian  deco- 
rates his  dwelling  with  the  scalps  of  his  deceased  enemies. 
At  the  recent  conversazione  of  the  Royal  Society  it  was 
demonstrated  that  mice  can  be  rendered  immune  against 
cancer  by  injecting  them  with  an  extract  of  the  skin  of 
embryo  mice,  special  brand,  while  the  diagnosis  of  syphilis 
can  be  made  in  vitro  by  the  aid,  inter  alia,  of  an  aqueous 
extract  of  guinea-pig's  heart,  which  contains  what  is  techni- 
cally known  as  an  anti-body.  Verily,  man  is  a  perfect  mine 
of  active  substances,  from  the  crown  of  his  head  to  the  soles 
of  his  feet,  via  the  thyroid  gland,  the  pancreas,  nay,  to  the 
very  marrow  of  his  bones.   It  has  often  been  urged  against 
therapeutics  that  it  is  not  an  exact  science,  but  we  are  now 
on  the  road  to  simple  rule-of-thumb.      Dried  blood  for 
anaemia,  extract  a  la  Brown-Sequard  for  sterility,  decoc- 
tion of  ovary  for  hypochondria,  pepsin  for  indigestion,  cere- 
brin  for  intellectual  listlessness,  and  so  on  ;  and  this  is  only 
a  beginning,  for  opotherapy  is  bill  a  puling  babe  among 
the   sister  sciences.    Serum   in   some   form  or  another 
threatens  to  be  the  panacea  for  most  of  the  ills  that  flesh  is 
heir  to,  including  precocious  mortality.    It  will  soon  be 
time  to  overhaul  our  stocks  and  to  eliminate  all  trace  of  that 
old-fashioned  compilation  the  once-revered  B.P.,  which  will 
then  be,  metaphorically  speaking,  a  "  drug  in  the  market." 
Since  most  of  the  remedies  in  current  use  will  be  obtained 
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from  our  own  tissues,  we  shall  be  in  a  position  to  draw  on 
our  own  resources,  and  pharmacy  will  be  greatly  simplified.

Green  Tomato  Pickle. 
Sir, — Many  of  your  country  and  suburban  subscribers 
have  gardens,  and  no  doubt  they  find  a  pleasing  relaxation 
from  their  ordinary  duties  in  cultivating  the  same,  and,  if 
they  have  any  "glass,"  tomatoes  will  be  a  favourite  plant 
to  grow ;  but,  alas !  with  our  variable  climate  and 
uncertain  summers,  much  of  the  fruit  does  not  ripen,  and 
is  probably  thrown  aside  as  useless.  Well,  here  is  a  good 
purpose  to  which  to  put  these  unripe  fruits,  which,  I  doubt 
not,  will  yield  as  much  pleasure — and  perchance  profit — as 
if  they  became  fully  ripe.  It  also  gives  a  chance  for  the 
display  of  manipulative  skill,  in  which  the  chemist  and 
druggist,  by  reason  of  his  occupation,  should  excel.  If 
made  by  a  chemist-grocer,  there  is  no  reason  why  the 
pickle  should  not  be  run  as  a  special  line.  This  is  the 
recipe  : 

Slice  5  lb.  of  green  unripe  tomatoes,  sprinkle  each  layer 
with  salt,  and  let  them  stand  twelve  hours. 

Have  ready  a  stewpan,  strain,  and  put  them  in,  with  g  gal. 
of  pure  malt-vinegar,  £  lb.  coarse  brown  sugar,  §  lb.  sliced 
onion,  two  or  three  apples  (peeled,  and  cut  up),  i  oz.  each  of 
whole  ginger,  peppercorns,  and  mustard-seeds. 

Simmer  for  half  an  hour,  or  until  the  tomatoes  are  soft,  then 
put  in  jars  and  tie  over,  or  in  the  orthodox  pickle  jars  with 
patent  lids. 

Just  a  word  as  to  the  note  on  "  Hints  for  Grocers"  on 
p.  660  and  the  remarks  thereon.  There  are  many  chemists, 
especially  in  the  small  towns,  who  have  for  many  years 
had  a  drug-business  and  a  flourishing  grocer's  business  in 
the  same  shop.  I  could  name  many  of  this  class,  and  fre- 
quently they  do  the  best  trade  in  the  town  in  each  branch 
of  business.  It  enables  an  energetic,  capable  chemist  who 
find  himself  in  a  small  town  where  there  is  limited  scope 
for  extension  of  business  to  find  suitable  outlet  for  his 
energies  and  business  capabilities.  Of  course,  these  chemist- 
grocers  do  not  go  in  for  heavy  provisions.

The  following  letter  was  recently  issued  to  all  medical 
men  and  dentists  in  the  Potteries  district  as  a  preliminary 
to  calling  upon  them  with  a  petition  for  signature  : 
North  Staffordshire  Chemists'  Association. 
President,  Mr.  Edmund  Jones,  Hanley. 

The  Government  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 

Stoke-on-Trent,  May  19,  1908. 
Dear  Sir, — You  are  doubtless  aware  that  the  above  Bill 
is  receiving  the  attention  of  Parliament  at  the  present  time. 
In  this  Bill  provision  is  asked  to  relax  the  existing  restric- 
tions on  the  sale  of  poisons,  so  as  to  allow  untrained  and 
unqualified  persons  to  sell  poisonous  and  dangerous  sub- 
Etances,  the  sale  of  which  is  now  restricted  by  law  to  duly 
qualified  and  registreed  chemists. 

In  addition  to  this  the  Bill  asks  that  the  titlo  of  chemist  or 
chemist  and  druggist  may  be  assumed  and  used  by  limited 
liability  companies,  the  directors  and  members  of  which, 
individually,  need  nod  be  trained  men,  nor  be  obliged  to  pass 
any  examination. 

Qualified  chemists  claim  the  title  as  a  purely  personal  one, 
obtained  only  after  searching  examination,  and  this  con- 
tention is  strongly  supported  by  the  medical  Press  and  pro- 
fessional men  generally. 

If  this  Bill  is  allowed  to  pass  in  its  present  form  it  would 
concede  an  inequitable  principle  which  might  lead  to  its 
adoption  in  other  directions  where  examination  tests  are 
necessary  for  the  assumption  of  title. 

My  Association  has  passed  a  resolution  to  draw  up  a 
petition,  to  be  signed  by  the  medical  and  dental  profession 
a"c!  chemists,  against  the  apparent  injustice  of  the  Bill, 
which  we  hope  and  believe  you  will  admit,  and  trust  you  will 
consent  to  add  your  signature  to  the  petition  form,  which 
will  be  presented  to  you  in  due  course.

Is  this  Good  Business? 
Sir,— There  appears  to  be  a  growing  practice  among 
wholesale  firms  of  sending  small  quantities  of  goods,  not 
ordered,  as    'samples,"  and  charging  them  on  invoices. 


No  doubt  a  considerable  quantity  of  goods  can  be  disposed 
of  in  this  way,  as  often  the  recipient  would  keep  them,  not 
thinking  them  worth  the  trouble  of  returning.  Just  lately, 
from  three  different  firms,  we  have  received  i  doz.  purses, 
1  doz.  blocks  of  eau  de  Cologne  soap,  and  a  bandage- 
winder.  We  have  returned  them  all,  and  shall  continue 
returning  goods  sent  in  that  way  "carriage  forward." 
The  best  way  to  stop  the  practice  would  be  for  everyone 
to  do  the  same,  as  it  seems  to  us  somewhat  of  an  imper- 
tinence for  wholesalers  to  try  to  force  their  goods  on 
customers.  We  are  quite  sure  that  the  wholesale  firms 
would  stop  the  custom  at  once  if  they  knew  how  distasteful 
it  was  to  their  customers,  with  whom,  of  course,  they  wish 
to  keep  on  friendly  terms.

[Put  the  tragacanth  into  a  mortar,  wet  it  very  thoroughly 
with  the  spirit,  add  all  at  once  about  a  third  of  the  water,  and 
stir  till  a  uniform  mucilage  is  formed.  Next  incorporate  the 
almond  oil,  the  tincture  of  benzoin,  and  the  essential  oils  with 
the  mucilage,  and  gradually  add  the  remainder  of  the  water 
and  the  glycerin,  stirring  all  the  time.  Using  the  best 
Smyrna  tragacanth  one  obtains  a  cream  which  is  seasonable 
all  the  year  round.]

G.  F.  (213/63).— Bile  is  not  considered  to  be  an  ailment, 
but  a  part  of  the  human  body,  hence  "  Bile  Pills",  is  not  a 
dutiable  description,  but  "  Stimulating  Bile  Pills  "  is. 

lihci  (314/2)  asks  if  a  month's  notice  given  by  a  chemist's 
assistant  expires  at  midday,  or  when?  It  expires  at  the  end 
of  the  last  business  day  of  the  month — e.g.,  if  the  assistant's 
duties  for  the  day  end  at  8  p.m.,  that  is  when  he  is  entitled  to 
leave. 

Pharmacist  (214/60).— The  terms  of  the  Post  Office  regula- 
tion in  regard  to  conveyance  of  articles  relating  to  sexual 
intercourse  are  embodied  in  a  warrant  of  1903,  which  states: 
There  shall  not  be  posted,  or  conveyed,  or  delivered  by 
post  any  postal  packet  (1)  consisting  of  or  containing  any 
indecent  or  obscene  print,  painting,  photograph,  litho- 
graph, engraving,  book  or  card,  or  an  indecent  or  obscene 
article,  whether  similar  to  the  above  or  Dot;  (2)  haying 
thereon  or  on  the  cover  thereof  any  words,  marks,  or  designs 
of  an  indecent,  obscene,  or  grossly  offensive  character ;  or 
consisting  of  or  containing 
certain  articles  not  including  the  subject  of  your  query.  The 
case  which  you  mention  probably  came  within  the  above  terms, 
and  was  not  in  respect  to  the  postage  of  an  indiarubber  article 
merely.

Menthol.  — A  good  recipe  for  this  was  given  in  the  "  Glasgow 
Formulary,"  published  in  the  C.  cfc  D.,  February  29,  p.  339. 

Viridis  (200/10).— Soil-fumigant.— This  is  the  naphthalene 
product  referred  to  in  our  reply  to  "  J.  H.  L." 

Urgent  (182/32).— Stomach-powder. — This  has  the  following 
■composition  : 

Bismuth,  subcarb   3j. 

Pulv.  saccEari   Jj. 

Sodii  bicarb,  ad     ...       ...       ...  jviij. 

Misce.  Dose  :  Half  to  one  teaspoonful  in  a  wineglassful  of 
milk  after  food. 

Amicus  (186/4). — Milk-fever  Mixture  for  cows. — The  chief 
constituents  of  this  liquid  are  chloral  hydrate  and  potassium 
bromide,  but  we  are  not  able  to  identify  with  certainty  the 
•colouring-matter.  The  following  will  make  a  drench  of 
similar  properties : 

Chloral  hydrate    1  oz. 

Potassium  bromide    1  oz. 

Liquid  extract  of  liquorice        ...      j  oz. 

Water  to   12  oz. 

Directions  :  A  third  part  of  the  mixture  with  2  lb.  of  treacle 
and  half  as  much  water  to  be  given  every  two  hours. 

It  should  be  added  that  the  modern  treatment  by  injecting 
potassium  iodide  into  the  udder  has  made  the  above  method 
out  of  date. 

Menthol  (Brussels)  (202/5). — Aperient-cachets. — Your  re- 
quirements would  best  be  met  by  employing  pulvis  scam- 
monii  compositus— 15  grains  in  each  cachet.  The  powder 
official  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  is  composed  of  scammony 
resin  (4  parts),  jalap  (3  parts),  ginger  (1  part). 

Eucalyptus  (188/50).— (1)  Horse-powder,  tonic  and  vermi- 
fuge.— We  are  unable  to  find  any  ingredient  which  would 
account  for  the  property  this  powder  has  of  bringing  away 
long  worms.  Arsenic,  copper  sulphate,  and  iron  sulphate, 
likely  substances,  are  absent.  (2)  Cattle-wash.— This  appears 
to  be,  as  you  suggest,  a  solution  of  soft-soap  with  formalin, 
the  proportions  being  somewhat  as  follows: 

Soft-soap   4  oz. 

Formalin   1  oz. 

Water   1  pint 

Dissolve  the  soap  in  the  water  (warm),  and  when  cold  add 
the  formalin.  If  too  thick,  the  strength  of  the  soap  solution 
should  be  reduced  before  the  medicament  is  added.  The 
wash  is  diluted  with  an  equal  part  of  water  for  use. 

8.  K.  T.  (188/36).— Foot-rot  Liquid,  which  has  been  very 
successfully  used  in  Suffolk  for  foot-rot  in  sheep : 

Zinc  sulphate    5  oz. 

Water   _   20  oz. 

Turpentine   2  oz. 

Glycerin   1  oz. 

Red  ochre    £  oz. 

Dissolve  the  zinc  sulphate  in  the  water,  mix  the  red  ochre 
with  the  glycerin  in  a  mortar,  and  add  to  the  zinc  solution, 
finally  adding  the  turpentine  and  well  shaking. 

/.  H.  L.  (197/17).— (1)  Soil-fumigant. — The  active  ingre- 
dient of  this  preparation^  which  is  used  for  destroying  insects 
and  worms  in  garden  soil,  is  naphthalene.  The  basis  seems 
to  vary  with  different  makers  and  is  probably  some  by-pro- 
duct, such  as  the  "  blue  billy  "  of  the  gasmaker.  The  propor- 
tion of  naphthalene  seems  to  be  about  1  in  10.  The  fumigant 
is  dug  into  the  ground,  and  in  time  the  naphthalene  per- 
meates the  soil,  killing  all  the  insects  within  its  sphere  of 
influence.  (2)  The  skin-cream  formula  to  which  you  refer 
was  given  in  the  C.  <k  D.,  October  21,  1905,  p.  661. 

Beeswax  (193/31).  —  Red  Varnish  for  Electric-light 
Globes. — The  basis  for  this  should  contain  the  harder  varnish 
resins,  and  for  this  reason  a  copal  varnish  stained  with  an 
aniline  dye  is  often  employed.    Another  basis  is— 

Sandarac   20  parts 

Mastic   10  parts 

Ether   20  parts 

Benzin   14  parts 

There  is,  however,  a  difficulty  in  making  a  red  varnish  that 
will  stand  the  combined  influence  of  light  and  heat  without 
deterioration.  Some  resins,  particularly  elemi  and  mastic, 
soon  exert  a  bleaching  effect  on  the  colours  employed.  On 
this  account  attempts  have  been  made  to  utilise  tragacanth 
mucilage  (coloured  with  aniline  magenta)  and  solution  of 
silicate  of  soda.  It  is  difficult,  however,  to  get  a  colour  that 
will  stand  the  alkali  in  the  last-named  liquid. 

X.  Y.  Z.  (Brisbane)  (169/17).— A  further  investigation  of  the 
tablets  has  not  helped  us.    We  are  returning  the  booklet. 


Bumpkin  (203/53). — The  harshness  of  acetic-acid  vinegar  is 
rounded  off  by  adding  a  minute  quantity  of  an  ester,  such  as 
amyl  acetate,  but  care  must  be  taken  not  to  add  this  in 
excess  as  the  flavour  is  then  distinctly  unpleasant,  Another 
method  that  is  practised  is  to  mix  the  artificial  vinegar  with 
brewed  malt-vinegar,  but  the  difference  in  flavour  is  readily 
appreciated  by  those  whose  sense  of  smell  is  moderately  well 
developed. 

M.P.S.  (203/26). — (1)  Analytical  Books. — We  gave  a  good 
list  of  books  on  analytical  chemistry  in  the  C.  it-  D.  Diary, 

1906,  p.  501,  to  which  you  should  refer  and  make  a  selection 
of  those  which  appear  suited  to  your  needs.  (2)  Cockroach- 
destroyers. — A  paragraph  on  the  various  methods  of  destroy- 
ing cockroaches  was  given  in  the  C.  it  D.,  November  24,  1906, 
p.  806.  It  is  too  long  to  reproduce.  See  also  *'  Pharmaceu- 
tical Formulas."  (3)  Can  you  give  us  any  further  information 
regarding  "  oyster-syrup  "  ?  Is  it  a  medicament  or  a  cookery 
sauce  ? 

Eetsil  (188/21). — Breath-sweetener. — We  once  examined  a 
breath-sweetening  liquid,  and  found  it  to  be  mainly  tincture 
of  orris;  a  few  drops  were  taken  on  a  lump  of  sugar.  You 
could  probably  devise  a  more  ambitious  formula  after  a  few 
experiments,  using  tincture  of  orris  as  a  base  and  adding  to 
it  one  or  more  flavours,  such  as  orange-flower,  cardamoms, 
calamus,  cinnamon,  clove,  anise,  coriander,  peppermint,  or 
rose. 

Nemo  (191/68). — Aloes  Solution. — Unfortunately,  you  omit 
to  give  us  the  details  of  your  process,  which  would  have 
helped  us  to  see  where  your  difficulty  lies.  The  quantity  of 
potassium  carbonate  should  be  half  that  of  the  extract,  and 
glycerin  in  the  proportion  of  2  oz.  to  4  oz.  in  each  pint  is  a 
necessary  addition  if  the  liquid  is  to  be  kept  for  some  time. 

J.  C.  L.  (182/33).— Dressing  for  Wounds  in  Horses. — This 
appears  to  be  a  solution  of  chinosol  of  the  strength  of  about 
15  grains  to  the  pint  of  water. 

B.  Z.  (Budapest)  (205/62).— Worcester  Sauce.— Formulae 
for  sauces  of  this  character  have  been  given  in  recent  issues  of 
the  G.  &  D.—e.g.,  September  7,  1907,  p.  426,  and  January  26, 

1907,  p.  160.  A  different  recipe  from  those  referred  to  above 
will  be  found  in  "Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  p.  310. 

O.  M.  D.  Co.  (Winnipeg)  (188/27).— (1)  Skin-cream.— You 
will  find  a  note  regarding  the  various  types  of  skin-cream  in 
the  C.  &  D.,  April  18,  p.  612.  We  are  not  quite  clear  as  to 
what  your  difficulty  is.  Additional  whiteness  is  obtained  by 
the  use  of  a  little  bismuth  oxychloride,  which  is  also  of  service 
in  the  treatment  of  skin-blemishes.  A  pearly  appearance 
is  sometimes  given  to  similar  toilet-preparations  by  the 
incorporation  with  thecream,  at  the  final  stage  of  manufac- 
ture, of  a  small  quantity  of  either  castor  oil  or  almond  oil. 
(2)  We  will  bear  in  mind  your  kind  offer  to  furnish  informa- 
tion to  inquirers  about  Canada. 

O.  S.  B.  (206/19).— The  Minor  examination  certificate  is 
accepted  for  registration  in  New  Zealand  on  payment  of  a 
fee  of  30s.  Business  in  the  Dominion  is  good  at  present. 
Qualified  assistants  of  good  ability  and  character  do  not 
require  to  wait  long  before  being  suited. 

Acton  (202/72).— We  have  not  been  able  to  confirm  your 
statement  that  a  mixture  of  equal  parts  of  lanoline  and  lime- 
water  is  neutral  to  test-paper.  Our  mixture  of  the  two  is 
decidedly  alkaline,  both  when  made  and  twenty-four  hours 
later.  The  Pharmacopoeia  permits  a  small  quantity  of 
acidity  in  lanoline,  but  not  enough  to  neutralise  this  quantity 
of  lime-water.  Perhaps  your  lime-water  is  not  of  official 
strength. 

Lady  Ford's  Ointment. — Mr.  H.  W.  Colley,  Grimsby,  in- 
forms us  that  the  following  is  a  recipe  for  this  ointment, 
which  he  used  to  make  up  some  years  ago  for  a  travelling 
medicine-selier : 

Cerae  flav  5iv. 

Emp.  galban.  co  5vj- 

01.  olivse  opt   3X- 

Mellis  opt  3xij. 

Misce. 

The  ointment  is  used  for  ulcerated  sore  legs,  broken  chilblains, 
and  burns. 

H.  M.  B.  (New  Zealand)  (199/58).— Thanks  for  your  pre- 
scriptions, one  or  two  of  which  are  suitable  for  reproduction. 

C.  E.  H.  (249/29).— (1)  Pip  in  Fowls — The  tongue  becomes 
furred  and  horny,  and  should  be  scraped  and  a  lotion  of  salt 
or  borax  applied.  A  dose  of  pil.  rhei  co.  should  also  be  given 
daily  for  a  week,  from  gr.  ij.  for  a  young  fowl  to  gr.  iv.  for 
a  fully-grown  one.  Dried  alum  put  into  the  mouth  answers 
the  purpose  of  clearing  the  tongue.  (2)  Milk-fever  Treat- 
ment.—The  injection  method  was  explained  in  the  C.  &  D., 
April  4,  p.  542,  and  is  also  given  in  "  Veterinary  Counter- 
practice  "  (Office  of  C.  <k  D.,  4s.). 
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proprietary  flDeotctncs  in  Hustralia. 

The  Visit  of  the  Delegates  of  the  London  Chambtr 
of  Commerce. 


IN  continuation  of  our  notes  on  the  visit  of  Messrs. 
Glover  and  Kenningham,  the  delegates  of  the  Pro- 
prietary Medicines  Sub-section  of  the  London  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  we  have  received  information  from  our  Mel- 
bourne office  that  the  delegates  left  Sydney  on  April  15 
for  Brisbane  and  proposed  to  leave  for  New  Zealand  on 
May  6,  returning  to  Melbourne  early  in  June.  In  Sydney 
they  were  in  constant  communication  with  the  Manufac- 
turing Chemists'  and  Proprietors'  Association  and  were 
present  at  a  largely  attended  meeting  of  that  body  on 
April  8.  The  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Bill  was  discussed,  and 
the  views  put  forward  by  the  delegates  received  the 
approval  and  support  of  the  Association.  With  Mr. 
Winchcombe,  M.L.A.,  President,  and  Mr.  Mitchell,  Secre- 
tary, of  the  Sydney  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  Mr.  G. 
Fred  Birks,  of  the  Manufacturing  Chemists'  and  Pro- 
prietors' Association,  the  delegates  had  an  interview  with 
Premier  Wade  on  April  14  and  specially  discussed  Clause  12 
of  the  Bill,  which  reads  as  follows  : 

(1)  Where  any  person  sells  a  food  or  drug  which  is  a 
mixture,  the  ingredients  shall  he  pure  and  in  an  un- 
deteriorated  and  sound  condition,  and  such  person  shall 
deliver  the  mixture  to  the  purchaser  in  a  package,  on  or 
attached  to  which  shall  be  a  statement  or  label,  legibly 
written,  stating  that  the  food  or  drug  is  a  mixture,  the 
names  ojF  the  ingredients,  and,  where  so  required  by  the 
regulations,  the  proportions  in  which  tohey  are  present  in 
the  mixture. 

Provided  that  it  shall  not  be  necessary  so  to  attach  a  label 
or  statement  in  the  case  of  a  mixture  exempted  from  this 
section  by  the  regulations,  such  exemption  may  be  applied 
to  classes  of  artiV]p<;. 

(2)  No  person  shall  sell  any  food  or  drug  which  is  a  mixture 
in  respect  of  which  the  provisions  of  this  section  have  been 
contravened,  or  have  not  been  complied  with. 

The  delegates  pointed  out  that  the  meaning  of  the  Clause 
was  vague,  and  it  was  a'ready  known  that  lawyers  held 
different  opinions  as  to  its  interpretation.  The  Premier 
assured  the  deputation  that  the  clause  in  the  Bill  was  not 
intended  to  mean  that  the  formulae  should  be  disclosed. 
The  result  of  the  interview  was  considered  s?tisfactorv. 
[Compared  with  the  corresponding  Section,  89,  of  the 
Act  of  1902,  the  clause  is  more  definite,  but  the  nrincipal 
difference  seems  to  be  that  if  regulations  are  passed  requir- 
ing it  the  proportion  of  the  ingredients  in  a  mixture  may 
have  to  be  declared.] 

The  delegates  also  had  an  interview  with  Dr.  J.  Ash- 
burton  Thompson,  M.D.,  D.P.H.,  President  of  the  Board  of 
Health. 

Formula  Disclosure. 
_  The  delegates  found  among  the  different  houses  par- 
ticularly interested  in  the  question  of  the  disclosure  of 
formulae  an  opinion  that  this  might  be  done  in  confidence 
to  a  specially  constituted  board,  but  a  conference  with  the 
English  delegates  showed  that  there  is  extreme  danger  in 
confiding  formulae  to  any  board,  no  matter  how  constituted. 
Members  of  a  board  come  and  go.  and  the  slightest  sugges- 
tion from  any  member  to  a" friend  "might  supply  "the 
missing  link  of  any  desired  formulae."  An  official  who 
would  probably  have  a  seat  on  any  board  that  might  be 
constituted  took  this  view,  and  added  that  absolute  confi- 
dence could  never  be  placed  in  any  board. 

Messrs.  Glover  and  Kenningham  feel  that  their  visit  has 
*>een  highly  satisfactory.  Many  misapprehensions  have 
been  removed.  They  pay  high  tribute  to  the  kindness  and 
courtesy  extended  to  them  in  every  quarter.  They  are  con- 
fident that  the  Manufacturing  Chemists'  and  Proprietors' 
Association  is  now  in  a  position  to  deal  properly  with  any

would  reply  to  an  attack  made  by  Mr.  Arthur  Griffith,  who 
had  directed  attention  to  a  number  of  statements  regarding 
Hearne's  Bronchitis-cure  made  in  Mr.  Beale's  report.  The 
hon.  member  had  said  : 

Take,  for  example,  the  largely  advertised  Hearne's  bron- 
chitis-cure.   That,  of  course,  is  not  a  medicine  that  is  pre- 
pared specially  for  children.    It  contains  a  certain  amount 
of  morphia.    A  man  takes  a  dose  of  this  bronchitis-cure- 
and  the  effect  is  to  bring  out  a  generous  perspiration.  As- 
a  result  the  patient  feels  a  little  better  and  goes  out  into  the- 
cold,  and  probably  contracts  double  pneumonia  and  ends  up 
in  the  cemetery.    This  medicine,  which  is  perhaps  more- 
advertised  than  any  other,  is  made  up  of  a  large  amount  of 
water  and  colouring  matter  with  a  large  proportion  oS 
opium.    This  medicine  is  given  by  women  to  their  children! 
and  has  a  most  pernicious  effect.    It  is  administered  by- 
women  who  would  not  wittingly  give  their  children  morphia. 
Mr.  Fitzpatrick  gave  the  substance  of  sworn  declarations 
by  doctors  that  not  one  sentence  of  the  paragraph  was 
correct.    The  medicine  contained  no  colouring  matter  and 
morphia  to  the  smallest  possible  extent.    It  is  a  colourless 
liquid,  and  has  no  pernicious  effect  on  adults  or  children.

Preservation  of  an  Historic  Pharmacy.— The  Town 
Council  of  Briinn,  in  Austria,  recently  decided  to  acquire 
for  the  city  museum  the  pharmacy  belonging  to  the  Eliza- 
bethan Convent  in  Briinn.  The  Convent  will  sell  th«  phar- 
macy, which  dates  from  the  Middle  Ages,  provided  a  new 
pharmacy  is  erected  in  its  place. 

Personal. — Dr.  Koch,  the  German  bacteriologist,  is  to 
arrive  in  Japan  in  the  early  part  of  June. — The  Mysore 
Government  have  decided  to  dispense  with  the  services 
otf  Dr.  Lehmann,  agricultural  chemist,  on  the  termination 
•f  the  current  period  of  contract,  which  expires  on 
December  20,  1908,  from  which  date  the  doctor  will  become 
entitled  to  a  pension  of  200Z.  per  annum. 

Big  Fire  in  Bombay. — One  of  the  largest  and  most 
'destructive  fires  which  have  occurred  in  Bombay  of  recent 
years  broke  out  on  the  night  of  May  12  at  the  rear  of 
Messrs.  Kemp  &  Co.'s  premises  in  a  godown  which  was 
used  as  a  laboratory.  The  fire  was  first  noticed  about 
11.15  p.m.,  and  it  spread  with  alarming  rapidity.  The 
chemicals  in  the  laboratory  readily  took  fire  and  the  flames, 
bursting  upwards  through  the  roof,  threatened  destruction 


to  the  surrounding  buildings.  The  godown  was  completely 
gutted,  but  the  firm  are  insured  up  to  a  lac  and  a  half  of 
rupees  with  the  South  British  Insurance  Co.,  although  it 
is  said  that  the  damage  done  far  exceeds  this  amount. 

The  Distribution  op  Quinine. — In  Algiers  especial  care 
is  to  be  taken  to  supply  the  inhabitants,  particularly 
the  natives,  with  quinine.  Every  pharmacist  is  obliged  to 
keep  a  supply  of  quinine  hydrochloride  in  tablets  and  to 
sell  these  at  a  fixed  price.  A  doctor  may  supply  quinine 
at  a  distance  of  eight  kilometres  from  a  pharmacy,  and 
where  there  is  no  doctor  it  can  be  obtained  from  boites  de 
secours,  which  are  supplied  by  the  hospital  in  Mustapha. 
Pharmacists  now  wish  to  have  the  limit  extended  to  twenty 
kilometres,  and  the  "  su€cour-boxes  "  placed  in  charge  of 
responsible  officials. 

German  Military  Pharmasists. — The  military  autho- 
rities in  Germany  have  discovered  that  the  existing  number 
of  military  pharmacists  will  not  be  sufficient  to  fill  the 
vacancies,  and  a  certain  number  of  the  pharmacists  of  the 
reserve  will  in  future  be  called  out  every  year  to  attend 
the  annual  trainings.  During  this  period  they  will  receive 
a  daily  pay  of  3s.  and  an  allowance  for  uniform  of  61.  This 
shortage  in  military  pharmacists  is  really  a  consequence 
of  the  new  training  system,  under  which  many  young 
apothekers  prefer  to  serve  the  whole  year  as  a  "one-year 
volunteer"  to  fight,  and  not  make  medicines. 

A  New  Association. — The  owners  of  non-transfer- 
able pharm  icies  in  Germany  have  formed  an  associa- 
tion with  headquarters  at  Dusseldorf.  The  new  Associa- 
tion is  not  (as  explained  at  the  inaugural  meeting)  to  work 
in  opposition  to  the  German  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
but  is  meant  to  supplement  the  efforts  of  the  latter  in  the 
matter  of  the  proposed  reform  of  pharmacy  concessions 
as  embodied  in  the  Imperial  Pharmacy  Bill.  If  the  sug- 
gestions of  the  Pharmaceutical  Association  are  not 
accepted  by  the  Government,  the  new  Association  will 
endeavour  to  obtain  legal  decisions  on  the  question  _  of 
heritable  concessions  and  circumstances  appertaining 
thereto. 
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Society  of  public  analysts. 


THE  la^t  meeting  of  the  present  session  was  held  at 
Burlington  House  on  June  3,  Mr.  T.  Fairley  (past- 
President)  occupying  the  chair.  After  a  paper  by  Mr. 
H.  D.  Richmond  on  the  "  Steam  Distillation  of  Fatty 
Acids,"  in  which  he  dealt  with  the  volatility  in  steam  of 
formic  and  acetic  acids,  a  paper  was  read  by  Dr.  G.  D. 
Lander,  and  Mr.  H.  W.  Winter,  of  the  Royal  Veterinary 
College,  on  the  "Detection  of  Poisonous  Metals,"  which 
dealt  with  the  detection  of  traces  of  metals  such  as 
it  is  necessary  to  look  for  in  veterinary  practice.  To  avoid 
the  long  and  tedious  methods  usually  adopted,  the  authors 
apply  two  general  tests — viz.  (1)  the  Rcinsch,  which  reveals 
silver,  mercury,  bismuth,  arsenic,  and  antimony,  and  (2) 
the  preparation  of  a  nitric-acid  extract  by  evaporating  to 
a  thick  cream  with  50  per  cent,  nitric  acid,  this  extract 
being  subsequently  diluted  with  water,  filtered  and  tested 
for  silver,  lead,  barium,  mercury,  bismuth,  copper,  'zinc, 
and  chromium.  It  is  found  possible  with  the  Reinsch  test, 
using  a  piece  of  copper  foil  £  in.  square,  to  detectT2\jn 
grain  arsenic  and  grain  antimony.  With  mercury  it 
is  not  so  sensitive,  but  it  will  show  the  presence  of  ^ 
of  a  grain.  The  stain  is  treated  with  alkaline  peroxide, 
which  dissolves  arsenic  or  antimony,  but  leaves  the  bismuth. 
In  the  nitric-acid  test,  after  filtering  the  solution,  it  is 
examined  for  the  various  metals  by  the  usual  reagents. 
In  the  discussion  Messrs.  Chapman  and  Richards  drew 
attention  to  the  value  of  sulphuric  acid  as  a  means  for 
oxidising  the  organic  matter,  and  Mr.  F.  W.  Richardson 
stated  that  he  had  used  the  electrolytic  method  of  Hill  and 
Collins  with  good  results  for  the  estimation  of  lead  and 
copper. 

Ochoco  Fat. — The  next  paper,  by  Dr.  J.  Lewkowitsch, 
described  this  new  fat,  which  is  derived  from  fruit  very 
similar  to  nutmegs  grown  in  West  Africa,  and  consists, 
to  the  extent  of  about  98  per  cent.,  of  myristin. 

Methyl  Alcohol. — The  concluding  paper,  read  by  Mr. 
Richards,  in  the  absence  of  the  author,  described  a  new 
method  for  "the  detection  of  small  quantities  of  methyl 
alcohol  in  the  presence  of  ethyl  alcohol."  The  process 
depends  on  the  fact  that  formaldehyde  gives  a  distinctive 
colour  with  morphine  hydrochloride  solution  in  the  pre- 
sence of  concentrated  sulphuric  acid.  One  c.c.  of  the 
sample  of  spirit  is  oxidised  with  0.8  grm.  of  ammonium 
persulphate  and  3  c.c.  of  1  :  5  sulphuric  acid,  and  after 
dilution  with  20  c.c.  water,  is  distilled  in  five  separate  frac- 
tions of  2  c.c.  each.  The  two  first  contain  acetaldehyde, 
but  to  each  of  the  others  is  added  a  few  drops  of  a  0.5  per 
cent,  solution  of  morphine  hydrochloride,  and  then  strong 
sulphuric  acid  poured  down  the  side  of  the  test-tube.  A 
violet  blue  ring  is  formed  at  the  junction  of  the  liquids  if 
methyl  alcohol  is  present. 

Annual  Dinner. — The  thirty-first  anniversary  dinner  of 
the  Society  was  held  at  the  Trocadero,  London,  on  Tuesday 
evening.  June  2,  Mr.  R.  R.  Tatlock  (the  President)  in  the 
chair.  Among  those  present  were  Dr.  T.  E.  Thorpe,  C.B. 
(Principal  of  the  Government  Laboratory),  Sir  Boverton 
Redwood  (President  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry), 
Sir  Thomas  Stevenson,  M.D.,  and  other  distinguished 
chemists.  Among  the  speakers  were  Dr.  Thorpe  and  Pro- 
fessor H.  E.  Armstrong,  the  latter  proposing  the  toast  of 
"  The  Society."  Dr.  Thorpe,  in  his  speech,  referred  to  the 
excellent  understanding  now  existing  between  the  Govern- 
ment Departments  and  public  analysts,  and  acknowledged 
the  great  assistance  which  the  latter  gave  in  the  administra- 
tion of  impor-tant  laws.

Glasgow  School  of  Pharmacy — The  second  of  the  summer 
series  of  excursions  was  held  on  May  28  to  the  Coltness 
Brickworks,  Anniesland.  In  the  West  of  Scotland  the  use 
of  bricks  has  of  late  years  enormously  increased  and  the  plant 
at  the  above  works  is  of  the  most  modern  type.  The  clay 
having  been  ground  by  edge-runners  is  pugged  and  moulded 
into  bricks,  the  machinery  being  electrically  driven.  Im- 
provements have  recently  been  effected  in  methods  of  firing, 
the  furnace  chambers  being  fed  from  the  top  and  the  chambers 
worked  in  series,  the  waste  heat  being  used  to  dry  the 
"  green  "  bricks.    Each  chamber  holds  17,000  bricks. 

The  following  experiments  are  being  made  in  the  school 
experimental  garden  :  (1)  Influence  of  nitrobacterine  culture 
on  garden  peas ;  (2)  growth  of  sweet-peas  inoculated  and  not 
inoculated  with  a  nitrobacterine  culture  ;  (3)  growth  of  lettuce- 
plants  under  red  glass.
